The  Old  North  Church 
Boston,  Massachusetts 

January  6,  1992. 

The  ceremonies  attending  the  inauguration  of  Mayor- 
elect  Raymond  L.  Flynn  and  the  City  Councillors-elect 
of  the  City  of  Boston  were  held  in  the  Old  North  Church 
at  10:00  a.m.,  when  the  Mayor-elect  and  the  members- 
elect  of  the  Council  entered  the  hall  in  a  procession 
headed  by  City  Clerk  Patrick  F.  McDonough  and  City 
Messenger  Robert  McDonald  to  the  strains  of  music  by 
the  New  England  Conservatory  Honors  Brass  Quintet, 
accompanied  by  a  Color  Guard  of  the  Boston  Police  De- 
partment. 

They  took  their  seats,  and  the  meeting  was  called  to 
order  by  City  Clerk  McDonough. 

"The  Star-Spangled  Banner"  was  then  sung  by  Ms. 
Merle  Perkins,  accompanied  by  Carole  Davidson. 

City  Clerk  McDonough  then  presented  Reverend  Ro- 
bert W.  Golledge,  Vicar  of  the  Old  North  Church,  for  an 
address  of  welcome. 

REVEREND  ROBERT  W.  GOLLEDGE:  Good 
morning  and  welcome  to  Old  North  Church  where  it  all 
began.  This  is  Boston's  oldest  church  building  where  the 
worship  of  God  has  taken  place  longer  than  in  any  other 
building  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  two-lantern  signal  in  the  steeple  on  April  1 8 , 1 775 , 
set  in  motion  the  American  War  for  Independence,  and 
this  church  continues  to  be  a  symbol  of  freedom  and  inde- 
pendence. 

In  addition  to  regular  worship  which  takes  place  here 
throughout  the  week  and  on  Sundays,  many  noteworthy 
events  continue  to  take  place  here,  including  sessions  of 
the  Federal  District  Court  where  people  become  natural- 
ized citizens  of  this  land. 

On  the  200th  anniversary  of  the  lighting  of  the  lanterns, 
we  lighted  a  third  in  an  effort  to  help  us  to  strive  at  mak- 
ing the  American  Promise  more  nearly  a  reality  for  all  of 
our  citizens.  The  American  Promise  begins  with  a  re- 
spect for  individuals,  a  respect  for  ideas,  reasonable  con- 
duct, and  an  immediate  government.  I  think  that  was  Jef- 
ferson's phrase  when  talking  about  a  kind  of  practical 
republic. 

We  need  to  remember,  I  believe,  that  the  leaders  and 
the  heroes  of  the  eighteenth  century  that  we  are  always 
thinking  about  and  recalling,  the  people  who  really 
launched  this  republic,  did  not  always  agree  on  all  of  the 
issues  of  the  day,  any  more  than  we  all  agree  today  on  the 
issues.  But,  if  you  are  anything  like  me,  we  don't  want  a 
society  in  which  we  all  keep  step  to  the  same  piper;  and, 
on  the  other  side,  we  don't  want  anarchy  and  chaos.  We 
succeed,  it  seems  to  me,  when  there  is  a  kind  of  tussle, 
and  it's  on  that  that  we  move  forward  and  on  that  that  we 
succeed. 


And  so,  as  we  gather  in  this  historic  building  this 
morning  for  another  first  in  the  life  of  Old  North  Church, 
let  us  remember  those  two  lanterns  that  blazed  the  path  of 
liberty  217  years  ago,  and  let  us  also  remember  the  third 
lantern  that  calls  each  of  us  together  with  our  Mayor  and 
our  City  Councillors.  It  calls  us  to  work  for  the  realiza- 
tion of  the  American  Promise  in  this  City  and  in  the  lives 
of  its  residents  by  doing  justly,  loving  mercy,  and  walking 
humbly  with  God  and  with  each  other. 

Welcome  to  Old  North  Church. 

City  Clerk  McDonough  then  presented  His  Eminence, 
Bernard  Cardinal  Law,  Archbishop  of  Boston,  to  give 
the  invocation. 

CARDINAL  LAW:  Let  us  pray.  God  and  gracious 
God,  we  thank  you  for  the  gift  of  life,  life  at  this  moment 
in  history  when  there  is  a  new  dawn  of  hope  for  peace  in 
the  world,  life  in  this  nation  where  you  are  acknowledged 
in  our  national  consciousness  as  Author  of  Life,  Liberty, 
and  the  Pursuit  of  Happiness  as  inalienable  rights  of 
every  human  person,  life  in  this  City  set  upon  hills,  which 
is  so  rich  in  diversity,  in  promise,  in  beauty,  and  in  good 
will. 

We  thank  you  for  the  lives  of  these  men  and  women 
gathered  here  in  generosity  of  heart  to  offer  their  lives  in 
service  of  all  of  us  as  Mayor,  as  Members  of  the  City 
Council.  We  invoke  your  Spirit  upon  Raymond  Flynn  as 
our  Mayor.  Continue  to  endow  him  with  boundless  en- 
ergy, with  the  gift  of  presence  particularly  to  those  in 
need.  Grant  him  the  quietness  to  know  your  wisdom. 
Grant  him  confident  and  loyal  colleagues.  Bless  his  wife 
and  family  who  share  the  burden  of  public  service. 

We  invoke  your  blessing  on  these  men  and  women  who 
will  serve  us  in  the  City  Council.  Grant  them  a  clear  vi- 
sion of  all  your  people.  Grant  them  lively  but  always  civil 
discourse.  Grant  them  good  humor  yet  kindly  thoughts  of 
one  another  as  they  seek  to  serve  us.  Bless  their  family 
and  friends  who  support  them. 

Finally,  Lord,  we  invoke  your  Holy  Spirit  on  all  of  us 
who  are  the  City  of  Boston.  Make  this  a  city  of  and  for 
children,  for  family,  for  the  elderly.  Make  us  more  con- 
scious of  the  needs  of  the  poor,  the  sick,  the  newly  ar- 
rived, the  unemployed,  the  homeless,  and  strengthen  our 
will  to  serve  them.  Make  us  a  city  which  celebrates  its 
rich  diversity  in  that  unity  which  is  a  sign  of  your  peace. 

All  this  we  pray  in  confidence  through  Him  who  the 
Prophet  Micah  said  shall  be  peace  for  us.  Amen. 

City  Clerk  McDonough  read  a  communication  from 
the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  certifying  the  elec- 
tion of  Raymond  L.  Flynn,  1  Flint  Place,  South  Boston, 
as  Mayor. 

The  oath  of  office  was  administered  to  Mayor-elect 
Raymond  L.  Flynn  by  the  Honorable  Paul  J.  Liacos, 
Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  Massachu- 
setts. 

THIRD  INAUGURAL  REMARKS 
OF  MAYOR  RAYMOND  L.  FLYNN 

Thank  you  very  much.  It's  a  proud  day  for  me  and  for 
my  family  and  for  all  of  you.  It's  wonderful  the  atmo- 
sphere here  at  the  Old  North  Church.  It's  just  superb.  I 
don't  know  if  the  people  here  in  the  church  got  notice  of 
what  was  going  on  outside.  We  were  coming  forward; 
then  all  of  a  sudden,  we  were  told  to  go  back.  Dapper 
O'Neil  said  to  me,  "Well,  that  was  the  shortest  honey- 
moon we  have  ever  had  in  politics.  We  haven't  even  been 
sworn  in  yet,  and  we  are  getting  recalls." 

I  will  be  giving  a  State  of  the  City  address  next  week,  so 
I  will  save  some  of  my  comments  as  to  where  we  are 
going  to  move  forward  in  terms  of  the  direction  of  Boston 
for  that  address,  so  my  comments  this  morning  will  be 
rather  brief,  but  I  do  want  to  make  some  words  of  con- 
gratulation to  the  Members  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
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for  once  again  continuing  to  serve  as  they  have  for  so 
many  years  in  a  distinguished  way,  so  let  me  thank  them 
and  also  welcome  the  new  Members  of  the  City  Council, 
John  Nucci  and  Anthony  Crayton.  Congratulations  to 
you  and  all  your  workers,  your  families,  your  supporters. 
You  have  worked  hard  to  be  where  you  are. 

Let  me  also  comment  obviously  about  where  the  City 
is  going  and  the  over-riding  issue  that  will  probably  affect 
us  all  for  the  next  several  months  anyway,  maybe  a  little 
longer  than  that,  and  that,  of  course,  is  the  economy, 
making  sure  Boston  maintains  its  fiscal  stability. 

1991  was  a  very  difficult  year  for  the  finances,  reces- 
sion, families  experiencing  job  loss  and  the  impact  of  the 
recession  on  individuals  and  families  in  Boston.  I  want  to 
congratulate  the  City  Council  for  having  the  spirited 
team  determination  to  make  sure  that  we  kept  Boston  on 
solid  financial  ground,  in  a  stable  position,  where  so 
many  other  cities  are  having  horrendous  difficulty  mak- 
ing their  payrolls  and  providing  services.  My  thanks  in 
that  regard  to  the  leadership  of  Christopher  lannella  and 
Tommy  Menino,  Chairman  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Com- 
mittee, for  their  leadership  in  the  City  Council  in  that 
regard  as  well. 

Reverend  Golledge  made  reference  to  the  history  of 
this  church,  and  it  should  be  noted  that  this  historic 
church  sent  out  a  signal  that  determined  patriots  of  old 
intended  to  overcome  the  odds  and  seize  control  of  their 
own  destiny.  In  1992  we  are  no  less  determined.  As  we 
begin  this  new  term,  there  is  one  word  which  character- 
izes this  period  of  time,  and  that  is  "challenge".  Never 
have  the  challenges  we  have  faced  together  been  greater: 
difficult  economic  times,  getting  people  back  to  work, 
maintaining  stable  families,  making  progress  with  our 
school  system,  and  continuing  to  improve  public  safety. 

The  times  are  far  more  challenging  than  any  time  in  the 
past.  I  have  been  in  public  office  for  over  twenty-two 
years,  and  these  are  very,  very  difficult  times  because  in 
large  respect  of  the  economy,  so  our  determination  will 
have  to  be  fierce.  The  national  recession  means  eco- 
nomic uncertainty  for  all  of  us.  Families  and  government 
alike  must  do  with  less  for  the  time  being  while  sustain- 
ing a  solid  foundation  for  recovery. 

The  times  do  not  allow  us  to  make  wild  promises  or  to 
raise  unnecessary  expectations.  However,  we  cannot  and 
will  not  stand  pat  with  approaches  that  served  us  so  well 
during  more  prosperous  times.  We  must  meet  tough 
times  by  governing  in  new  ways,  and  we  must  never  lose 
our  focus  on  compassion  and  caring  for  the  needy,  for 
children,  and  senior  citizens,  and  for  all  the  families  of 
Boston. 

One  thing  which  will  never  change  is  the  need  to  work 
hard  and  to  cooperate  with  one  another.  Boston  works 
best  when  it  works  together.  There  are  fourteen  elected 
officials  on  this  stage  here  today.  We  must  set  an  example 
of  hard  work  for  the  City.  We  must  confront  difficult  is- 
sues, struggle  through  them,  and  finally  reach  resolu- 
tion. 

There  is  so  much  to  be  learned  from  discussion  and 
debate;  yet  there  is  nothing  to  be  gained  from  perpetual 
opposition  other  than  the  selfish  comfort  of  claiming  dis- 
tance from  the  hard  decisions  that  we  have  to  make. 

Every  citizen's  call  for  help  in  this  City  must  be  taken 
seriously  and  responded  to.  To  this  day,  to  this  very  day,  I 
have  a  slogan  on  my  desk,  and  the  slogan  says:  "If  the 
day  ever  comes  when  that  call  for  help  is  not  the  most 
important  call  you  take  all  day,  that  is  the  day  we  should 
all  get  out  of  the  business,  because  if  we  lose  our  zeal  for 
service,  we  surrender  our  need  to  serve."  I  got  that  slogan 
from  another  South  Boston  person  who  served  in  public 
life,  and  that  was  John  W.  McCormack,  who  was  then  the 
Speaker  of  the  United  States  House  of  Representatives. 

Our  presence  here  today  is  the  result  of  the  trust  and 
confidence  the  people  of  Boston  have  invested  in  us 
through  their  vote.  We  must  never  forget  who  we  work 


for.  There  is  no  substitute  for  talking  with  people  one  on 
one  throughout  our  diverse  neighborhoods.  This  is  how 
government  officials  can  remain  open  and  inclusive,  by 
spending  time  with  people  where  they  live,  where  they 
work,  and  where  they  recreate. 

Obviously,  I  try  to  practice  what  I  preach.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  one  newspaper  story  said  that,  or  poll  indicated 
that,  50  percent  of  the  people  of  Boston  indicated  that 
they  had  learned  about  me  by  meeting  with  me  person- 
ally. Well,  some  people  thought  that  was  rather  remark- 
able; I  was  a  little  disappointed.  I  thought  I  had  worked  a 
little  harder  than  that.  So,  obviously,  I  am  going  to  have 
to  get  up  here  and  work  a  little  harder. 

Let  me  say  this:  One  pledge  I  will  make  to  you  today  is 
that  we  will  not  let  the  bad  hand  we  have  been  dealt,  no 
matter  where  it  comes  from,  stand  as  an  excuse  for  not 
doing  the  best  job  we  can  for  the  people  that  we  repre- 
sent. Yes,  we  will  fight  for  what  is  rightfully  ours  from 
Washington  and  at  the  State  House,  but  at  the  close  of 
each  day  we  will  stand  accountable  for  getting  results 
with  the  resources  that  we  have  at  hand:  no  excuses. 

In  addition,  I  will  never  shy  away  from  the  difficult 
decisions  or  allow  prevailing  trends  to  dictate  what  I  be- 
lieve is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  people  of  Boston. 

Yes,  I  will  continue  to  seek  the  benefits  of  experts  on 
management  and  city  government  and  its  departments 
that  deliver  services,  but  before  making  any  final  deci- 
sions I  will  do  what  I  have  always  done  and  check  the 
diversity  of  opinions  which  can  be  found  throughout 
Boston's  neighborhoods. 

I  will  always  retain  the  humility  to  know  that  neither  I 
nor  the  experts  have  all  the  answers.  In  the  end  the  people 
must  rule  through  their  government,  or  government  itself 
cannot  succeed.  Fiscal  accountability  and  the  will  to 
make  progressive  change  happen:  these  are  the  mandates 
I  intend  to  share  with  the  people  of  Boston  in  the  months 
and  the  years  to  come. 

In  my  eight  years  as  Mayor  I  have  never  felt  the  chal- 
lenge of  this  office  as  intensely  as  I  do  today.  Can  Boston 
prove  itself  in  the  quality  of  life  for  all  its  residents  even  in 
the  toughest  of  economic  times?  This  is  the  test  worthy  of 
all  our  energy  and  commitment.  We  need  to  face  the 
keenest  issue  of  fiscal  stability,  education,  and  public 
safety  in  a  united  way  in  Boston.  Differences  of  opinion 
are  expected  and  a  healthy  thing,  but  progress  and  results 
are  what  the  people  of  Boston  are  looking  for. 

I  spent  quite  a  bit  of  time,  as  I  indicated,  in  the  neigh- 
borhoods of  the  City,  talking  and  meeting  with  people.  I 
am  going  to  close  with  this  little  story  because  I  think  it 
kind  of  summarizes  where  I  am  at  this  point  in  time.  It's  a 
part  of  the  business  that  I  enjoy  and  love.  Just  when  you 
think  you  have  a  full  appreciation  of  people's  problems 
and  understand  exactly  what  is  going  on,  something  else 
comes  up  and  makes  you  think,  causes  you  to  reflect  on 
what  is  really  going  on  in  society  in  the  City  today. 

Last  night  when  I  was  preparing  these  comments  to  you 
today,  to  the  people  of  Boston  today,  a  story  came  back  in 
my  mind  that  I  just  would  like  to  share  with  you  and  all 
my  friends  here  today:  Two  or  three  weeks  ago  I  left  City 
Hall,  and  I  was  running.  I  usually  run  out  to  Forest  Hills 
Station,  and  then  come  back,  go  straight  down  Washing- 
ton Street  through  the  South  End,  Jamaica  Plain,  and 
Roxbury,  out  to  West  Roxbury,  that  area,  and  as  I  was  on 
my  way  back  I  saw  a  lot  of  kids  going  into  the  Shelbume 
Center  on  Washington  Street,  so  I  went  in  the  Shelbume 
Center,  and  I  started  to  shoot  basketball  with  the  kids 
there.  They  were  just  bucking  up  sides  for  a  full-court 
game,  12,  13,  14  kids.  So  one  kid,  about  15,  16  years 
old,  said,  "Ray,  would  you  like  to  join  us?" 

I  said,  "Sure,  I'd  love  to  play  for  a  little  while." 

Well,  just  at  they  were  picking  sides,  five  on  five,  I 
noticed  there  was  one  kid  who  had  been  throwing  pretty 
well  with  us,  and  he  wasn't  chosen.  I  felt  rather  guilty, 
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and  said,  "Gee,  am  I  taking  his  spot?"  I  went  over  and 
said,  "I  hope  I'm  not  taking  your  spot." 

He  said,  "Oh,  no,  Ray.  I  can't  play." 

I  said,  "How  come?" 

He  said,  "I've  got  AIDS."  And  he  said,  "I'm  very, 
very  sick." 

And  I  thought  about  it.  You  know,  for  all  the  times  that 
I've  been  moving  around  the  City  of  Boston,  as  I  say,  you 
think  you've  heard  everybody's  problems,  but  I  think  that 
had  such  an  impact  on  me,  and  the  reason  I  share  it  with 
you;  it's  rather  unusual  in  an  inaugural  speech,  but  I  think 
it  serves  to  remind  me,  serves  to  remind  us  all,  of  the 
problems  that  young  people  are  facing  in  society  today. 

There  are  young  people  out  there,  particularly,  and 
families  out  there  that  need  our  help.  We've  got  to  listen 
to  them;  we've  got  to  make  time  for  them.  Most  impor- 
tantly, we  have  to  let  them  know  we  care  and  we  are  not 
going  to  be  out  of  touch  with  them.  That  is  what  this  City 
has  to  be  about:  it  has  to  be  in  touch  with  the  people. 

In  closing,  I  want  to  thank  the  people  of  Boston  for  the 
honor  they  have  given  me  today  as  I  am  going  in  for  the 
third  term  as  Mayor  of  Boston.  I  want  to  thank  Kathy  and 
the  kids  for  their  support,  giving  me  this  opportunity  to 
work  so  many  long  hours  for  the  people  of  this  City. 

And  again  I  want  to  thank  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  for  a  successful  year  in  1991 . 1  want  to  thank  the 
workers  of  Boston  who  worked  so  hard  in  1991,  who 
gave  me  the  opportunity  to  go  before  the  people  last  No- 
vember with  a  record  that  the  people  accepted.

Although  I  must  disapprove  this  order  on  legal 
grounds,  I  have  been  informed  that  the  Public  Facilities 
Department  shall,  in  the  very  near  future,  conduct  an 
evaluation  to  determine  the  cost  and  feasibility  of  carry- 
ing out  the  purpose  of  the  order.

CURITY FOR  STUDENT  HOUSING  (DOCKET 
NO.  0216)

proved an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  De- 
cember 18,  1991,  Docket  Number  1357,  entitled  "An 
Ordinance  Concerning  Security  for  Student  Housing 
(Noisy  Building  Ordinance)". 


My  reason  for  disapproval  is  that  there  is  no  authority 
for  the  ordinance  as  passed.  The  ordinance  states  that  the 
Inspectional  Services  Department  has  authority  under 
G.L.  c.  Ill,  sec.  127A  to  adopt  regulations  to  provide 
for  safety  and  security  of  residential  premises.  It  further 
states  that  such  authority  was  the  basis  for  the  City's  ordi- 
nance concerning  security  in  elderly/handicapped  hous- 
ing. 

Unlike  the  elderly/handicapped  housing  ordinance, 
however,  which  requires  safety  and  security  measures  to 
protect  the  residents  of  such  housing  from  danger,  the 
subject  ordinance  seeks  to  provide  residents  and  neigh- 
bors of  student  housing  with  an  avenue  of  relief  from  loud 
and  annoying  noise.  The  complaint  process,  central  to 
the  ordinance,  is  triggered  not  by  the  type  of  building  or 
the  unique  needs  of  the  occupants  thereof  but  rather  by 
certain  activity.  A  person  can  file  a  complaint  only  "if 
there  are  breaches  of  the  peace  and  quiet  enjoyment." 

Pursuant  to  G.  L.  c.  Ill, sec.  127A,  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  and,  locally,  the  Inspectional  Services  De- 
partment, can  require  standard  security  measures  such  as 
locks,  smoke  detectors  and  lighting  to  provide  protection 
in  all  housing  and  to  all  residents  of  the  City.  They  can 
also  require  additional  security  measures  to  meet  the  spe- 
cial needs  of  residents  of  housing  which  is  specifically 
designed  or  designated  for  such  residents,  e.g.,  persons 
who  are  elderly  or  who  have  disabilities.  However,  abate- 
ment of  the  problems  which  the  ordinance  seeks  to  ad- 
dress are  not  "subjects  over  which  the  department  (of 
Public  Health)  takes  cognizance  and  responsibility."  See 
G.L.  c.  Ill,  sec.  127A. 

Although  I  am  constrained  to  disapprove  the  ordinance 
for  the  reasons  stated  herein,  the  steps  which  we  recently 
have  taken  together  promise  to  enhance  our  efforts  to 
resolve  the  problems  stated  in  the  ordinance.

GEROUS WEAPONS  IN  SCHOOLHOUSES  AND

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
December  18,  1991,  Docket  Number  0159,  which  pur- 
ports to  prohibit  the  possession  of  certain  dangerous 
weapons  in  schoolhouses  and  in  City  Hall. 

My  reason  for  disapproval  is  that  the  ordinance  con- 
flicts with  state  law  on  several  counts.  The  ordinance 
purports  to  empower  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and 
the  Commissioner  of  Real  Property,  or  their  designees, 
to  "authorize",  apparently  without  limitation,  the  pos- 
session of  firearms  or  other  dangerous  weapons  in  any 
schoolhou.se  or  in  City  Hall. 

General  Law  c.  269,  s.  10,  paragraph  (j)  provides  that 
no  person  may  carry  a  firearm  or  other  dangerous 
weapon  therein  unless  he  has  first  obtained  the  written 
authorization  from  the  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  the 
school.  The  only  persons  not  required  to  obtain  such  au- 
thorization are  law  enforcement  officers.  The  ordinance 
contradicts  and  weakens  state  law  by  allowing  other  cate- 
gories of  persons  to  be  excepted  from  the  requirement  of 
obtaining  authorization. 
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The  ordinance  would  also  allow  the  Superintendent 
and  the  Commissioner  to  authorize  the  possession  of  fire- 
arms and  other  dangerous  weapons  in  schools  and  in  City 
Hall.  General  Law  c.  269,  s.  10,  paragraphs  (a)  and  (c) 
govern  who  may  carry  firearms  and  machine  guns.  Para- 
graph (b)  thereof  absolutely  prohibits  the  possession  of 
certain  dangerous  weapons.  There  is  no  authority  in 
these  provisions  of  state  law  for  anyone  to  grant  excep- 
tions to  these  restrictions  in  the  manner  contemplated  by 
the  ordinance.

Whereas,  The  Chairman  of  the  RPB  has  notified  the 
PFC  that  the  RPB  has  determined  that  the  Property  is  no 
longer  required  for  the  purposes  of  Chapter  474  of  the 
Acts  of  1946,  as  amended,  or  for  any  other  Real  Property 
Department  purposes  for  which  it  may  have  been  held.

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Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as 
follows,  except  for  clerical  or  editorial  errors. 

Changes  of  form  only: 

Section  One.  Definitions. 

(A)  "Housing  Accommodations"  shall  be  defined  as 
any  building,  structure  or  portion  thereof  which  is  used 
or  occupied  or  is  intended,  arranged  or  designed  to  be 
used  or  occupied  as  the  home,  residence  or  sleeping 
place  of  one  or  more  human  beings  and  any  vacant  land 
which  is  offered  for  sale  or  lease  for  the  construction  or 
location  thereon  of  any  such  building,  structure  or  por- 
tion thereof. 

(B)  "Aggrieved  Person"  shall  be  defined  as  any  person 
who  claims  to  have  been  injured  by  a  discriminatory 
housing  practice  or  believes  such  person  will  be  injured 
by  a  discriminatory  housing  practice  that  is  about  to  oc- 
cur. 

(C)  "Person"  shall  be  defined  as  one  or  more  individ- 
uals, partnerships,  associations,  corporations,  legal  rep- 
resentatives, trustees,  trustees  in  bankruptcy,  receivers, 
and  the  Commonwealth  and  all  political  subdivisions  and 
boards  or  commissions  thereof. 

Section  Two.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion Five  herein,  classes  protected  by  this  act  include 
race,  color,  religious  creed,  marital  status,  handicap, 
military  status,  children,  national  origin,  sex,  age.  ances- 
try, sexual  preference  and  source  of  income. 

Section  Three . 

(A)  All  housing  accommodations  in  the  City  of  Boston 
are  subject  to  this  act,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

(B)  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  housing  accom- 
modations which  are  specifically  exempted  from  cover- 
age by  this  Act. 

(C)  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  the  leasing  or 
rental  to  two  or  fewer  roomers,  boarders,  or  lodgers  who 
rent  a  unit  in  a  licensed  lodging  house. 

Section  Four.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  prohibit  a  reli- 
gious organization,  association  or  society,  or  any  non- 
profit institution  or  organization  operated,  supervised,  or 
controlled  by  or  in  conjunction  with  a  religious  organiza- 
tion, association,  or  society,  from  limiting  the  sale,  rental 
or  occupancy  of  housing  accommodations  which  it  owns 
or  operates  for  other  than  a  commercial  purpose  to  per- 
sons of  the  same  religion,  or  from  giving  preference  to 
such  persons,  unless  membership  in  such  religion  is  re- 
stricted on  account  of  race,  color,  marital  status,  handi- 
cap, military  status,  children,  national  origin,  sex,  age, 
ancestry,  sexual  preference  or  source  of  income. 

Section  Five.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  discriminatory 
housing  practices  are  prohibited,  provided,  however,  that 
no  practice  shall  be  prohibited  hereunder  unless  such 
practice  is  also  prohibited  by  the  federal  Fair  Housing  Act 
or  Chapter  ISlBof  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

Section  Six.  Any  person  who  violates  the  provision  of 
this  act  as  to  discriminatory  housing  practices  shall,  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  Section  Seven  of  this  act,  be 
subject  to  orders,  temporary,  equitable  and  legal,  includ- 
ing compensatory  damages,  punitive  damages  or  civil 
penalties  and  attorneys'  fees  and  costs. 

Section  Seven.  There  shall  be  a  Boston  Fair  Housing 
Commission  (the  "Commission")  established  pursuant 
to  Chapter  10  of  the  City  of  Boston  Ordinances  of  1982. 
The  Commission  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  housing 
accommodations  subject  to  this  act  and  shall  have  the 
following  fwwers  and  duties  as  to  such  housing  accom- 
modations, except  as  to  those  housing  accommodations 
in  any  building  or  structure  containing  one,  two,  three  or 
four  dwelling  units,  one  of  which  is  occupied  by  the 
owner  thereof  as  his/her  permanent  residence;  provided, 
that  no  building  or  structure  shall  be  considered  occupied 
by  the  owner  thereof  unless  all  beneficial  owners  occupy 
one  or  more  dwellings  therein  as  their  permanent  resi- 
dence: 


(A)  Seek  judicial  action  for  temporary  or  preliminary 
relief  pending  final  disposition  of  a  complaint;  and  upon 
issuance  of  a  final  order: 

(B)  Grant  compensatory  damages  or  arrange  to  have 
adjudicated  in  court  at  the  Commission's  expense  the 
award  of  compensatory  damages  to  an  aggrieved  person; 

(C)  Grant  injunctive  or  other  equitable  relief,  or  seek 
such  relief  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction: 

(D)  Assess  a  civil  penalty  against  any  such  person 
found  to  have  violated  this  act: 

(1)  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars  if 
the  person  has  not  been  adjudged  to  have  committed  a 
prior  discriminatory  housing  practice; 

(2)  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars  if  the  person  has  been  adjudged  to  have  com- 
mitted one  other  discriminatory  housing  practice  dur- 
ing the  five-year  period  ending  on  the  date  of  the  filing 
of  the  complaint;  and 

(3)  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  fifty  thousand  dollars  if 
the  person  has  been  adjudged  to  have  committed  two 
or  more  discriminatory  housing  practices  during  the 
seven-year  period  ending  on  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the 
complaint; 

(E)  Arrange  to  have  adjudicated  in  court  at  the  Com- 
mission's expense  the  award  of  punitive  damages  against 
such  person; 

(F)  Award  reasonable  attorney's  fees  and  costs  to  any 
prevailing  complainant;  and 

(G)  Adopt  rules  and  regulations  to  carry  out  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  and  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Com- 
mission in  connection  therewith. 

Section  Eight. 

(A)  The  actions  of  the  Commission  shall  be  subject  to 
judicial  review  upon  application  by  any  party  aggrieved 
by  a  final  agency  order; 

(B)  Judicial  review  of  a  final  Commission  order  shall 
be  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  with  authority  to 
grant  to  any  party,  such  temporary  relief,  restraining  or- 
der, or  other  order  as  the  court  determines  is  just  and 
proper;  affirm,  modify,  or  set  aside,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
the  order,  or  remand  the  order  for  further  proceedings; 
and  enforce  the  order  to  the  extent  that  the  order  is  af- 
firmed or  modified. 

Section  Nine.  An  aggrieved  person,  with  or  without 
filing  a  complaint  at  the  Commission  and  without  regard 
to  the  status  of  such  cofnplaint,  may  commence  a  civil 
action  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  no  later  than 
two  years  after  the  occurrence  or  termination  of  a  dis- 
criminatory housing  practice ,  or  the  breach  of  a  concilia- 
tion agreement  entered  into  with  the  Commission, 
whichever  occurs  last,  to  obtain  appropriate  relief  with 
respect  to  such  discriminatory  housing  practice  or 
breach;  provided,  however,  that  if  an  aggrieved  person 
has  consented  to  a  conciliation  agreement,  such  ag- 
grieved person  may  not  file  a  civil  action  with  respect  to 
the  alleged  discriminatory  housing  practice  which  forms 
the  basis  for  such  complaint  except  for  the  purpose  of 
enforcing  such  agreement;  and  provided,  further,  that  an 
aggrieved  person  may  not  commence  a  civil  action  with 
respect  to  an  alleged  discriminatory  housing  practice  if  a 
hearing  commissioner  determines  that  probable  cause 
exists  and  a  hearing  has  commenced  before  the  Commis- 
sion. The  computation  of  such  two-year  period  as  to  an 
alleged  discriminatory  housing  pracfice,  but  not  as  to  a 
breach  of  a  conciliafion  agreement,  shall  not  include  any 
time  during  which  an  administrative  proceding  is  pend- 
ing with  respect  to  a  complaint  based  upon  such  discrimi- 
natory housing  practice.

years,"  and  (2)  that  there  was  a  valid  "concern  over  the 
quality  of  the  data  history  ..."  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  has  stated  that  in  its 
judgment  the  issue  of  DUE  PROCESS  is  a  significant 
issue,  and  that  because  of  the  extraordinary  delay  be- 
tween original  assessment  of  the  tax  and  final  collection 
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efforts,  the  delay  has  become  an  almost  insurmountable 
obstacle  to  meaningful  due  process  for  those  accused  of 
delinquency  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  is  concerned  that 
the  owner  of  Urban  Tax  Services  was  directly  and  per- 
sonally involved  in  an  unusual  lobbying  effort  directed  at 
the  state  legislature  for  a  pilot  tax  program  which  not 
only  affects  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  but  which 
benefits  his  firm  directly;  and 

Whereas,  Boston  is  the  only  client  of  Urban  Tax  Serv- 
ices, bringing  into  question  the  awarding  of  a  massive 
collection  contract  to  a  firm  with  only  one  client;  and 

Whereas,  According  to  a  December  23,  1991  report  in 
the  Boston  Globe,  Urban  Tax  Services,  "stands  to  make 
millions  of  dollars,"  if  the  Registry  goes  along  with  its 
plan;  and  "Wright  (the  owner)  personally  lobbied  state 
officials  for  passage  of  the  nonrenewal  enforcement  pro- 
gram, and  stands  to  benefit  from  the  new  system  when  it 
goes  into  effect  next  month  .  .  . " ; 

Whereas,  In  the  same  Globe  report.  Deputy  Registrar 
of  Motor  Vehicles,  David  Lewis  stated  that  the  Registry 
has  no  intention  of  going  back  fifteen  years,  "It's  just  too 
unfair.  .  .",  he  said,  adding,  "Boston  was  the  only  com- 
munity pushing  for  the  15-year  provisions.  They've 
gone  to  extraordinary  lengths  to  try  to  get  their  way  on 
this  .  .  . " ;  and 

Whereas,  According  to  one  unnamed  Registry  source 
quoted  by  the  Globe,  "We've  heard  from  Mr.  Wright 
persistently,  but  he  is  not  an  official  representative  of  the 
City  of  Boston  —  he's  a  vendor  —  whose  company  stands 
to  gross  far  more  in  fees  if  the  15-year  limit  is  adopted

Whereas,  In  October,  just  weeks  after  the  coup,  Reso- 
lutions were  introduced  in  both  houses  of  Congress  call- 
ing for  the  attorney  general  to  suspend  deportation  pro- 
ceedings of  Haitians  until  Aristide  was  restored  to  power. 
To  date,  no  action  has  been  taken  on  those  resolutions; 
and 

Whereas,  The  congressional  resolutions  mandated  the 
White  House  abide  by  the  Immigration  and  Naturaliza- 
tion Act,  allowing  for  the  temporary  protected  status  for 
refugees  whose  home  countries  are  deemed  dangerous; 
and 

Whereas,  Denied  asylum  by  the  United  States,  those 
refugees  who  risked  their  lives  fleeing  Haiti's  poverty 
and  persecution,  are  being  shipped  home  under  orders  by 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  and  the  President  of  the 
United  States;  and 

Whereas,  The  United  States  High  Commissioner  for 
Refugees  issued  a  statement  criticizing  the  repatriation, 
warning  that  many  returnees  could  be  exposed  to  danger; 
Be  It  Therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meeting 
assembled,  encourage  President  George  Bush  to  halt  the 
repatriations  and  grant  temporary  protected  status  to 
those  seeking  same  until  such  time  as  it  is  determined  that 
the  country  is  indeed  safe  for  all  Haitian  citizens.

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  a  proposed  order 
the  effect  of  which  is  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Section  2 
of  Chapter  494  of  the  Acts  of  199 1 ,  authorizing  the  City 
to  require  employees  not  otherwise  eligible  for  member- 
ship in  the  State-Boston  Retirement  System  to  participate 
in  a  deferred  compensation  program  and  to  withhold 
from  their  compensation  such  amounts  as  are  necessary 
to  provide  the  minimum  level  of  benefits  required  to  qual- 
ify said  deferred  compensation  program  under  relevant 
provisions  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code.  It  is  in  the 
City's  best  interests  to  accept  this  legislation  due  to  recent 
changes  to  federal  tax  regulations. 

Under  prior  federal  law,  public  employees  were  gener- 
ally not  considered  to  be  "employees"  for  purposes  of 
the  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  ("PICA")  tax. 
The  Omnibus  Budget  Reconciliation  Act  of  1990 
(OBRA)  amended  the  law  by  expanding  the  definition  of 
"employment"  for  PICA  purposes  to  include  service 
performed  after  July  1,  1991,  as  an  employee  of  a  state  or 
local  governmental  entity  unless  the  employee  is  a 
"member  of  a  retirement  system"  of  such  entity.  The  fi- 
nal regulations  require  that,  in  order  for  service  in  the 
employ  of  a  state  or  local  government  entity  to  qualify  for 
the  exception  from  employment  under  the  amendment, 
the  employee  must  be  a  member  of  a  retirement  system 
that  provides  at  least  a  minimum  level  of  retirement  bene- 
fits to  that  employee. 

There  are  approximately  1,200  persons  presently  em- 
ployed by  the  City  who  by  law  are  not  eligible  to  partici- 
pate in  the  State-Boston  Retirement  System  due  to  age  or 
service  requirements,  including  part-time,  seasonal  aiid 
temporary  employees.  Unless  these  employees  are  al- 
lowed to  participate  in  an  approved  retirement  or  deferred 
compensation  plan,  the  City  is  required  to  begin  deduct- 
ing PICA  contributions  from  the  paychecks  of  these  indi- 
viduals immediately. 

Accepting  this  legislation  will  enable  the  City  to  pro- 
vide a  Mandatory  Deferred  Compensation  Plan  ("Plan") 
for  these  employees  not  eligible  to  participate  in  the 
State-Boston  Retirement  System.  This  Plan  meets  the 
minimum  requirements  of  regulations  promulgated  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In  addition,  since  the  Plan 
benefits  are  provided  directly  through  employee  contri- 
butions, there  is  no  cost  to  the  City.  Therefore,  the  cost 
savings  derived  from  the  Plan  will  be  the  aggregate 
matching  PICA  deductions  the  City  would  be  required  to 
pay  if  the  affected  employees  were  not  covered  by  the 
Plan.  Upon  termination  from  service,  participants  in  the 
Plan  would  be  entitled  to  a  lump  sum  distribution  of  all 
compensation  deferred  plus  reasonable  interest.

The  Elec- 
tion Department  has  developed  a  proposal  that  will 
produce  those  lists  through  the  use  of  existing  resident 
information.  It  is  the  firm  belief  of  this  administration 
that  such  a  process  will  provide  a  more  accurate  listing 
while  realizing  at  least  a  75  percent  savings  over  the  past 
door-to-door  listing  process.

Structures,  a  joint  venture  partnership,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Mayor  under  St.  1909,  c.  486,  s.  31B  (as 
appearing  in  St.  1966,  c.  642,  s.  12)  and  in  accordance 
with  Chapter  642  of  the  Acts  of  1 966. 

Whereas,  CPA  and  Metropolitan  Structures  have 
formed  a  development  entity,  Metropolitan/Columbia 
Plaza  Venture  ("MCPV"),  whose  structure  responds  to 
the  required  Challenge  Track  criteria  including  the  par- 
ticipation of  community-based  organizations  in  the  Par- 
cel to  Parcel  Linkage  Project. 

Whereas,  MCPV  is  a  Massachusetts  general  partnership 
between  CPA  and  Metropolitan  Structures,  with  each 
entity  having  a  50%  interest  in  MCPV. 

Whereas,  MCPV  has  worked  cooperatively  with  the 
BRA,  the  MBTA,  and  the  Roxbury  and  Chinatown  com- 
munities to  produce  development  plans  for  One  Lincoln 
Street  and  Ruggles  Center. 

Whereas,  MCPV,  for  financing  and  legal  reasons,  has 
created  affiliated  entities  to  create  and  own  each  project: 
Kingston  Bedford  Joint  Venture  ("KBJV")  as  developer 
of  One  Lincoln  Street  and  Ruggles  Center  Joint  Venture 
("RCJV")  as  developer  of  Ruggles  Center. 

Whereas,  On  June  29,  1989,  the  BRA  approved  the 
PDA/DIP  Plan  for  One  Lincoln  Street  and  the  Master 
PDA/DIP  Plan  for  Ruggles  Center  and  Development 
Plan  for  the  first  phase  of  Ruggles  Center. 

Whereas,  On  September  11,  1989,  the  Zoning  Com- 
mission approved  the  PDA/DIP  Plan  for  One  Lincoln 
Street  and  the  Master  PDA/DIP  Plan  for  Ruggles  Center 
and  Development  Plan  for  the  first  phase  of  Ruggles 
Center. 

Whereas,  The  BRA  granted  Schematic  Design  Ap- 
proval for  One  Lincoln  Street  on  June  29,  1989  and  for 
the  first  phase  of  Ruggles  Center  on  December  1 1 ,  1989. 


Whereas,  the  BRA  granted  Design  Development  Ap- 
proval for  One  Lincoln  Street  on  January  29,  1990  and 
for  the  first  phase  of  Ruggles  Center  (excluding  the  ga- 
rage) on  February  2,  1990. 

Whereas,  the  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Office  of  En- 
vironmental Affairs  issued  a  Certificate  of  Adequacy  on 
the  Final  Environmental  Impact  Report  ("FEIR")  for 
One  Lincoln  Street  on  January  19,1 990,  and  on  the  FEIR 
for  Ruggles  Center  on  December  18,  1989. 

Whereas,  The  BRA,  with  respect  to  One  Lincoln 
Street,  pursuant  to  Article  3 1  of  the  Boston  Zoning  Code, 
issued  its  Preliminary  Adequacy  Determination  on  Au- 
gust 30,  1989,  and  voted  to  issue  its  Adequacy  Determi- 
nation on  February  8,  1990. 

Whereas,  On  February  8,  1990,  the  BRA  voted  to 
grant  final  designation  to  MCPV  as  the  developer  of  the

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Chapter 
XVI,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  at  the  beginning 
thereof  the  following  section: 

16.    License  and  Permit  Denial,  Revocation  or  Sus- 
pension. 

The  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  deny  any  applica- 
tion for,  or  to  revoke  or  suspend  any  license  or  permit, 
including  renewals  and  transfers  thereof,  issued  by  any 
City  board,  officer  or  department  for  any  person,  cor- 
poration or  business  enterprise  who  has  neglected  or 
refiised  to  pay  any  local  taxes,  fees,  assessments,  bet- 
terments or  any  other  municipal  charges,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  following  provisions: 

(a.)  The  Collector-Treasurer  shall  annually  fur- 
nish to  each  City  department,  board,  commission  or 
division,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  licensing  au- 
thority, that  issues  licenses  or  permits,  including  re- 
newals and  transfers  thereof,  a  list  of  any  person, 
corporation,  or  business  enterprise,  hereinafter  re- 
ferred to  as  the  party,  that  has  neglected  or  refused  to 
pay  any  local  taxes,  fees,  assessments,  betterments 
or  other  municipal  charges  for  not  less  than  a  twelve 
month  period,  and  that  has  not  filed  in  good  faith  a 
pending  application  for  an  abatement  of  such  taxes 
or  a  Dendinfi  petition  before  the  appellate  tax  board, 
(b.)  The  licensing  authority  may  deny,  revoke  or 
suspend  any  license  or  permit,  including  renewals 
and  transfers  thereof,  of  any  party  whose  name  ap- 
pears on  said  list  furnished  to  the  licensing  authority 
from  the  Collector-Treasurer;  provided,  however, 
that  written  notice  is  given  to  the  party  and  the 
Collector-Treasurer,  as  required  by  applicable  pro- 
visions of  law,  and  that  the  party  is  given  a  hearing 
by  the  licensing  authority,  to  be  held  not  earlier  than 


fourteen  days  after  the  licensing  authority  sends  said 
notice  by  regular  mail  to  the  party.  Said  list  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  for  the  denial,  revocation  or 
suspension  of  said  license  or  permit  to  any  party.  The 
Collector-Treasurer  shall  have  the  right  to  intervene 
in  any  hearing  conducted  with  respect  to  such  license 
or  permit  denial,  revocation  or  suspension.  Any 
findings  made  by  the  licensing  authority  with  respect

Any  license  or  permit  denied,  revoked 
or  suspended  under  this  section  shall  not  be  reissued, 
renewed  or  transferred  until  the  licensing  authority 
receives  a  certificate  issued  by  the  Collector- 
Treasurer  that  the  party  is  in  good  standing  with  re- 
spect to  any  and  all  local  taxes,  fees,  assessments, 
betterments  or  other  municipal  charges  payable  to 
the  City  as  of  the  date  of  issuance  of  said  certificate. 
(c.)  Any  party  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
enter  into  a  payment  agreement  with  the  Collector- 
Treasurer,  thereby  allowing  the  licensing  authority 
to  issue  a  certificate  which  indicates  the  conditions 
of  the  agreement  upon  which  the  license  or  permit  is 
granted,  and  the  validity  of  said  license  or  permit 
shall  be  conditioned  upon  the  satisfactory  compli- 
ance with  said  agreement.  Failure  to  comply  with 
said  agreement  shall  be  grounds  for  the  revocation  or 
suspension  of  said  license  or  permit;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  party  be  given  notice  and  a  hearing  as 
required  by  applicable  provisions  of  law. 

(d.)  The  licensing  authority  may  waive  the  de- 
nial, revocation  or  suspension  of  a  license  or  permit 
to  a  party  if  he  finds  there  is  no  direct  or  indirect 
business  interest  by  the  property  owner,  its  officers 
or  stockholders,  if  any,  or  members  of  his  immediate 
family,  as  defined  in  G.L.  c.  268A,  s.l,  in  the  busi- 
ness or  activity  conducted  in  or  on  said  property.

I  am  hereby  submitting  for  your  consideration  a  sup- 
plemental appropriation  for  the  Boston  School  Depart- 
ment for  $8  million.  Even  though  the  City  of  Boston  is 
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experiencing  its  third  year  of  local  aid  reductions,  $45 
million  this  year  alone,  this  supplemental  is  necessary  to 
avoid  dramatic  cutbacks  in  classroom  services  during  the 
school  year.  Revenues  to  support  this  appropriation  are 
available  as  a  result  of  the  City's  successful  effort  to  gain 
passage  of  Chapter  450  of  the  Acts  of  1 99 1 .  This  legisla- 
tion eliminated  the  City's  mandated  FY92  excess  pay- 
ment to  the  State-Boston  Retirement  System  beyond  the 
amount  required  by  the  actuarially  determined  pension 
payment  schedule. 

This  supplemental  request  reflects  the  continuing  im- 
portance which  I  place  on  the  education  of  Boston's  chil- 
dren. If  approved,  this  request  will  raise  the  School  De- 
partment's FY92  General  Fund  appropriation  to  $382 
million.  Coupled  with  the  new  School  Committee's  deci- 
sive action  on  recommendations  from  the  Superintendent 
in  January,  this  supplemental  appropriation  allows  the 
School  Department  to  fulfill  its  obligation  to  maintain  a 
balanced  budget  in  FY92. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  new  School  Commit- 
tee's prompt  action  in  balancing  the  Department's  FY92 
budget  meant  that  it  could  turn  its  attention  to  preparing 
an  FY93  budget  in  an  orderly  and  timely  fashion.  Com- 
pleting a  FY93  budget  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal 
year  avoids  future  disruptions  from  midyear  reductions. 
Recognizing  fiscal  realities  and  moving  beyond  the  frus- 
trations caused  by  the  state's  current  local  aid  policies 
will  allow  us  to  make  the  best  use  of  limited  resources  to 
help  Boston's  school  children. 

In  the  spirit  of  a  cooperative  effort  to  maintain  a  bal- 
anced FY92  School  Department  budget,  I  recommend 
passage  of  this  supplemental  appropriation.

Develop  revitalization  strategies  that  capitalize  on 
the  existing  value  of  historic  residential  and  com- 
mercial neighborhoods  and  properties  and  provide 
well-designed  affordable  housing  without  displacing 
existing  residents. 

Ensure  that  policies  and  decisions  on  community 
growth  and  development  respect  a  community's  her- 
itage and  enhance  overall  livability. 

Demand  excellence  in  design  for  new  construction 
and  in  the  stewardship  of  historic  places  and  proper- 
ties and  places. 

Use  a  community's  heritage  to  educate  citizens  of 
all  ages  and  to  build  civic  pride. 

Recognize  the  cultural  diversity  of  communities 
and  empower  a  diverse  constituency  to  acknowl- 
edge, identify  and  preserve  America's  cultural  and 
physical  resources.

In  order  to  ensure  that  citizen  complaints  against  law 
enforcement  officials  are  adequately  investigated  and 
subsequent  appropriate  action  taken;  to  ensure  that  said 
officials  are  given  a  just  hearing  under  due  process  proce- 
dures; and  to  strengthen  the  relationship  between  the 
community  and  the  police,  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  establishes  the  Citizen's  Review  Commission  for 
the  City  of  Boston  to  act  as  the  body  to  undertake  such 
actions  and  investigations. 
Section  1 

There  shall  be  established  in  the  City  of  Boston  a  Citi- 
zen's Review  Commission  to  serve  as  the  investigatory 
body  for  citizen  complaints  against  law  enforcement  offi- 
cials under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The 
Commission  will  investigate  all  allegations  placed  before 
it,  and  all  complaints  which  it  receives. 
Section  2 

A.  The  Commission  shall  consist  of  nine  members  ap- 
pointed by  the  Boston  City  Council  in  the  following 
manner: 

(1)  One  member  shall  be  chosen  from  a  list  of  three 
individuals,  nominated  by  the  Boston  Police  Pa- 
trolmen's Association. 

(2)  One  member  shall  be  chosen  from  a  list  of  three 
individuals,  nominated  by  the  Massachusetts  As- 
sociation of  Minority  Law  Enforcement  Officers. 

(3)  The  remaining  members  shall  be  chosen,  one 
each,  from  a  list  of  three  individuals,  nominated 
by  each  of  the  following  gatherings  of  concerned 
members  of  the  public: 

(a)  A  public  meeting  of  representatives  of  estab- 
lished organizations  and  others  historically 
concerned  with  African-Americans  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  to  be  convened  by  the  Na- 
tional Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Colored  People. 

(b)  A  public  meeting  of  representatives  of  estab- 
lished organizations  and  others  historically 
concerned  with  Latinos  and  Latinas  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  to  be  convened  by  the  Puerto 
Rican  Organizing  Resource  Center. 


(c)  A  public  meeting  of  representatives  of  estab- 
lished organizations  and  others  historically 
concerned  with  Asians  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
to  be  convened  by  the  Chinatown  South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council. 

(d)  A  public  meeting  of  representatives  of  estab- 
lished organizations  and  others  historically 
concerned  with  gays  and  lesbians  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  to  be  convened  by  the  Coalition  of 
Gay  and  Lesbian  Civil  Rights. 

(e)  A  public  meeting  of  representatives  of  estab- 
lished organizations  and  others  historically 
concerned  with  women  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
to  be  convened  by  the  National  Organization 
of  Women. 

(f)  A  public  meeting  of  representatives  of  estab- 
lished organizations  and  others  historically 
concerned  with  the  homeless  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  to  be  convened  by  the  Homeless 
Civil  Rights  Project. 

(g)  A  public  meeting  of  representatives  of  estab- 
lished organizations  and  others  historically 
concerned  with  the  youth  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  to  be  convened  by  the  We  Care  Com- 
mittee. 

B.  Only  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  may  serve  a 
members  of  the  Commission. 

C.  No  present  employee  of  the  City  of  Boston,  or  an  im- 
mediate family  member  of  such  an  employee,  may 
serve  as  a  member  of  the  Corrunission. 

D.  The  terms  of  each  member  shall  be  three  years.  For 
the  first  appointments,  the  members  of  the  Commis- 
sion shall  classify  themselves  by  lot  so  that  three  of 
them  shall  serve  three  years,  three  of  them  shall  serve 
two  years,  and  three  of  them  shall  serve  one  year.  All 
members  shall  serve  after  the  expiration  of  their  term 
until  their  successor  has  been  appointed.  No  member 
of  the  Commission  shall  serve  more  than  two  consec- 
utive terms. 

E.  The  Commission  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  as 
Chairperson  and  one  as  Vice-Chairperson. 

F.  The  members  of  the  Commission  shall  serve  without 
compensation.  Each  member,  however,  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  such  reimbursement  for  those  reasonable  ex- 
penses incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

G.  All  votes  of  the  Commission  shall  be  by  simple  ma- 
jority at  the  time  of  the  vote.  A  quorum  shall  consist 
of  five  members  of  the  Board. 

Section  3 

A.  The  Commission  shall  serve  as  the  first  and,  except- 
ing unusual  circumstances,  only  body  to  receive 
complaints  made  by  citizens  against  law  enforcement 
officials  in  the  City  of  Boston.  It  shall  investigate 
such  complaints,  make  appropriate  findings,  and 
publicly  declare  these  findings  to  the  appropriate  in- 
dividuals and  bodies. 

B.  The  system  for  the  complaint  process  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows: 

(1)  The  Commission  shall  widely  publicize  its  exist- 
ence and  the  rights  and  procedures  under  this  or- 
dinance, by  distribution  of  posters,  printed  cards, 
leaflets,  pamphlets,  press  releases,  and  other  ap- 
propriate means.  The  law  enforcement  agencies 
in  the  City  of  Boston  shall  distribute  such  infor- 
mation developed  by  the  Board  to  all  persons  ar- 
rested by  the  department  and  to  all  citizens  who 
inquire  as  to  how  to  file  a  complaint. 

(2)  Individuals  may  file  complaints  to  the  Board 
and/or  to  any  of  its  officers  or  employees.  Such 
complaints  may  be  made  orally  (by  dictation  to 
the  Commission  staff  and  signed  by  the  com- 
plainant), or  in  writing. 
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(3)  Once  a  complaint  has  been  filed,  the  Board  shall 
immediately  begin  its  investigation  and  proceed 
as  expeditiously  as  possible  to  come  to  its  conclu- 
sions. The  Commission  shall  have  the  power  to 
subpoena  witnesses,  documents,  information, 
and  the  like,  relevant  to  its  investigations. 

(4)  Within  fifteen  days  of  receiving  a  complaint,  the 
Commission  shall  inform  the  appropriate  police 
commissioner,  and  the  police  officer  or  officers 
against  whom  the  complaint  is  made,  of  the  filing 
of  the  complaint. 

(5)  Within  sixty  days  of  receiving  a  complaint,  the 
Commission  shall  convene  a  hearing  at  which  the 
complainant  and  the  police  officer  or  officers 
shall  be  present.  All  parties  shall  be  given  at  least 
ten  working  days'  notice  of  the  hearing  date.  All 
parties  shall  have  the  right  to  be  represented  by 
counsel,  the  right  to  present  witnesses  and  evi- 
dence, and  the  right  to  cross-examine  adverse 
witnesses.  All  testimony  relating  to  complaints 
shall  be  taken  under  oath  and  shall  be  subject  to 
perjury  laws. 

(6)  Within  thirty  days  after  the  hearing,  the  Commis- 
sion shall  come  to  its  decision,  based  on  the  hear- 
ing and  all  other  information  it  receives  during  its 
investigation.  At  that  time,  the  Conmiission  shall 
refer  its  findings,  determinations,  and  conclu- 
sions in  every  case  to  the  Mayor,  the  appropriate 
police  commissioner,  any  District  or  U.S.  Attor- 
neys, if  appropriate,  the  City  Council,  and  the 
public.  Those  municipal  individuals  so  charged 
shall  take  immediate  action  on  those  findings, 
within  fifteen  days,  as  prescribed  by  the  estab- 
lished codes  and  guidelines  of  the  law  enforce- 
ment agency.  At  this  point,  the  complainant  shall 
be  officially  informed  of  the  results  of  this  proc- 
ess. 

Section  4 

A.  The  staff  of  the  Commission  shall  include  at  least  a 
director,  two  investigators,  and  one  and  a  half  secre- 
taries. At  least  one  member  of  the  staff  shall  be  an 
attorney.  No  present  employee  of  a  law  enforcement 
agency  of  the  City  of  Boston,  or  an  immediate  family 
member  of  such  an  employee,  may  serve  as  a  staff 
member. 

B.  The  Commission  shall  hire  and  fire  such  staff  as  may 
be  necessary  to  perform  its  functions  efficiently.  The 
director  shall  be  compensated  at  the  rate  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  Internal  Affairs  Division  of  the  Police 
Department,  and  the  investigators  shall  be  compen- 
sated at  the  rate  of  Lieutenant  of  the  Internal  Affairs 
Division  of  the  Police  Department. 

Section  5 

A.  The  Commission  shall  establish  a  regular  time  and 
place  of  meeting  and  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  month 
or  more  frequently  as  is  necessary.  All  Commission 
meetings  and  agendas  for  such  meefings  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  advance  by  written  notice  given  to  newspa- 
fwrs,  radio,  and  television  stations  serving  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  be  posted  at  the  regular  meeting  loca- 
tion. 

B.  All  meetings  of  the  Commission  shall  be  open  to  the 
public,  unless  the  Commission,  pursuant  to  the  Open 
Meetings  Law,  and  in  order  to  protect  the  rights  and 
privacy  of  individuals,  decides  otherwise. 

C.  The  records  and  files  of  the  Commission  and  its  offi- 
cers shall  be  kept  open  to  inspection  by  the  public  at 
reasonable  times  in  the  office  of  the  Commission,  ex- 
cept as  otherwise  required  by  the  Massachusetts  Fair 
Information  Practices  Act. 

Section  6 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable  and  if 
any  provision  shall  be  held  to  be  unconstitutional  or  oth- 


erwise invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
then  such  provision  shall  be  considered  separately  and 
apart  from  the  remaining  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
which  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 
Section  7 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  passage.

RESOLUTION  RE  BONE  DENSITY  TESTING 
(DOCKET  NO.  0540) 

Coun.  HENNIGAN  CASEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Over  25  million  Americans  are  affected  by 
osteoporosis;  and 

Whereas,  Fifty  percent  of  all  women  and  20  percent  of 
all  men  will  suffer  a  fracture  due  to  osteoporosis;  and 

Whereas,  As  a  silent  disease,  most  individuals  are  not 
aware  they  are  afflicted  until  a  minor  bump,  strain  or  fall 
causes  collapsed  spinal  vertebrae,  or  a  fractured  hip, 
wrist  or  neck;  and 

Whereas,  The  worst  consequences  of  osteoporosis  oc- 
curs with  the  250,000  individuals  who  suffer  a  hip  frac- 
ture every  year  and  that  between  12  and  20  percent  of 
these  individuals  will  die  within  six  months  following  a 
hip  fracture  and  of  the  20  percent  of  the  survivors  will 
never  walk  again  and  20  percent  will  require  nursing 
home  care;  and 

Whereas,  The  direct  medical  care  for  individuals  suf- 
fering a  fracture  due  to  osteoporosis  was  over  $10  billion 
in  1986  and  without  intervention,  these  costs  are  ex- 
pected to  reach  $30  to  $60  billion  a  year  by  2020,  as  the 
population  of  people  of  65  is  projected  to  double  in  2030 
and  those  over  85  may  increase  from  2.5  million  to  12 
million;  and 

Whereas,  Bone  mass  measurement  is  the  only  accurate 
way  to  detect  and  diagnose  low  bone  mass  for  the  purpwse 
of  assessing  the  risk  of  fracture  and  selecting  appropriate 
therapies  and  that  this  testing  is  recommended  by  the  sci- 
entific community;  and 

Whereas,  The  cost  of  bone  density  testing  is  relatively 
inexpensive  ($125-$250)  compared  to  the  cost  of  acute 
care  of  patients  with  fractures  as  a  result  of  undetected 
osteoporosis  and  when  detected  by  this  testing  preventa- 
tive measures  can  be  taken  to  avoid  fiirther  loss  of  bone

be  for  a  duration  of  up  to  five  years;  and.

present  licensing  division  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Con- 
sumer Affairs  and  Licensing.  This  is  a  refile  of  a  petition 
which  I  filed  with  you  last  year. 

This  proposed  consolidation  is  an  organizational 
change  allowing  for  improved  efficiencies  for  the  City 
and  for  business  establishments  which  are  currently  sub- 
ject to  the  licensing  requirements  of  the  two  agencies. 

I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  pass  this  home  rule 
petition  as  expeditiously  as  possible.

follows,  except  for  clerical  or  editorial  errors. 

Changes  of  form  only : 

Section  1.  Chapter  291  of  the  acts  of  1906  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  sections  1,2,3,4,5,  and  6,  as 
amended,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
sections: 

Section  1 .  There  shall  be  in  the  city  of  Boston  a  licens- 
ing board  consisting  of  three  citizens  thereof  appointed 
by  the  mayor.  Said  citizens  shall  have  resided  in  said  city 
for  at  least  two  years  immediately  preceding  the  date  of 


their  appointment,  shall  remain  residents  thereof  during 
their  tenure,  and  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  of  their  office  before  entering  the  same. 

Such  board  members  shall  not  be  in  the  employ  of  any 
person  or  corporation  engaged  in  the  manufacture  or  sale 
of  alcoholic  beverages,  or  in  any  way,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, financially  interested  in  the  manufacture  or  sale  of 
alcoholic  beverages,  or  in  any  business  which  requires  a 
license  to  be  issued  by  said  board. 

One  member  of  said  board  shall  be  designated  by  the 
mayor  as  chair  and  two  members  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum. Their  terms  of  office  shall  be  so  arranged  and  desig- 
nated at  the  time  of  appointment  that  the  term  of  one 
member  shall  expire  on  April  30,  1994,  of  another  on 
April  30,  1996,  and  of  the  third  on  april  30,  1998.  Upon 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  any  member  of  said  board, 
the  mayor  shall  appoint  his  successor  for  the  term  of  six 
years.  Members  of  said  board  shall,  unless  sooner  re- 
moved, continue  after  the  expiration  of  his  term  to  hold 
his  office  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 
Vacancies  in  the  board  shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor  for  the 
unexpired  term.  The  members  of  said  board  may  be  re- 
moved by  the  mayor  for  such  cause  as  he  shall  deem 
sufficient.  Such  cause  shall  be  stated  in  the  order  of  re- 
moval. 

There  shall  be  an  executive  director  appointed  by  the 
mayor  who  shall  be  exempt  from  the  civil  service  law, 
who  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
duties  of  the  office  of  executive  director  before  entering 
on  the  same,  and  who  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  proceed- 
ings, issue  all  notices  and  attest  such  papers  and  orders  as 
said  board  shall  direct.  Said  executive  director  shall  have 
the  powers  of  a  department  head  except  for  those  powers 
explicitly  conveyed  to  the  board  by  this  act.  The  execu- 
tive director's  term  of  office  shall  expire  of  April  30, 
1998.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  executive 
director,  the  mayor  shall  appoint  his  successor  for  the 
term  of  six  years.  A  vacancy  in  the  office  of  executive 
director  shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor  for  the  unexpired 
term.  The  executive  director  may  be  removed  by  the 
mayor  for  such  cause  as  he  shall  deem  sufficient.  Such 
cause  shall  be  stated  in  the  order  of  removal. 

Section  2.  The  salary  of  the  chair,  of  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  board,  and  of  the  executive  director  shall  be 
set  by  the  mayor. 

Section  3.  The  executive  director  may  employ  such 
employees  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  subject  to  the 
availability  of  appropriation  therefor. 

Section  4.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  section  1 , 
2,  and  3  herein,  said  board  shall  have  the  following 
powers  and  duties.  Said  board  shall  exclusively  exercise 
in  said  city  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  con- 
ferred or  imposed  on  licensing  boards  by  chapter  138  of 
the  General  Laws,  as  amended,  relative  to  alcoholic  bev- 
erages; and  by  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws,  as 
amended,  relative  to  innholders  and  common  victualers. 

Said  board  shall  also  exclusively  exercise  all  the 
powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  now  conferred  or  im- 
posed by  law  upon  the  licensing  board  of  the  city  of 
Boston. 

Said  board  shall  also  exclusively  exercise,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  herein,  all  the  powers  and  perform 
all  the  duties  now  conferred  or  imposed  by  law  upon  the 
mayor  of  the  city  of  Boston  by  chapter  494  of  the  acts  of 
1908,  as  amended,  relative  to  entertainment  licensing, 
being  those  powers  and  duties  exercised  immediately 
prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  act  by  the  licensing  divi- 
sion of  the  mayor's  office  of  consumer  affairs  and  licens- 
ing. 

Said  board  shall  also  exercise  all  the  powers  and  per- 
form all  the  duties  which  may  be  imposed  on  it  from  time 
to  time  by  general  or  special  law. 
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All  licenses  issued  by  said  board  shall  be  signed  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  thereof  and  shall  be  recorded  in 
the  office  of  said  board,  and  all  fees  for  said  licenses  shall 
be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  city. 

Section  5.  Said  board  shall  annually  in  the  month  of 
December  make  a  report  to  the  mayor  in  such  form  and 
manner  as  he  shall  require. 

All  records  of  said  board  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to 
the  inspection  of  the  mayor  and  of  such  persons  as  may 
be  designated  by  the  mayor. 

Section  6.  Said  board  shall  notify  the  police  commis- 
sioner of  said  city  of  the  name  of  each  applicant  for  a 
license,  the  name  of  each  person  to  whom  a  license  is 
issued,  the  date  when  each  license  goes  into  effect,  the 
kind  or  class  of  the  license,  every  change  of  location  or 
place  of  business  for  the  exercise  of  such  license,  and 
every  transfer  of  a  license  ordered  by  the  board. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  appointment  and  qualification  of 
the  board  established  by  this  act,  the  governor-appointed 
licensing  board  in  existence  immediately  prior  to  such 
appointment  and  qualification  shall  be  abolished.

Section  1  —  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  law  to 
the  contrary,  in  Boston,  any  person  of  whatever  age  who 
is  convicted  of  illegal  possession  of  a  firearm  in  or  on 
property  under  control  of  the  Boston  School  Department 
must  serve  incarceration  for  a  term  of  at  least  one  year.

This  section  shall  apply  whether  or  not  the  firearm  is 
loaded. 

B.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  a  person  licensed  to 
carry  a  firearm  under  exceptions  listed  in  General  Laws 
Chapter  269,  Section  10(a)  or  to  a  person  who  has  a  li- 
cense or  permit  to  carry  a  firearm  as  part  of  his  or  her 
duties. 

C.  The  term  "incarceration"  under  this  section  shall 
mean  sentencing  of  a  juvenile  under  age  18  to  a  term 
either  in  a  detention  center,  a  so-called  "boot  camp" 
training  center  or  adult  correctional  facility  as  a  judge 
shall  determine;  and  for  persons  18  or  older,  to  a  House 
of  Correction  for  a  term  up  to  two-and-a-half  years  or  to  a 
adult  correctional  facility  when  a  longer  term  is  imposed. 

D.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  interpreted  to  restrict  a 
judge  from  imposing  a  term  of  incarceration  exceeding 
one  year  if  circumstances  warrant  or  from  imposing 
longer  sentences  for  repeat  offenses. 

Section  2  —  There  shall  be  established  a  "gun-free 
zone"  around  each  public  school  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Any  person,  of  whatever  age,  who,  within  one  thousand 
feet  of  the  real  property  comprising  a  public  elementary, 
vocational  or  secondary  school  in  the  City  of  Boston  is 
illegally  in  possession  of  a  handgun  as  described  in  Sec- 
tion lA  of  this  act  shall,  if  convicted,  be  sentenced  to 
incarceration  for  a  term  of  at  least  one  year.

AN  ORDINANCE  RE  STATEMENTS  OF  INTEREST 
BY  CERTAIN  OFFICIALS  AND  EMPLOYEES 
OF  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  Chapter  43B,  Section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Definitions:  As  used  in  this  Act,  unless  the 
context  requires  otherwise. 

(a)  "amount"  means  a  category  value,  rather  than  an 
exact  dollar  figure,  as  follows:  (A)  greater  than  $1,000 
but  not  more  than  $5,000,  (B)  greater  than  $5,001  but  not 
more  than  $10,000;  (C)  greater  than  $10,001  but  not 
more  than  $20,000;  (D)  greater  than  $20,001  but  not 
more  than  $40,000;  (E)  greater  than  $40,001  but  not 
more  than  $60,000;  (F)  greater  than  $60,001  but  not 
more  than  $100,000;  (G)  greater  than  $100,001 

(b)  "business"  means  any  corporation,  partnership, 
sole  proprietorship,  franchise,  association,  organiza- 
tion, holding  company,  joint  stock  company,  receiver- 
ship, business  or  real  estate  trust,  or  any  other  legal  en- 
tity organized  for  profit,  non-profit  or  charitable 
purposes,  including  any  federal,  state,  county,  district  or 
municipal  agency,  authority  or  other  governmental  en- 
tity; 

(c)  "business  with  which  he/she  is  asociated"  means 
any  business  in  which  the  reporting  person  or  a  family 
member  is  an  employee,  an  elected  or  appointed  official, 
a  general  partner,  proprietor,  officer,  director,  trustee  or 
serves  in  any  managerial  capacity;  and  any  business  of 
which  more  than  one  percent  of  any  class  of  outstanding 
equity  is  beneficially  owned  in  the  aggregate  by  the  re- 
porting person  and/or  family  members; 

(d) '  'candidate ' '  means  any  individual  who  seeks  nom- 
ination or  election  to  municipal  office,  as  defined  in  this 
Ordinance.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance,  an  indi- 
vidual shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  candidate  upon  fiilfilling 
the  nomination  certification  process  under  the  laws  or 
ordinances  of  the  Commonwealth  and  Election  Depart- 
ment of  the  City  of  Boston  to  qualify  himself/herself  for 
nomination  or  election  to  such  office; 

(e)  "clerk"  means  the  City  Clerk  of  Boston; 

(0  "commission"  means  the  Boston  Financial  Disclo- 
sure Commission  established  by  Section  4  of  this  Ordi- 
nance; 

(g)  "equity"  means  any  stock  or  similar  ownership 
interest  in  a  business; 

(h)  "family  member"  means  a  spouse  or  any  depen- 
dent child  residing  in  the  reporting  person's  household; 

(i)  "gift"  means  a  payment,  entertainment,  subscrip- 
tion, advance  services  or  anything  of  value,  unless  con- 
sideration of  equal  or  greater  value  is  received.  If  items 
are  furnished  or  services  are  rendered  for  less  than  the 
fair  market  value,  the  difference  between  the  fair  market 
value  and  the  price  paid  shall  be  treated  as  a  gift.  "Gift" 
shall  not  include  a  political  contribution  reported  as  re- 
quired by  law,  a  commercially  reasonable  loan  made  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  business,  anything  of  value  re- 
ceived by  inheritance,  or  received  from  a  family  member 
or  from  a  relative  within  the  third  degree  of  consanguin- 
ity of  the  reporting  person  or  of  the  reporting  person's 
spouse  or  from  the  spouse  of  any  such  relative; 

(j)  "legislative  agent"  means  any  person  who  for  com- 
pensation or  reward  does  any  act  to  promote,  oppose  or 
influence  legislation  or  disapproval  thereof,  or  to  influ- 
ence the  Mayor's  approval  or  disapproval  thereof,  or  to 
influence  the  decision  of  any  member  of  the  city  adminis- 
tration where  such  decisions  concern  legislation  or  the 
adoption,  defeat  or  postponement  of  a  standard,  rate, 
rule  or  regulation  pursuant  thereto.  The  term  shall  in- 


clude persons  who  as  any  part  of  their  regular  and  usual 
employment  and  not  simply  incidental  thereto,  attempt  to 
promote,  oppose  or  influence  legislation  or  the  Mayor's 
approval  or  disapproval  thereof,  whether  or  not  any 
compensation  in  addition  to  the  salary  for  such  employ- 
ment is  received  for  such  services. 

(k)  "Mayor"  means  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston; 

(1)  "municipal  body"  means  any  agency,  authority, 
board,  bureau,  commission,  council,  department,  divi- 
sion, school  department,  or  other  legal  entity  within  the 
government  of  the  City  of  Boston; 

(m)  "municipal  office"  means  any  one  of  the  follow- 
ing positions  within  the  government  of  the  City  of 
Boston:  Mayor,  City  Councillor,  School  Committee 
Member; 

(n)  "municipal  official"  means  any  individual  holding 
a  municipal  office,  as  that  term  is  defined  in  this  Ordi- 
nance, whether  by  election  or  appointment; 

(o)  "municipal  employee"  means  any  person  who 
holds  a  major  policy  making  position  in  a  municipal  body 
including:  (1)  clerk,  collector-treasurer,  corporation 
counsel;  or  (2)  each  executive  or  the  administrative  head, 
or  heads,  whether  elected  or  appointed,  compensated  or 
uncompensated,  of  a  municipal  body  or  bodies,  includ- 
ing employees  with  primary  executive  authority  for  any 
of  the  following:  general  purpose  administration;  plan- 
ning, development,  tax  title,  land  use  and  property  dis- 
position; public  safety;  education;  inspection  and  licens- 
ing; transportation;  public  works;  or  assessment;  or  (3) 
the  executive  or  administrative  head  or  heads,  whether 
elected  or  appointed,  compensated  or  uncompensated,  of 
a  municipal  body  or  bodies  which  the  commission  may 
designate;  or  (4)  any  employee  of  a  municipal  body 
whose  salary  equals  or  exceeds  that  of  a  city  employee 
classified  in  job  group  MM-9,  step  A  of  the  management 
development  and  compensation  plan,  schedule  A,  as 
amended,  and  who  reports  to  any  of  the  foregoing  or 
who  is  a  head  of  a  major  administrative  unit  within  a 
municipal  body; 

(p)  "person"  means  a  business,  individual,  corpora- 
tion, union,  association,  firm,  partnership,  committee, 
or  other  organization  or  group  of  persons; 

(q)  "political  contribution"  means  a  contribution  of 
money  or  anything  of  value  to  an  individual,  candidate, 
political  committee,  or  person  acting  on  behalf  of  an  in- 
dividual, candidate,  or  political  committee,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  influencing  the  nomination  or  election  of  said 
individual  or  candidate,  or  for  the  purpose  of  promoting 
or  opposing  a  charter  change,  referendum  question,  or 
other  question  submitted  to  the  voters,  and  shall  include 
any:  (1)  gift,  subscription,  loan,  advance,  deposit  of 
money,  or  thing  of  value,  except  a  loan  of  money  to  a 
candidate  by  a  national  or  state  bank  made  in  accordance 
with  the  applicable  banking  laws  and  regulations  and  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  business;  (2)  transfer  of  money  or 
anything  of  value  between  political  committees;  (3)  pay- 
ment, by  any  person  other  than  a  candidate  or  political 
committee,  of  compensation  for  the  personal  services  of 
another  person  which  are  rendered  to  such  candidate  or 
committee;  (4)  purchase  from  an  individual,  candidate, 
or  political  committee,  whether  through  the  device  of 
tickets,  advertisements,  or  otherwise,  for  fund-raising 
activities,  including  testimonials,  held  on  behalf  of  said 
individual,  candidate,  or  political  committee,  to  the  ex- 
tent that  the  purchase  price  exceeds  the  actual  cost  of  the 
goods  sold  or  services  rendered;  (5)  discount  or  rebate 
not  available  to  other  candidates  for  the  same  office  and 
to  the  general  public;  and  (6)  forgiveness  of  indebtedness 
or  payment  of  indebtedness  by  another  person;  but  shall 
not  include  the  rendering  of  services  by  speakers,  edi- 
tors, writers,  poll  watchers,  poll  checkers  or  others,  nor 
the  payment  by  those  rendering  such  services  of  such 
personal  expenses  as  may  be  incidental  thereto,  nor  the 
exercise  of  ordinary  hospitality; 
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(r)  "reporting  person"  means  any  person  required  to 
file  a  statement  of  interests  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  3  of  this  Ordinance. 

Section  2.  Administration 

The  Clerk  shall: 

(a)  on  or  before  March  first  of  each  year,  request  from 
the  Mayor  a  list  of  names  and  positions  of  all  municipal 
employees,  certified  as  to  correctness  and  completeness, 
and  the  Mayor  shall  furnish  said  list  within  sixty  (90) 
days. 

(b)  on  or  before  May  first  of  each  year,  make  forms 
and  instructions  for  statements  of  interest  available  to 
persons  required  to  file  the  statements  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

(c)  upon  receipt  of  a  statement  of  interest  filed  pursuant 
to  this  Ordinance,  issue  to  the  person  filing  such  state- 
ment, a  receipt  verifying  the  fact  that  a  statement  of  inter- 
est has  been  filed  and  a  receipted  copy  of  such  statement. 

(d)  make  the  lists  of  municipal  officials  and  municipal 
employees  and  the  statements  of  interest  filed  with  the 
clerk  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance  available,  upon  written 
request  of  any  individual,  for  public  inspection  and  copy- 
ing during  regular  office  hours  and  make  copying  facili- 
ties available,  free  of  charge  or  at  a  charge  not  to  exceed 
actual  cost;  the  clerk  shall  forward  a  copy  of  said  request 
to  the  individual  whose  statement  has  been  examined; 
provided,  however,  that  such  requests  from  the  attorney 
general,  district  attorney  or  the  State  Ethics  Commission 
shall  be  confidential. 

(e)  compile  and  maintain  an  index  of  all  filed  state- 
ments of  interest  to  facilitate  public  access  to  the  state- 
ments. 

(0  inspect  all  filed  statements  of  interest  in  order  to 
ascertain  whether  any  reporting  person  has  failed  to  file  a 
statement  as  required  by  law  or  has  filed  a  statement 
which  is  deficient  on  its  face.  After  inspection,  the  clerk 
shall  submit  a  report  to  the  commission  which  shall  list 
all  reporting  persons  who  have  failed  to  file  a  statement 
of  interest  and  all  reporting  persons  who  have  filed  a 
statement  of  interest  which  is  deficient  on  its  face.  The 
clerk  shall  also  submit  any  further  information  concern- 
ing the  statements  of  interest  upon  the  request  of  the  com- 
mission. 

(g)  notify,  upon  the  request  of  the  commission,  each 
delinquent  reporting  person  that  a  statement  of  interest 
has  not  been  filed  or  that  such  a  statement  which  has  been 
filed  is  deficient.  Such  notice  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall 
state  in  detail  each  deficiency  and  the  penalties  for  failure 
to  file  a  correct  statement  of  interest  pursuant  to  this  Or- 
dinance. The  clerk  shall  inform  the  commission  if  the 
delinquent  reporting  person  does  not  file  or  correct  the 
statement  of  interest  within  thirty  (30)  days. 

(h)  preserve  all  statements  filed  with  the  clerk  for  six 
years  from  the  date  of  receipt. 

Section  3.  Statements  of  Interest. 

(a)  every  candidate  shall  file  a  statement  of  interest  for 
the  preceding  calendar  year  with  the  clerk  on  or  before 
the  date  on  which  a  certification  of  nomination  or  nomi- 
nation papers  for  such  candidate  are  submitted  to  the 
election  commission; 

(b)  every  municipal  official  and  municipal  employee 
shall  file  a  statement  of  interest  for  the  preceding  calen- 
dar year  with  the  clerk: 

( 1 )  on  or  before  June  first  of  each  year  that  such  person 
is  a  municipal  official  or  municipal  employee,  or 
within  thirty  (30)  days  after  becoming  an  official  or 
an  employee,  whichever  is  later; 

(2)  on  or  before  June  first  of  the  year  after  such  person 
ceases  to  be  a  municipal  official  or  a  municipal  em- 
ployee; provided,  however,  that  no  former  munic- 
ipal official  or  municipal  employee  shall  be  re- 
quired to  file  a  statement  of  interest  for  any  year  in 
which  he/she  was  a  municipal  official  or  municipal 
employee  for  less  than  thirty  (30)  days; 


(c)  the  statements  of  interest  shall  be  filed  on  a  form 
prescribed  by  the  clerk  and  shall  be  signed  under  penalty 
of  perjury  by  the  reporting  person; 

(d)  every  reporting  person  shall  disclose,  to  the  best  of 
his/her  knowledge,  the  following  information  for  him- 
self/herself and  every  family  member  for  the  preceding 
calendar  year: 

(1)  the  name  and  address  of,  the  nature  of  association 
with,  the  share  of  equity  in,  if  applicable,  and  the 
amount  of  income  if  greater  than  one  thousand 
dollars  derived  from  each  business  with  which 
he/she  is  associated; 

(2)  the  identity  of  all  securities  and  other  investments 
with  a  fair  market  value  greater  than  one  thousand 
dollars  which  were  beneficially  owned,  not  other- 
wise reportable  hereunder;  and  the  amount  of  in- 
come if  over  one  thousand  dollars  from  any  such 
security  which  is  issued  by  a  municipal  body; 

(3)  the  name  and  address  of  each  creditor,  located 
within,  or  doing  business  with  the  City  of  Boston, 
to  whom  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  was 
owed  on  December  3 1 ,  and  the  original  amount, 
the  amount  outstanding,  the  terms  of  repayment, 
and  the  general  nature  of  the  security  pledged  for 
each  obligation;  provided,  however,  that  mort- 
gages on  the  person's  primary  residence,  obliga- 
tions arising  out  of  retail  installment  transactions, 
educational  loans,  medical  and  dental  expenses, 
debt  incurred  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business, 
and  any  obligation  to  make  alimony  or  support 
payments  shall  not  be  reported;  provided,  fur- 
ther, that  such  information  need  not  be  reported  if 
the  creditor  is  a  relative  within  the  third  degree  of 
consanguinity  or  affinity; 

(4)  the  name  and  address  of  the  source,  and  the  cash 
value  of  any  reimbursement  for  expense  aggre- 
gating more  than  one  hundered  dollars  in  the  cal- 
endar year  if  the  source  of  such  reimbursement  is 
a  legislative  agent;  or  if  the  recipient  is  a  munici- 
pal official  and  the  source  of  such  reimbursement 
is  a  person  having  a  direct  interest  in  legislation, 
legislative  action,  or  a  matter  before  a  municipal 
body;  or  if  the  recipient  is  a  municipal  employee 
and  the  source  of  such  reimbursement  is  a  person 
having  a  direct  interest  in  a  matter  before  the  mu- 
nicipal body  by  which  the  recipient  is  employed; 

(5)  the  name  and  address  of  the  donor,  and  the  fair 
market  value,  if  determinable,  of  any  gifts  aggre- 
gating more  than  one  hundred  dollars  in  the  calen- 
dar year,  if  the  recipient  is  a  municipal  official 
and  the  source  of  such  gift(s)  is  a  person  having  a 
direct  interest  in  a  matter  before  the  municipal 
body  by  which  the  recipient  is  employed; 

(6)  the  description,  as  appearing  on  the  most  recent 
tax  bill,  and  the  amount  of  assessed  value  of  all 
property  located  within  the  boundaries  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  in  which  a  direct  or  indirect  financial 
interest  was  held,  which  has  an  assessed  value 
greater  than  one  thousand  dollars;  and,  if  the 
property  was  transferred  during  the  year,  the 
name  and  address  of  the  person  furnishing  con- 
sideration to  the  reporting  person  or  receiving  it 
from  him/her  in  respect  to  such  transfer; 

(7)  the  name  and  address  of  the  source,  and  the  fair 
market  value  of  any  honoraria  aggregating  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  if  the  source  of  such 
honoraria  is  a  legislative  agent;  or  if  the  recipient 
is  a  municipal  official  and  the  source  of  such  hon- 
oraria is  a  person  having  a  direct  interest  in  legis- 
lation, legislative  action,  or  a  matter  before  a  mu- 
nicipal body;  or  if  the  recipient  is  a  municipal 
employee  and  the  source  of  such  honoraria  is  a 
person  having  a  direct  interest  in  a  matter  before 
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the  municipal  body  by  which  the  recipient  is  em- 
ployed; 

(8)  the  name  and  address  of  any  creditor  who  has  for- 
given an  indebtedness  of  over  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  the  amount;  provided,  however,  that  no 
such  information  need  be  reported  if  the  creditor 
is  a  relative  within  the  third  degree  of  consanguin- 
ity or  affinity  of  the  reporting  person,  or  the 
spouse  of  such  a  relative; 

(9)  the  name  and  address  of  any  business  from  which 
the  reporting  person  is  taking  a  leave  of  absence; 

(10)  the  identity  of  any  equity  in  a  business  with  which 
the  reporting  person  is  associated  which  has  been 
transferred  to  a  member  of  the  reporting  person's 
immediate  family;  provided,  however,  that  a 
member  of  the  reporting  person's  immediate 
family  need  not  report  any  such  transfer  to  the 
reporting  person. 

Section  4.  Boston  Financial  Disclosure  Commission. 

(a)  There  is  established  a  Boston  Financial  Disclosure 
Commission  composed  of  three  (3)  members; 

(b)  Each  member  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and 
approved  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  City  Council; 

(c)  Members  shall  be  appointed  to  the  commission  on  a 
rotating  basis.  When  the  commission  is  first  established, 
three  (3)  members  shall  be  appointed  at  the  same  time, 
but  the  first  member  shall  serve  for  one  (1)  year;  the 
second  member,  for  three  (3)  years;  and  the  third  mem- 
ber, for  five  (5)  years; 

(d)  No  member  shall  be  appointed  to  more  than  one  (1) 
full  five  (5)  year  term  on  the  commission; 

(e)  Not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  making  any 
appointment  to  the  commission,  the  Mayor  shall  instruct 
the  clerk  to  give  public  notice  that  a  vacancy  on  the  com- 
mission exists; 

(f)  No  member  or  employee  of  the  commission  shall: 

(1)  hold  or  be  a  candidate  for  any  municipal  office 
while  a  member  or  employee  or  for  one  year  there- 
after; 

(2)  hold  office  in  any  political  party  or  political  com- 
mittee; 

(3)  participate  in  or  contribute  to  a  municipal  political 
campaign  of  any  candidate  for  public  office; 

(4)  hold  a  position  as  a  municipal  official  or  a  munici- 
pal employee; 

(g)  Members  of  the  commission  may  be  removed  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  City  Council  and  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor  for  substantial  neglect  of  duty,  inability  to  dis- 
charge the  powers  and  duties  of  office,  violation  of  sub- 
section (0  of  this  section,  gross  misconduct,  or  convic- 
tion for  a  felony.  The  City  Council  may  overrule  the 
Mayor  with  a  two-thirds  vote. 

(h)  Any  vacancy  occurring  on  the  commission  shall  be 
filled  within  ninety  (90)  days  by  the  original  appointing 
authority.  A  person  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  occurring 
other  than  by  expiration  of  a  term,  shall  be  appointed  for 
the  unexpired  term  of  the  member  he/she  succeeds  and 
shall  be  eligible  for  a  subsequent  appointment  to  one  (1) 
full  five  (5)  year  term. 

(i)  The  commission  shall  elect  a  chairperson  and  a 
vice-chairperson.  The  vice-chairperson  shall  act  as 
chairperson  in  the  absence  of  the  chairperson  or  in  the 
event  of  a  vacancy  in  that  position. 

(j)  Two  (2)  members  of  the  commission  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  and  two  (2)  affirmative  votes  shall  be  re- 
quired for  any  action  or  recommendation  of  the  commis- 
sion. The  chairperson  or  either  of  the  two  (2)  members  of 
the  commission  may  call  a  meeting.  Advance  notice  of 
all  meetings  shall  be  given  to  each  member  of  the  com- 
mission and  to  any  other  person  who  requests  such  no- 
tice. 

(k)  The  members  shall  serve  without  compensation, 
but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  expenses  incurred  in  the 
course  of  their  commission-related  duties. 


(1)  The  commission  may  hire  legal  counsel  and  staff,  as 
it  deems  necessary,  to  enforce  the  provision  of  this  Ordi- 
nance. 

(m)  The  powers  and  duties  of  this  commission  shall  be 
to: 

( 1 )  prescribe  and  publish  rules  and  regulations  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance,  including  rules 
governing  the  conduct  of  proceedings  hereunder; 

(2)  review  the  report  of  the  clerk  concerning  whether 
any  reporting  person  has  failed  to  file  a  statement 
of  interest  or  has  filed  a  deficient  statement.  If  a 
reporting  person  has  failed  to  file  a  statement  of 
interest,  or  if  any  such  statement  filed  with  the 
clerk  fails  to  conform  with  the  requirements  of 
Section  3(d)  of  this  Ordinance,  then  the  commis- 
sion shall  instruct  the  clerk  to  notify  the  delinquent 
in  writing.  Such  notice  shall  state  in  detail  each 
deficiency  and  the  penalties  for  failure  to  file  a  cor- 
rect statement  of  interest  pursuant  to  this  Ordi- 
nance. 

(3)  initiate  a  hearing  and  require  the  attendance  and 
testimony  of  the  delinquent  reporting  person,  if 
that  person  fails  to  file  or  correct  the  statement  of 
interest  within  thirty  (30)  days.  The  delinquent 
person  may  forego  a  hearing  before  the  commis- 
sion at  his/her  own  discretion,  but  shall  be  subject 
to  a  civil  penalty  pursuant  to  subsection  (m)(4)  of 
this  section.  Any  member  of  the  commission  may 
administer  oaths  and  any  member  of  the  commis- 
sion may  hear  testimony  or  receive  other  evidence 
in  any  proceeding  before  the  commission.  All  tes- 
timony in  commission  proceedings  shall  be  under 
oath.  All  parties  have  the  right  to  call  and  examine 
witnesses  and  to  be  represented  by  counsel.  Before 
testifying,  all  witnesses  shall  be  given  a  copy  of  the 
regulations  governing  commission  proceedings. 
All  proceedings  of  the  commission  carried  out  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  this  subsection  shall  be 
public,  unless  the  members  vote  to  go  into  execu- 
tive session.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  end  of 
the  proceeding  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
subsection,  the  commission  shall  meet  in  executive 
session  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  evidence 
before  it.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  comple- 
tion of  its  deliberations,  the  commission  shall  pub- 
lish its  findings. 

(4)  Issue  an  order  requiring  any  delinquent  reporting 
person  to  pay  a  civil  penalty  of  two  hundred  dollars 
for  each  violation  by  such  person,  if  the  commis- 
sion establishes  in  its  findings  that  violations  of  this 
Ordinance  have  been  committed,  or  if  the  delin- 
quent reporting  person  decides  to  forego  a  hearing 
before  the  commission.  The  commission  may  file  a 
civil  action  in  the  municipal  court  of  Boston  to  en- 
force such  an  order.  Any  action  by  the  commission 
made  pusuant  to  this  Ordinance  shall  be  subject  to 
review  in  the  municipal  court  of  the  City  of  Boston 
upon  the  petition  of  any  interested  person  filed 
within  twenty-one  (21)  days  after  the  action  for 
which  the  review  is  sought.  The  court  shall  enter  a 
judgment  enforcing,  modifying  or  setting  aside  the 
order  of  the  commission  or  it  may  remand  the  pro- 
ceeding to  the  commission  for  such  further  action 
as  the  court  may  direct. 

(5)  Notify  the  State  Ethics  Commission,  if  the  inspec- 
tion of  any  statement  of  interests  indicates  reason- 
able cause  for  belief  that  G.L.  Chapter  268A  has 
been  violated;  provided,  however,  that  such  notifi- 
cation shall  be  confidential. 

Section  5. 

The  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are  severable  and  if 
any  of  its  provisions  should  be  found  unconstitutional  by 
a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such 
court  shall  not  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 
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Section  6. 

This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon 
passage.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  my  proposed  Fiscal  Year  1993  op- 
erating budget  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  County  of  Suf- 


folk. 1  am  submitting  a  $1,316  billion  budget,  balanced 
for  the  eighth  consecutive  year.  But  for  the  first  time  in 
those  eight  years,  unprecedented  revenue  shortages  com- 
pel me  to  submit  a  budget  that  will  begin  to  undo  the 
tremendous  progress  we  have  made  together  over  the 
years  in  providing  essential  services  to  the  people  of 
Boston. 

A  review  of  annual  auditors'  reports  reveals  that  for  the 
first  time  since  1930,  including  the  Great  Depression, 
proposed  city  spending  will  fall  for  the  second  year  in  a 
row,  chiefly  due  to  state  government's  abandonment  of 
revenue  sharing  with  cities  and  towns.  Boston  is  at  a  turn- 
ing point  in  its  capacity  to  deliver  essential  city  services, 
care  for  the  needy,  and  support  the  infrastructure  essen- 
tial to  future  economic  growth.  This  $7.95  million  de- 
cline in  total  revenues,  when  combined  with  inflation  in 
fixed  costs,  results  in  the  necessity  of  reducing  depart- 
mental spending  by  a  total  of  $19.3  million  next  fiscal 
year,  for  a  two  year  decline  in  department  budgets  of 
$76.5  million. 

This  decline  is  all  the  more  disturbing  given  that  the 
state  budget,  which  plays  such  a  large  role  in  determining 
city  revenues,  is  going  up  next  year  by  over  $400  million. 
We  can  not  sit  back  and  allow  state  government  indiffer- 
ence to  municipal  services  to  undermine  the  steady  pro- 
gress and  credibility  we  have  achieved  together. 

The  severity  and  duration  of  today's  fiscal  challenge 
has  now  surpassed  the  challenge  posed  in  the  aftermath  of 
Proposition  2  1/2.  After  a  dramatic  one  year  drop  in  op- 
erating expenditures  in  FY  1 982 ,  the  city  budget  by  1 984 
had  recovered,  with  operating  expenditures  rising  by  8.4 
percent.  By  comparison,  the  city  budget  during  the  last 
three  years  fell  by  1.3  percent  with  little  relief  in  sight. 
The  figures  below  show  this  point:

This  unprecedented  situation  has  come  about  chiefly  as 
a  result  of  the  state's  withdrawal  from  revenue  sharing 
and  the  restrictions  of  Proposition  2  1/2.  If  unchanged, 
the  negative  impact  on  essential  City  services  will  take  on 
gathering  momentum  in  the  coming  years  and  reverse  the 
progress  made  in  Boston's  quality  of  life. 

Boston's  financial  dilemma  must  be  viewed  in  the  con- 
text of  the  events  following  the  onset  of  the  Common- 
wealth's fiscal  crisis.  1989  marked  the  final  year  of  a  suc- 
cessful state/local  government  financial  partnership. 
Since  that  time,  every  City  department  has  had  its  budget 
reduced.  We  have  cut  the  City  workforce  to  levels  below 
those  when  I  first  took  office.  We  have  eliminated  City 
agencies.  We  have  consolidated  many  others  to  save 
money  and  gain  operating  efficiencies.  We  have  mounted 
an  aggressive  and  successful  effort  to  control  stubbornly 
growing  fixed  costs.  And  hard  working  City  employees 
have  been  forced  to  go  without  pay  raises  for  two  years. 

We  have  done  our  best  to  preserve  essential  .services 
during  this  difficult  period  of  time.  We  have  prudently 
managed  .scarce  revenues  by  directing  funds  to  our  prior- 
ity services:  schools,  police  and  fire,  health  care  for  the 
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poor  and  youth.  Up  to  now,  we  have  largely  succeeded  in 
shielding  essential  services  from  the  impact  of  shrinking 
revenues  by  disproportionately  reducing  the  entire  City 
administrative  apparatus,  cumulatively  down  by  30.2 
percent  since  1989.  Our  commitment  to  essential  serv- 
ices is  amply  demonstrated  below:

While  this  proposed  budget  continues  to  dispropor- 
tionately reduce  spending  in  administration,  we  can  not 
run  the  risk  of  rendering  ineffective  the  solid  financial, 
administrative  and  management  systems  needed  to  prop- 
erly conduct  the  City's  business.  Consequently,  real  cuts 
in  essential  services  must  begin  to  occur.  It  is  the  harvest 
of  a  broken  state/local  financial  partnership.  Some  of  the 
reductions  in  essential  services  follow: 

•  The  Boston  Pftlice  Department  will  be  unable  to  fund  a 
new  class  of  recruits;  it  will  be  unable  to  make  a  sched- 
uled purchase  of  new  cruisers,  thereby  increasing  the 
age  of  its  fleet. 

•  The  Boston  Fire  Department  will  see  another  delay  in 
scheduled  hiring  of  its  next  firefighter  class  at  least 
until  past  the  mid-point  of  the  fiscal  year,  having  fore- 
gone a  new  class  altogether  in  FY  1992. 

•  The  Health  and  Hospitals  Department,  while  main- 
taining its  commitment  to  building  a  new  Boston  City 
Hospital,  will  be  forced  to  reduce  services  in  its  public 
health  division  and  strain  the  day-to-day  operation  of 
its  two  hospitals. 

•  The  Public  Works  Department  will  reduce  by  1 1  per- 
cent its  mechanical  street  sweeping  both  downtown 
and  on  major  arterials;  it  will  eliminate  rubbish  collec- 
tion at  the  Haymarket;  and  it  is  forced  to  eliminate 
neighborhood  cleanups. 

•  The  Parks  Department  will  slow  down  daily  rubbish 
removal  from  the  Common  and  the  Public  Garden  to 
three  times  per  week;  trash  in  neighborhood  parks  will 
be  collected  twice  a  week  rather  than  every  other  day; 
the  response  time  to  tree  service  requests  will  increase 
from  6  weeks  to  6  months;  and  the  Public  Garden  La- 
goon will  be  drained  once  rather  than  twice. 

•  Boston  Community  Centers  will  effectively  cut  one 
week  from  each  summer  pool  operation;  fewer  chil- 
dren will  be  served  at  summer  day  camps;  and  support 
for  the  Boston  Neighborhood  Basketball  League  will 
drop  by  6  percent. 

•  The  Inspectional  Services  Department  will  have  no 
fiinds  for  boardups  or  takedowns  of  privately-owned 
buildings;  and  it  will  have  reduced  capacity  to  respond 
to  no  heat  and  other  emergency  code  violations  on  a  24 
hour  basis. 

These  impacts  are  the  direct  result  of  losing  $80  mil- 
lion in  state  aid  during  the  past  three  years  and  the  Gover- 
nor's plan  to  level  fund  local  aid  in  FY  1993,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  state  spending  is  slated  for  a 
substantial  increase. 

Boston,  like  most  cities  and  towns  across  the  Common- 
wealth, is  at  a  turning  point  because  the  system  for  fund- 
ing local  government  is  broken.  In  198 1 ,  in  order  to  com- 
pensate for  the  loss  of  locally  generated  revenues 
following  passage  of  the  property  tax  limit,  the  Common- 
wealth adopted  a  proactive  program  of  supporting  local 
government  services  through  annual  revenue  sharing. 
Local  aid  by  the  mid-1980s  had  become  an  essential 
component  of  local  finance,  in  Boston's  case  its  second 


largest  source  of  revenue.  But  this  policy,  which  for- 
warded a  yearly  share  in  growing  state  revenues  to  munic- 
ipalities, did  not  survive  the  legislamre  and  the  gover- 
nor's response  to  state  overspending  and  the  ensuing  state 
fiscal  crisis. 

At  first  glance,  recent  local  aid  reductions  —  an  $80 
million  cut  in  Boston  —  were  considered  to  have  been  the 
understandable,  if  painful,  result  of  the  Commonwealth's 
deficit  spending  in  the  late  1980s  made  worse  by  the  on- 
set of  the  recession.  The  presumption  was  that  the  local 
aid  policy  per  se  would  remain  intact  and  resume  its 
growth  once  state  finances  stabilized. 

A  closer  analysis  of  the  state  budget  reveals  that  the 
state  government,  without  saying  so,  has  abandoned  lo- 
cal aid  outright.  And  worse,  it  has  offered  no  policy  on 
municipal  finance  to  replace  it.  The  governor's  FY  1993 
budget  makes  the  case.  Including  the  tax  expenditure  ef- 
fect of  his  proposed  tax  cut,  Governor  Weld's  budget  for 
FY  1993  effectively  allows  state  spending  to  rise  by  $607 
million,  or  4.5  percent.  In  the  midst  of  this  substantial 
revenue  growth,  local  aid  is  level  funded.  Thus,  Boston 
will  not  receive  one  dime  of  a  $607  million  increase  in 
available  state  revenues,  a  first  in  the  history  of  state  reve- 
nue sharing. 

This  proposed  FY  1993  budget  submission  allows  little 
space  for  new  spending  initiatives.  Our  focus  necessarily 
is  on  protecting  key  services  and  discovering  innovative 
ways  to  stretch  limited  dollars.  A  number  of  efforts  are 
underway  and  merit  attention. 

The  Boston  Police  Department  is  reallocating  substan- 
tial funds  to  support  management  reforms,  and  improved 
police  officer  training,  supervision,  and  accountability. 
Addressing  many  of  the  recommendations  made  by  the 
St.  Clair  Commission,  $2.1  million  is  being  shifted  to 
these  purposes  in  an  all-out  effort  to  institutionalize  com- 
munity policing  in  Boston's  neighborhoods. 

We  remain  committed  to  maintaining  our  effort  in  pro- 
viding summer  employment  opportunities  for  our  young 
people.  To  that  end,  I  have  level  funded  summer  jobs  in 
the  Youth  Fund  so  that  Boston's  young  teenagers  can  pre- 
pare themselves  for  entering  the  job  market  as  adults. 

We  have  reallocated  fiinds  currently  supporting  the 
Policy  Office  to  the  Office  of  Safe  Neighborhoods  in  or- 
der to  capitalize  on  the  widespread  voluntary  involve- 
ment of  neighborhood  residents  working  with  the  police 
to  keep  our  streets  safe.  This  office  will  work  closely  with 
the  Police  Department  as  it  implements  community  po- 
licing in  the  coming  years. 

On  the  cost  control  front,  we  are  continuing  to  aggres- 
sively tackle  fixed  costs.  In  my  State  of  the  City  speech 
last  January,  I  pledged  to  appoint  a  Labor/Management 
Committee  on  health  care  cost  containment.  These  costs 
have  skyrocketed  in  the  last  decade,  diverting  revenues 
from  improved  services.  Already  this  effort  has  borne 
fruit  and  contributed  to  slowing  the  rate  of  increase  next 
year  to  below  historic  experience. 

I  have  established  a  risk  management  committee  to 
identify  and  then  reduce  the  City's  exposure  to  risk- 
related  costs  including  legal  liability,  insurance,  medical 
disabilities,  and  workers'  compensation. 

Our  success  in  the  legislature  last  December  on  pen- 
sion reform  achieved  a  significant  reduction  in  the  City's 
pension  costs  in  FY  1992  and  will  continue  to  bear  fruit 
by  having  lowered  the  City's  expenditure  base. 

The  Transportation  Department  is  accelerating  its 
Fleet  Management  program  designed  to  gain  cost  and 
operating  efficiencies  in  managing  and  maintaining  the 
City's  large  fleet  of  vehicles.  The  Elderly  Department's 
Shuttle  program  most  recently  transferred  responsibility 
for  its  vans  to  this  program.  j| 

Included  in  this  budget  is  a  proposed  appropriation  of 
$374  million  for  the  Boston  School  Department.  With  the 
addition  of  state,  federal,  and  other  grant  funds,  total 
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school  spending  for  the  next  school  year  will  reach 
$441 .6  million,  a  drop  of  1 .7  percent  from  last  year.  The 
new  School  Committee  recently  voted  this  spending  level 
thus  assuring  for  the  first  time  since  I  took  office  that  the 
City's  largest  operating  agency  will  spend  within  its  ap- 
propriation. And  this  school  budget  is  noteworthy  in  that 
it  increases  the  share  of  total  dollars  supporting  direct 
classroom  and  instructional  services,  maintains  existing 
teacher/pupil  ratios,  and  reduces  wasteful  spending  on 
administrative  functions.  The  new  School  Committee 
and  the  Superintendent  deserve  credit  for  professionaliz- 
ing the  budget  process. 

Since  taking  office  in  1984,  we  have  taken  justifiable 
pride  in  our  ability  to  prudently  manage  City  resources. 
Together  with  the  City  Council,  we  have  dramatically 
improved  services  to  the  neighborhoods,  invested  in  our 
infrastructure  with  an  ambitious  capital  program,  pro- 
vided growing  support  for  the  needy,  and  maintained  a 
quality  of  life  which  fosters  economic  development.  We 
have  been  publicly  recognized  for  achieving  all  this  while 
living  within  our  means.  Just  a  few  months  ago,  Standard 
and  Poor's  and  Moody's  Investors'  Services  both  re- 
newed our  'A'  bond  ratings  despite  the  difficult  fiscal  en- 
vironment, allowing  us  to  invest  another  $70  million  at 
low  interest  in  our  neighborhoods,  roadways,  schools 
and  parks. 

Fiscal  stability  is  the  linchpin  of  economic  growth,  im- 
proved services,  and  compassion  for  the  poor.  Today,  be- 
cause of  the  Commonwealth's  indifference  to  municipal 
finance,  this  stability  is  threatened.  Reducfions  in  serv- 
ices to  the  neighborhoods,  the  business  community  and 
the  poor  will  undermine  the  years  of  hard  work  we  put  in 
to  make  Boston  the  best  city  in  America.  While  this  pro- 


posed budget  keeps  faith  with  the  people  by  living  within 
our  means,  the  people  deserve  better.

I  transmit  herewith  an  appropriation  order  in  the 
amount  of  $374,000,000  for  the  Boston  School  Depart- 
ment for  FY93,  submitted  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936,  as  most  recently 
amended  by  Chapter  108  of  the  Acts  of  1991 . 

This  requested  appropriation  when  combined  with  the 
$4.5  million  in  State  Equal  Education  Opportunity  Grant 
and  Federal  Impact  Aid,  will  make  available  to  the 
School  Department  $378.5  million  for  FY93  in  direct 
operating  fiinds.  The  School  Department  projects  an  ad- 
ditional $63.1  million  in  categorical  grant  funds,  for  a 
total  operating  budget  of  $441.6  million,  a  1.7  percent 
reduction  from  last  year.  In  addition,  the  City's  FY93 
Capital  Plan  outlines  $187  million  in  school  investment, 
a  $22  million  increase  over  last  year's  Plan. 


Unlike  prior  years,  I  have  received  this  year  a  School 
Department  budget  within  appropriation.  The  School 
Committee,  working  with  Superintendent  Harrison- 
Jones,  recognized  the  critical  fiscal  situation  that  the  City 
faces  and  produced  both  a  fiscally  accountable  and  edu- 
cationally sound  budget.  The  School  Committee  and  the 
Superintendent  developed  a  budget  which  moves  to  elim- 
inate the  waste  and  inefficiencies  within  the  School  De- 
partment and  which  directs  essential  funds  toward  the 
most  important  element  within  the  budget  —  classroom 
services. 

Despite  a  reduction  in  total  direct  operating  funds, 
chiefly  due  to  cuts  in  local  aid,  the  School  Committee  and 
Superintendent  were  able  to  increase  instructional  re- 
sources from  64.5  percent  of  the  current  budget  to  67.3 
percent  in  FY93,  maintain  low  pupil  teacher  ratios  with 
class  size  averages  of  between  20-24,  increase  the  num- 
ber of  high  school  and  bilingual  teachers,  and  increase 
the  instructional  supplies  budget  by  over  $1  million  in  the 
city-funded  budget,  while  reducing  both  administration 
and  transportation  costs.

In  Boston,  the  Boston  Licensing  Board  is 
authorized  to  serve  a  cease  and  desist  order  on  any  estab- 
lishment which  does  not  have  a  valid  common  victual- 
ler's license  but  is  serving  food  or  beverages  to  the  public 
for  a  fee. 

Secfion  2.  In  Boston,  the  Commissioner  of  Consumer 
Affairs  and  Licensing  is  authorized  to  serve  a  cease  and 
desist  order  on  any  establishment  providing  live  or 
broadcast  entertainment  to  the  public  without  a  permit  or 
license  issued  by  the  city  or  Boston  Licensing  Board. 

Section  3.  If,  after  three  notices  are  served  by  the  offi- 
cial agencies  cited  in  sections  1  and  2  and  the  establish- 
ments fail  or  refuse  to  cease  and  desist  from  the  illegal 
actions,  the  Boston  police  commissioner  or  agents,  the 
district  attorney  for  Suffolk  County  or  agents,  or  not 
fewer  than  ten  legal  voters  in  the  city  may  bring  a  civil 
action  in  Suffolk  County  Superior  Court  equity  session 
stating  that  a  building,  place  or  tenement  situated  therein 
harbors  a  common  nuisance.

There  is  of  course  no  policy  to  revalue  upwards  assess- 
ments on  vacant  lots.  The  assessment  policy  of  all  prop- 
erty is  governed  by  Massachusetts  Law  and  closely  regu- 
lated by  the  state  Department  of  Revenue.  This  year,  for 
FY92,  a  parcel  specific  revaluation  year  for  property  as- 
sessments was  conducted  —  all  properties  city-wide 
must  be  revalued  by  law  every  three  years  —  the  last  time 
a  complete  revaluation  was  conducted  was  in  FY89. 
Given  that  a  parcel-specific  revaluation  opportunity  re- 
occurs only  every  three  years,  many  corrections  and  im- 
provements are  made  in  assessments  to  make  them  more 
accurate  and  equitable  in  regard  to  the  fair  cash  value 
standard  that  governs  all  assessments. 

This  year,  in  part  due  to  recommendations  from  the 
state  Department  of  Revenue  during  the  FY89  revalua- 
tion, land  values  were  specifically  reviewed  to  assure 
their  compliance  with  current  market  value  standards. 
There  are  three  state  class  (property)  types  for  land  clas- 
sification; buildable,  potentially  buildable,  and  non- 
buildable.  The  Department  of  Revenue  requires  close 
correlation  between  class  types  and  market  value. 

City-wide,  of  the  10,576  vacant  land  parcels,  over 
5,600  were  reclassified  downward  from  buildable  to  ei- 
ther potentially  buildable  or  non-buildable.

The  Boston  Police  Department  has  no  knowledge  as  to 
the  amount  of  court  overtime  spent  on  defendants  who 
default  in  their  court  appearance.

Upon  creation  of  the  paid  detail  unit,  different  reim- 
bursement rates  were  established  for  inside  and  outside 
details  along  with  ascending  rates  of  pay  pursuant  to 
rank.  Based  on  the  1991  earnings,  the  approximate  aver- 
age salary  inclusive  of  regular  and  detail  salary  is 
$51,000. 

c).  What  is  the  median  income  of  officers  inclusive  of 
any  and  all  sources  of  income? 

Inclusive  of  salaries  mentioned  in  6b,  along  with  over- 
time and  monetary  benefits  pursuant  to  collective  bar- 
gaining, the  approximate  median  salary  is  $57,000. 

d).  What  are  the  total  sources  of  income  of  police  offi- 
cers? 

Pursuant  to  the  collective  bargaining  agreement,  a  po-

Under  Chapter  740  of  the  Acts  of  1985,  G.L.  c.  44,  s. 
53F,  the  City  is  authorized  to  enter  formal  "compensat- 
ing balance"  agreements  with  banking  institutions  for 
the  provision  of  banking  services.  Your  approval  of 
these  agreements  is  required  under  that  statute. 

In  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  considerable  savings 
afforded  through  the  use  of  such  agreements,  the  Trea- 
sury Department  conducted  an  extensive  competitive 
bidding  process  that  resulted  in  the  agreement  that  ac- 
companies this  letter. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  agreement,  the  City  will  keep  a 
specified  minimum  balance  with  the  contracting  bank  as 
compensation  for  various  specified  services  rendered. 

In  order  to  realize  the  greatest  possible  savings  to  the 
City,  as  well  as  to  minimize  any  possible  interruption  of 
banking  services  to  the  City,  I  urge  your  prompt  ap- 
proval of  this  agreement.

AGREEMENT  PROVISION 
OF  BANKING  SERVICES 

The  City  of  Boston  ("the  City")  and  the  Bank  of 
Boston  ("the  Bank")  hereby  enter  into  the  following 
agreement  for  the  provision  of  banking  services. 
Authority : 

This  agreement  is  made  under  the  provisions  of  Gen- 
eral Laws  Chapter  44  section  53F,  and  is  subject  to  the 
approval  by  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  Boston. 
Term  of  the  Agreement: 

This  agreement  shall  be  valid  for  a  term  of  one  year 
starting  July  1,  1991,  and  terminating  on  June  30,  1992. 
General  Provisions: 

Payment  for  the  service  to  be  performed  by  the  Bank 
will  be  effected  solely  through  the  maintenance  of  a  com- 
pensating balance  by  the  City  in  its  account  with  the 
Bank. 

If  in  any  month  or  at  year  end,  account  balances  in  any 
account  are  deficient  to  the  extent  that  the  cost  of  the 
banking  services  is  not  covered  by  the  average  collected 
balances,  the  City  will  deposit,  in  the  following  month, 
an  amount  formulated  as  provided  herein  for  the  calcula- 
tion of  credits  to  be  agreed  to  by  both  the  City  and  the 
Bank  to  make  up  the  deficit.  Conversely,  if  in  any  month 
or  at  year  end  there  is  a  surplus  in  the  account(s),  the  City 
will  notify  the  Bank  that  it  is  reducing  the  balances  to  a 
more  appropriate  level  in  accordance  with  the  formula 
provided  herein  for  the  calculation  of  credits. 

In  the  event  that  the  City  fails  to  maintain  balances 
sufficient  to  meet  its  obligations  under  this  agreement, 
the  Bank's  only  remedy  shall  be  the  right  to  terminate  the 
provision  of  services  under  this  agreement. 

The  Bank  shall  exercise  its  right  to  terminate  its  service 
obligations  by  notifying  the  Collector-Treasurer  of  the 
City  in  writing  sent  by  certified  mail,  return  receipt  re- 
quested, of  its  intent  to  cancel  the  contract.  The  Bank's 
obligations  to  provide  services  under  the  contract  shall 
terminate  at  the  close  of  business  on  the  thirtieth  day  fol- 
lowing the  day  of  which  notice  is  given.  In  no  event  shall 
the  City  be  liable  to  pay  the  Bank  any  sums  on  account  of 
services  rendered  under  this  contract  or  on  account  of 
any  deficiency  in  the  amounts  maintained  in  the  compen- 
sating balance  account. 


Upon  termination  of  services  of  a  bank,  the  City  will 
maintain  in  the  account(s)  an  average  collected  balance 
to  pay  for  any  outstanding  services.  In  addition  if  there  is 
a  surplus  in  the  account(s),  the  bank  will  issue  a  check  to 
the  City  for  said  amount. 

The  City  shall  have  the  right  to  cancel  the  contract  by 
giving  written  notice  signed  by  the  Collector-Treasurer 
and  sent  by  certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested,  to  an 
officer  of  the  Bank  to  be  designated  herein.  In  the  event 
of  cancellation  by  the  City,  all  obligations  by  the  Bank 
and  the  City  shall  terminate  at  the  close  of  business  on  the 
thirtieth  business  day  after  the  notification  is  given  to  the 
Bank. 

Either  party  may  call  a  meeting,  within  seven  days  af- 
ter notice  of  termination  given  by  either  party,  to  attempt 
to  resolve  the  problem  which  led  to  the  termination.  Any 
subsequent  adjustment,  modification,  or  renegotiation  of 
the  contract  terms  shall  require  the  approval  of  the  City 
Council  and  the  Mayor  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
ofG.L.  C.44,  s.  53F. 

This  agreement  is  made  subject  to  all  laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  special  laws  applicable  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  and  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
The  Bank's  particular  attention  is  directed  to  a  restriction 
which  regulates  where  the  City  may  deposit  funds.  Un- 
der Massachusetts  General  Law  chapter  44,  section  55, 
cities  and  towns  in  the  Commonwealth  may  make  de- 
posits in  banks,  trust  companies  or  banking  companies 
provided  that  the  amount  deposited  does  not  exceed  60% 
of  the  capital  and  surplus  unless  satisfactory  security  for 
the  amount  in  excess  of  60%  is  provided  by  the  deposi- 
tory.  In  addition ,  the  Bank  must  comply  with  Boston  City 
Code,  Ordinance  6,  Section  155,  Divesting  Munici- 
pal/Public Monies  From  Banks  And  Firms  Doing  Busi- 
ness With  Or  In  The  Republic  of  South  Africa  Or  Nam- 
bia,  a  copy  which  is  attached  hereto. 

The  initial  account  officer  responsible  for  handling  re- 
lations with  the  City  in  connection  with  this  agreement  is 
Ralph  E.  Wadleigh,  Jr. ,  V.P.  The  Bank  shall  notify  the 
City  in  writing  of  any  change  of  account  officer.

The  Bank  shall  accept  deposits,  endorse  and  photo- 
graph all  checks  deposited,  service  dishonored  and  re- 
turned checks,  maintain  and  reconcile  the  account  (see 
below  for  reconcilement  services),  provide  microfilm 
copies  of  paid  checks,  provide  monthly  statements  and 
all  facilities  normally  provided  to  checking  account  cus- 
tomers, as  well  as  providing  preprinted  checks  and  de- 
posit slips  and  other  instruments  pertaining  to  transac- 
tions for  the  account  as  well  as  any  normal  and  generally 
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accepted  services  associated  with  this  type  of  account  not 
specifically  listed  herein. 
Additional  Services: 

The  City  reserves  the  right  to  adjust  the  level  of  serv- 
ices provided  for  individual  accounts.  In  the  event  the 
City  adjusts  service  levels,  such  services  will  be  pro- 
vided in  accordance  with  the  fee  schedules  provided 
herein.

The  City  will  provide  to  the  Bank  all  issue  information 
in  a  form  acceptable  to  computer  processing  (magnetic 
tape  or  diskette).  A  full  reconcilement  report  will  be  is- 
sued by  the  Bank  at  the  same  time  the  checking  ac- 
count(s)  statement  is  rendered.  The  Bank  must  present 
reconcilement  data  sequenced  by  check  number.

The  Bank  will  provide  a  summary  for  each  account, 
sequenced  by  check  number,  which  checks  have  been 
paid  against  no  issue  record,  any  checks  with  different 
paid  and  issue  amounts,  and  any  check  with  a  stop  pay- 
ment or  cancellation  in  effect.  The  Bank  will  provide  a 
recap  of  posted  items  report,  indicating  by  date,  the  total 
number  and  dollar  amount  of  all  checks  issued  and  paid 
and  the  grand  totals  of  all  checks  issued  and  paid  during 
the  reconcilement  period.  The  Bank  shall  provide  an  out- 
standing settlement  report  indicating  the  totals  of  all  out- 
standing checks  and  checks  paid  against  no  issue  record. 

The  Bank  shall  prove  the  total  dollar  amount  of  paid 
checks  indicated  on  the  recap  to  the  total  amount  of 
checks  paid  indicated  on  the  checking  account  statement. 

The  Bank  shall  provide  microfiche  copies  of  the  recon- 
cilement report. 

Within  ten  business  days  after  the  statement  rendering 
date,, the  Bank  will  forward  to  the  City  of  Boston  their 
bank  statement,  reconcilement  reports,  any  output  op- 
tions and  checks  paid  sorted  in  serial  number  order. 
Upon  special  request,  the  Bank  will  provide  the  City  with 
disbursement  account  activity,  via  electronic  media  or 
the  reconcilement  report,  on  a  daily  basis. 
Partial  Reconcilement  Accounts 

The  Bank  shall  provide  partial  reconcilement  and  pro- 
vide the  following  reports: 

(1)  Reconcilement  report  sequenced  in  check  number, 
indicating  the  amount,  check  number,  and  pair  date  of 
each  check  paid  during  the  reconcilement  period. 


(2)  Diagnostic  summary  indicating  reconcilement  ex- 
ception items. 

(3)  Recap  of  posted  items,  indicated  by  paid  date,  the 
total  number  and  dollar  amounts  of  checks  paid  during 
the  reconcilement  period.  The  Bank  shall  prove  the  total 
dollar  amount  of  paid  checks  indicated  on  the  recap  to  the 
total  amount  of  checks  paid  indicated  on  the  checking 
account  statement.

Conversely ,  if  at  any  month  end  or  at  year  end 
there  is  a  surplus  in  the  Accounts,  the  City  will  notify  the 
Bank  that  it  is  reducing  the  balances  to  a  more  appropri- 
ate level  in  accordance  with  the  formula  provided  herein 
for  the  calculation  of  credits.

53F,  the  City  is  authorized  to  enter  formal  "compensat- 
ing balance"  agreements  with  banking  institutions  for 
the  provision  of  banking  services.  Your  approval  of 
these  agreements  is  required  under  that  statute.

AGREEMENT  PROVISION 
OF  BANKING  SERVICES 

The  City  of  Boston  ("the  City")  and  Fleet  Bank  N.A. 
("the  Bank")  hereby  enter  into  the  following  agreement 
for  the  provision  of  banking  services. 
Authority: 

This  agreement  is  made  under  the  provisions  of  Gen- 
eral Laws  Chapter  44  section  53F,  and  is  subject  to  the 
approval  by  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  Boston. 
Term  of  the  Agreement: 

This  agreement  shall  be  valid  for  a  term  of  one  year 
starting  July  1 ,  1991 ,  and  terminating  on  June  30,  1992. 
General  Provisions: 


Payment  for  the  service  to  be  performed  by  the  Bank 
will  be  effected  solely  through  the  maintenance  of  a  com- 
pensating balance  by  the  City  in  its  account  with  the 
Bank. 

If  in  any  month  or  at  year  end,  account  balances  in  any 
account  are  deficient  to  the  extent  that  the  cost  of  the 
banking  services  is  not  covered  by  the  average  collected 
balances,  the  City  will  deposit,  in  the  following  month, 
an  amount  formulated  as  provided  herein  for  the  calcula- 
tion of  credits  to  be  agreed  to  by  both  the  City  and  the 
Bank  to  make  up  the  deficit.  Conversely,  if  in  any  month 
end  or  at  year  end  there  is  a  surplus  in  the  account(s),  the 
City  will  notify  the  Bank  that  it  is  reducing  the  balances 
to  a  more  appropriate  level  in  accordance  with  the  for- 
mula provided  herein  for  the  calculation  of  credits. 

In  the  event  that  the  City  fails  to  maintain  balances 
sufficient  to  meet  its  obligations  under  this  agreement, 
the  Bank's  only  remedy  shall  be  the  right  to  terminate  the 
provision  of  services  under  this  agreement. 

The  Bank  shall  exercise  its  right  to  terminate  its  service 
obligations  by  notifying  the  Collector-Treasurer  of  the 
City  in  writing  sent  by  certified  mail,  return  receipt  re- 
quested, of  its  intent  to  cancel  the  contract.  The  Bank's 
obligations  to  provide  services  under  the  contract  shall 
terminate  at  the  close  of  business  on  the  thirtieth  day  fol- 
lowing the  day  of  which  notice  is  given.  In  no  event  shall 
the  City  be  liable  to  pay  the  Bank  any  sums  on  account  of 
services  rendered  under  this  contract  or  on  account  of 
any  deficiency  in  the  amounts  maintained  in  the  compen- 
sating balance  account. 

Upon  termination  of  services  of  a  bank,  the  City  will 
maintain  in  the  account(s)  an  average  collected  balance 
to  pay  for  any  outstanding  services.  In  addition  if  there  is 
a  surplus  in  the  account(s),  the  bank  will  issue  a  check  to 
the  City  for  said  amount. 

The  City  shall  have  the  right  to  cancel  the  contract  by 
giving  written  notice  signed  by  the  Collector-Treasurer 
and  sent  by  certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested,  to  an 
officer  of  the  Bank  to  be  designated  herein.  In  the  event 
of  cancellation  by  the  City,  all  obligations  by  the  Bank 
and  the  City  shall  terminate  at  the  close  of  business  on  the 
thirtieth  business  day  after  the  notification  is  given  to  the 
Bank. 

Either  party  may  call  a  meeting,  within  seven  days  af- 
ter notice  of  termination  given  by  either  party,  to  attempt 
to  resolve  the  problem  which  led  to  the  termination.  Any 
subsequent  adjustment,  modification,  or  renegotiation  of 
the  contract  terms  shall  require  the  approval  of  the  City 
Council  and  the  Mayor  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
ofG.L.  c.44,s.  53F. 

This  agreement  is  made  subject  to  all  laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  special  laws  applicable  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  and  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
The  Bank's  particular  attention  is  directed  to  a  restriction 
which  regulates  where  the  City  may  deposit  funds.  Un- 
der Massachusetts  General  Law  chapter  44,  section  55, 
cities  and  towns  in  the  Commonwealth  may  make  de- 
posits in  banks,  trust  companies  or  banking  companies 
provided  that  the  amount  deposited  does  not  exceed  60% 
of  the  capital  and  surplus  unless  satisfactory  security  for 
the  amount  in  excess  of  60%  is  provided  by  the  deposi- 
tory .  In  addition,  the  Bank  must  comply  with  Boston  City 
Code,  Ordinance  6,  Section  155,  Divesting  Munici- 
pal/Public Monies  From  Banks  And  Firms  Doing  Busi- 
ness With  Or  In  The  Republic  of  South  Africa  Or  Nami- 
bia, a  copy  which  is  attached  hereto.

AGREEMENT  PROVISION

The  City  of  Boston  ("the  City")  and  the  State  Street 
Bank  &  Trust  Company  ("the  Bank")  hereby  enter  into 
the  following  agreement  for  the  provision  of  banking 
services.

Section  1  —  Every  owner  of  record  of  a  private  or 
public  property  shall  be  initially  responsible  for  removal 
of  so-called  "graffiti""  defacement  of  a  structure,  includ- 
ing trees,  under  his  or  her  control.  This  ordinance  shall 
affect  graffiti  which  is  visible  from  public  ways  abutting 
the  property  parcel,  and  which  defacement  extends  in 
any  direction  more  than  two  feet. 

The  Inspectional  Services  Department  shall  be 
charged  with  receiving  complaints  relating  to  graffiti  and 
enforcing  removal  of  offensive  defacement.  The  deci- 
sion of  the  inspector  assigned  to  view  a  marking  shall 
determine  enforcement,  but  may  be  appealed  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Inspectional  Services. 

A  property  owner  or  his  designated  agent  responsible 
for  the  upkeep  of  the  property  shall  cause  removal  of 
offending  graffiti  within  30  days  of  a  notification  by  the 
Inspectional  Services  Department.  Cost  of  removal, 
through  painting  over  or  other  methods,  will  be  borne  by 
the  owner.

Whereas,  The  present  city  "residency"  Ordinance 
was  intended  to  ensure  that  Boston  City  jobs  go  to  quali- 
fied Boston  Residents  and  that  the  work  force  would  re- 
flect the  neighborhood  and  ethnic  diversity  of  the  city; 
and 

Whereas,  The  present  Ordinance  has  been  eviscerated 
at  the  state  level  through  categorical  exemptions  and 
grandfathering  clauses  that  causes  63.5%  of  the  city's 
employees  to  be  exempt  from  the  law;  and 

Whereas,  A  1978  Mass.  Labor  Relations  Commission 
ruling  established  the  ascendency  of  contracts  over  this 
Ordinance,  some  of  which  do  not  contain  residency  re- 
quirements; and 

Whereas,  It  is  manifestly  unfair  to  have  an  Ordinance 
that  arbitrarily  applies  to  some  employees  but  not  others; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Council  wishes  to  retain  the  objectives 
of  the  Ordinance  but  cannot  in  good  faith  support  an  un- 
fair law;  Now  Therefore  Be  It 

Ordered,  That  until  such  a  time  as  the  Mayor  provides 
the  Boston  City  Council  with  a  revised  residency  Ordi- 
nance or  Home  Rule  Petition  certified  by  Corporate 
Counsel  as  to  its  compatibility  with  the  City  Charter  and 
said  Ordinance  or  Home  Rule  Petition  has  been  passed 
and  takes  effect,  no  person  shall  have  his  or  her  employ- 
ment terminated  as  a  result  of  lack  or  compliance  with 
Sections  5  -5 .

Whereas,  A  fair  share  of  more  than  10  percent  should, 
injustice,  be  borne  by  the  communities  of  Chelsea,  Re- 
vere and  Winthrop  for  county  services  their  residents  en- 
joy; 

Whereas,  Costs  of  operating  the  penal  insitutions  for 
Suffolk  threaten  to  overrun  the  current  and  prospective 
budget  allotments,  further  exacerbating  taxpayer  bur- 
derns; 

Whereas,  Boston  according  to  1990  Federal  census 
figures  has  86.5%  of  the  total  County  population  and 
89.43%  of  the  total  1990  equalized  property  valuation  of 
Suffolk  County; 

Whereas,  Taxpayers  in  Boston  thus  have  reason  to 
look  for  relief  of  at  least  a  tithing  share  of  Suffolk  County 
costs  pending  a  more  permanent  solution;

Section  1  —  As  a  matter  of  justice  to  alleviate  a  burden 
imposed  on  the  City  of  Boston  by  statute  (Chapter  109  of 
the  Acts  of  1821)  the  Commonwealth  shall  provide  asis- 
tance  equal  to  ten  percent  of  the  annual  net  cost  of  Suffolk 
County  operations. 

Section  1  —  The  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston,  as 
Treasurerof  the  County  of  Suffolk,  annually  by  Novem- 
ber 1 ,  shall  file  with  the  clerks  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  and  to  the  Local  Services  Division  of  the 
Department  of  Revenue  an  accounting  of  Suffolk  County 
net  operating  costs  for  the  fiscal  year  next  preceding.  A 
copy  of  the  report  shall  also  be  submitted  to  the  mayors 
and  city  councils  of  Boston,  Chelsea  and  Revere  and  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  the  Town  of  Winthrop. 

Section  3  —  The  Department  of  Revenue  shall,  after 
review  of  the  report  from  the  City-County  Treasurer, 
ascertair  or  rebut  its  correctness  and  determine  the  net 
total  costs  of  Suffolk  County  operations  for  the  previous 
fiscal  year.  The  Department  of  Revenue  shall  thereupon 
be  authorized  to  transfer  from  the  Massachusetts  sales 
tax  receipts  collected  within  the  City  of  Boston  in  the 
previous  fiscal  year  an  amount  equal  to  ten  percent  of  the 
net  cost  of  Suffolk  County  operations  and  pay  the  same 
over  tot  he  County  Treasurer  of  Suffolk. 

Section  4  —  Notwithstanding  special  statutes  to  the 
contrary,  there  shall  be  established  the  Suffolk  County 
Commission  consisting  on  nineteen  members.  The  mem- 
bership shall  include  the  mayor  of  Boston  and  13  mem- 
bers of  the  Boston  City  Council;  two  persons  represent- 
ing the  City  of  Revere  chosen  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Revere;  one  person  representing  the  City  of 
Chelsea,  chosen  by  the  mayor  and  city  council,  or,  if  no 


mayor,  by  the  city  receiver  and  city  council;  one  person 
chosen  by  the  selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Winthrop;  and 
one  person  chosen  jointly  by  elected  officials  of  the  cities 
of  Revere  and  Chelsea  and  Town  of  Winthrop  who  shall 
be  a  voter  and  resident  of  one  of  the  three  communities  to 
serve  as  at-large  commissioner  representating  Revere, 
Chelsea  and  Winthrop. 

Members  shall  serve  two-year  terms  from  the  first 
Monday  of  each  even-numbered  year  starting  in  1994, 
except  that  the  representative  from  Winthrop  shall  have  a 
term  coinciding  with  annual  town  elecfions.

For  Suffolk  County,  the  duties  prescribed  for  the 
board  of  section  fifty -one,  except  clause  (c)  shall  be  per- 
formed by  the  Suffolk  County  Commission  employing 
technical  assistance  of  the  Personnel  Division  of  the  City 
of  Boston;  the  duties  prescribed  by  sections  forty-nine  to 
fifty-five  inclusive,  shall  be  performed  by  the  supervisor 
of  budgets  for  the  city  of  Boston  who  shall  submit  the 
recommended  Suffolk  County  budget  to  the  Suffolk 
County  Commission  for  approval;  and  all  other  duties 
prescribed  and  powers  conferred  by  said  sections  forty- 
nine  to  fifty-five  shall  be  performed  by  the  Suffolk 
County  Commission. 

Section  6  —  Any  provisions  of  special  laws  inconsis- 
tent with  the  spirit  of  this  act  shall  be  amended  or  de- 
lected in  accordance  and  any  sections  of  this  act  deemed 
unconstitutional  shall  not  impair  remaining  sections.

lb  clarify  the  procedures  in  issuance  of  uniforms  and 
the  use  of  badges,  I  submit  the  following: 

1 .  Boston  police  officers  are  issued  their  initial  set  of 
uniforms  as  recruits.  From  that  point  on,  uniforms 
are  maintained  out  of  the  officer's  clothing  allow- 
ance. 

2.  Old  and  broken  Boston  police  badges  are  kept  in 
storage  by  the  Property  Clerk,  and  the  badges  of 
officers  who  retire  are  encased  in  plastic  and  given 


to  such  officers.  Then,  and  only  at  that  time,  are 
new  badges  issued.

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  Order  to  de- 
clare surplus  twenty  (20)  certain  parcels  of  land  located 
in  the  Downtown  District  of  the  City  of  Boston,  roughly 
bounded  by  Summer  Street,  Causeway  Street,  Atlantic 
Avenue  and  the  Surface  Artery  and  to  transfer  the  care 
custody,  management  and  control  to  the  Public  Facilities 

Commission;  and  a  further  Order  approving  the  transfer 
often  million  dollars  ($10,000,000.00)  in  proceeds  from 
the  Surplus  Property  Disposition  Fund  to  the  General 
Fund  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  the  County  of  Suffolk.  These  funds  were  included  in 
the  City's  Fiscal  Year  1992  Tax  Rate  Certification  as  part 
of  Fiscal  Year  1992  Revenues.  Approval  of  this  Order 
thus  supports  the  City's  balanced  budget  in  Fiscal  Year 
1992. 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  through  its  De- 
partment of  Highways,  is  in  the  process  of  preparing, 
designing  and  constructing  the  Central  Artery/Tlmnel 
Project,  which  includes,  among  other  elements,  the  re- 
construction of  Interstate  93  through  downtown  Boston, 
the  relocation  of  utilities  and  the  construction  of  new  sur- 
face streets  and  walkways.  To  perform  the  above  activi- 
ties, the  Commonwealth  must  acquire  ownership  of  the 
above  referenced  City  parcels  pursuant  to  a  Land  Dispo- 
sition Agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Common- 
wealth. The  City  shall  retain  a  Public  Way  easement  in 
the  premises  conveyed.

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  a  Home  Rule  Pe- 
tition regarding  residency  requirement  for  city  employ- 
ees. The  1976  ordinance  requiring  all  City  employees 
hired  on  or  after  July  1 .  1976  to  be  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston  has  been  steadily  eroded  by  superseding  state  leg- 
islation, and  further  modified  by  collective  bargaining 
agreements  and  locally-approved  waivers.  Two-thirds  of 
City  government  jobs  are  now  exempt  from  the  residency 
requirement. 

Last  January  I  appointed  a  Task  Force  on  Residency, 
which  included  City  CouncU  President  Christopher  lan- 
neUa,  to  examine  the  adequacy  and  fairness  of  die  City's 
existing  residency  laws.  The  Task  Force  recommended 
that  the  City  of  Boston  seek  statutory  authority-  to  institute 
a  mandatory  residency  requirement  for  all  future  em- 
ployees hired  after  enactment  of  the  new  State  law.  The 
Task  Force  further  recommended  that  current  conditions 
of  employment  remain  in  effect  for  all  employees  hired 
prior  to  passage  of  the  new  State  law\  The  Order  I  am 
submitting  today  codifies  these  recommendations. 

The  Task  Force  recommended,  and  I  concur,  that  re- 
quiring residency  for  all  newly  hired  employees  while 
allowing  current  employees  to  remain  governed  by  the 
rules  under  which  they  are  presendy  employed,  is  the 
most  fair  and  even-handed  approach.

Despite  political  pledges  on  the  parts  of  many  of  you, 
we  are  moving  further  and  fiirther  away  from  Treatment 
on  Demand.

•  200  detox  treatment  beds  have  been  lost  since  1989 
due  to  budget  cuts 

•  Addicts  are  forced  to  go  into  Emergency  Rooms  at 
hospitals  at  $600/visit  because  there  are  no  detox 
bedsat$110/day 

•  AIDS  rates  are  rapidly  rising  for  the  substance  abuse 
population 

•  400,000  people  in  the  Commonwealth  have  sub- 
stance abuse  problems 

•  On  any  one  day  10  percent  of  those,  40,000  people, 
are  looking  for  treatment 

•  There  are  still  1 2  week-long  waiting  lists  for  halfway 
houses  and  therapeutic  communities 

•  New  regulations  have  made  it  more  difficult  to  re- 
ceive treatment

be  punished  by  a  term  of  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison 
for  not  less  than  two  and  one-half  nor  more  than  fifteen 
years  or  by  imprisonment  in  a  jail  or  house  of  correction 
for  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  two  and  one-half 
years.  No  sentence  imposed  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  for  less  than  a  mandatory  minimum  term 
of  imprisonment  of  two  years.  A  fine  of  not  less  than  one 
thousand  nor  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars  may  be  im- 
posed but  not  in  lieu  of  the  mandatory  minimum  two  year 
term  of  imprisonment  established  herein.  In  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  section  8A  of  chapter  279  of  the 
General  Laws,  such  sentence  shall  begin  from  and  after 
the  expiration  of  the  sentence  for  violation  of  section  32, 
32A,  32B,  32C,  32D,  32E,  32F  321,  or  32K.  For  the 
purposes  of  this  section  the  term  "elderly /handicapped 
multi-family  housing  development"  shall  mean  any 
building,  structure,  development,  or  complex  of  ten  or 
more  dwelling  units  under  common  ownership,  rented  or 
offered  for  rent  for  dwelling  purposes  within  the  city  of 
Boston,  which  is  specifically  designed  or  designated  for 
rental  by  elderly  or  handicapped  persons.  Lack  of  knowl- 
edge of  elderly /handicapped  multi-family  housing  devel- 
opment boundaries  shall  not  be  a  defense  to  any  person 
who  violates  the  provisions  of  this  section.  The  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  in  its  capacity  as  planning 
board  for  the  city  of  Boston  shall  prepare  maps  for  each 
such  elderly/handicapped  multi-family  housing  develop- 
ment designating  the  boundaries  of  the  one  thousand  foot 
zone.

Whereas,  Two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  new  cases  of 
AIDS  were  reported  in  Boston  during  1991,  with  fifty 
(50)  new  cases  reported  in  May  of  1992;  and 

Whereas,  10,891  cases  of  chlamydia,  5,983  cases  of 
gonorrhea,  and  1,394  cases  of  syphilis  were  reported  in 
Massachusetts  in  1991 ;  and

ally transmitted  diseases  constitutes  a  public  health 
emergency  for  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  risk  of  transmission  of  all  of  these  sexu- 
ally transmitted  diseases  can  be  greatly  reduced  through 
the  use  of  latex  condoms;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  shown  that  wider  availability  of 
condoms  can  help  decrease  the  incidence  of  sexually

Whereas,  Further  availability  of  condoms  in  establish- 
ments with  entertainment  licenses  will  send  a  message  of 
responsibility  to  all  segments  of  society;  Now,  therefore,

Chapter  17-13  of  the  City  of  Boston  Code  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  the  following  new  sections,  to  be 
appropriately  numbered  by  the  City  Clerk: 

Prevention  of  Sexually  Transmitted 
Diseases 

Section  1 .  Declaration  of  Public  Health  Emergency 
The  spread  of  sexually  transmitted  diseases  (STDs)  in- 
cluding acquired  immune  deficiency  syndrome  (AIDS) 
and  Human  Immunodeficiency  Virus  (HIV)  infection, 
has  created  a  public  health  emergency.  The  spread  of 
these  diseases  can  be  limited  through  the  availability  of 
affordable,  high  quality  latex  condoms  in  certain  places 
of  public  accommodation. 
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Section  2.  Requirement  of  Vending  Macines  Which 
Depense  Condoms 

A.  In  order  to  be  granted  an  annual  seven-day  enter- 
tainment license  from  the  Licensing  Division  of  the  May- 
or's Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  and  Licensing,  appli- 
cants must  install  and  maintain  coin-operated  vending 
machines  which  dispense  affordable,  high  quality  latex 
condoms.  Current  holders  of  annual  seven-day  entertain- 
ment licenses  from  the  Licensing  Division  of  the  May- 
or's Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  and  Licensing  must  in- 
stall and  maintain  coin-operated  vending  machines 
which  dispense  affordable,  high  quality  latex  condoms  in 
order  to  continue  to  be  licensed. 

B.  The  condom  vending  machines  shall  be  located  in  a 
publicly  accessible  place,  or  in  at  least  one  male  and  one 
female  rest  room,  and  shall  display  a  sticker  prepared  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  which  will 
provide  telephone  numbers  for  referral  and  information 
concerning  STDs,  including  AIDS. 

C.  For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance  a  "high  quality 
latex  condom"  means  a  condom  which  is  made  of  latex, 
a  specific  tyf)e  of  rubber  product  that  has  no  pores,  and 
which  is  tested  and  approved  by  the  U.S.  Food  and  Drug 
Administration. 

Section  3.  List  of  Vending  Machine  Operators 
The  Licensing  Division  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Con- 
sumer Affairs  and  Licensing  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  shall  maintain  a  list  of  vending  ma- 
chine operators  who  agree  to  install  and  maintain  the 
vending  machines  in  continous  working  order  at  no  cost 
to  the  owners  or  lessees  of  the  licensed  premises. 
Section  4.  Exemptions 

A.  This  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  any  annual  seven- 
day  enteretainment  license  holder  whose  establishment 
is  not  required  to  have  a  rest  room. 

B.  This  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  any  annual  seven- 
day  entertainment  license  which  is  held  by  a  religious 
institution  or  an  organization  affiliated  with  a  particular 
religion.

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  continues  to  be  adversely 
affected  by  the  fiscal  crisis  plaguing  the  Commonwealth; 
and 

Whereas,  Section  333  of  House  5700  amends  Section 
22  A  of  chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws  by  striking  out  the 
fifth  sentence;  and 

Whereas,  The  effect  of  this  amendment  is  to  permit 
cities  and  towns  to  use  parking  meters  and  parking  meter 
posts  for  advertising  purposes;  and 

Whereas,  If  this  amendment  becomes  law,  expeditious 
passage  of  an  ordinance  to  regulate  parking  meter  adver- 
tisement in  the  City  of  Boston  would  speed  revenues  to 
crucial  programs  which  are  now  starving  for  funding; 
and 

Whereas,  Revenue  from  parking  meter  rentals  could 
support  much  needed  neighborhood  based  services  such 
as  programs  administered  by  neighborhood  health  cen- 
ters; and 

Whereas,  Organizations  representing  Boston's  neigh- 
borhoods should  have  the  right  to  decide  whether  parking 
meter  advertising  is  to  be  allowed  in  their  neighborhood

Ordained,  That  the  City  of  Boston  Code  is  hereby

Advertising  on  Parking  Meters 

Section  1 .  Definitions  —  where  used  in  this  ordinance, 
the  following  terms  shall  mean: 

a)  "Landmarks  Commission  Group"  —  any  or- 
ganization with  legal  jurisdiction  in  an  area  over 
placement  of  advertising  upon  parking  meters  and 
parking  meter  posts. 

b)  "Neighborhood  Organization"  —  any  organi- 
zation with  defined  geographic  boundaries  whose 
membership  is  open  to  residents  within  those  bound- 
aries, in  which  power  for  decision  making  rests  with 
that  membership  or  those  elected  by  it,  and  which  is 
recognized  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
as  representing  the  interests  of  residents  living 
within  those  boundaries. 
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c)  "Parking  Meter  Advertising  Fund"  —  a  fund, 
administered  by  the  Boston  Transportation  Depart- 
ment, into  which  all  revenues  from  leasing  of  park- 
ing meters  and  parking  meter  posts  for  advertising 
purposes  shall  be  deposited. 

d)  "Parking  Meter  Advertising  Fund  Account" 
—  the  account  of  the  Parking  Meter  Advertising 
Fund,  in  which  shall  be  recorded  all  relevant  finan- 
cial information  regarding  the  account,  including 
but  not  limited  to  the  location  of  meters  leased  for 
advertising  purposes  and  the  amounts  of  revenues 
from  such  leases,  and  the  name  of  the  recipient  orga- 
nization, the  amount  received,  and  the  purpose  for 
which  monies  were  received  in  the  case  of  all  dis- 
bursements of  monies  from  the  Parking  Meter  Ad- 
vertising Fund. 

e)  "Recipient  Organization"  —  an  organization 
with  tax-exempt  status  under  section  501c3,  or  suc- 
ceeding sections,  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code, 
which  is  chosen  by  the  majority  of  those  neighbor- 
hood organizations  in  an  area  which  have  approved 
leasing  of  parking  meters  or  parking  meter  posts  in 
their  area  for  advertising  purposes. 

Section  2.  The  Commissioner  of  the  Transportation 
Department,  or  that  person's  designee,  shall  have  the  au- 
thority to  enter  contracts  to  lease  space  on  parking  meters 
and  parking  meter  posts  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance.  The  Commissioner  shall  enter  into  such  con- 
tracts with  the  highest  responsible  and  eligible  bidder. 

Section  3.  Space  on  parking  meters  in  an  area  may  be 
leased  with  the  approval  of  the  Landmarks  Commission 
group  or  groups,  if  any,  with  jurisdiction  over  the  area 
and  with  the  approval  of  a  majority  of  neighborhood  or- 
ganizations representing  residents  of  the  area,  however, 
those  organizations  approving  such  use  shall  also  desig- 
nate a  recipient  organization  for  revenues  that  result  from 
such  leases.

Whereas,  The  Department  of  Public  Works  estimates 
annual  savings  of  $449,956  resulting  from  conversion  of 
12,500  street  lights  owned  by  the  City  of  Boston  and  esti- 
mates annual  savings  of  $753, 186  resulting  from  the  con- 
version of  25,150  street  lights  owned  by  Boston  Edison; 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  would  save  approxi- 
mately $1 .2  million  each  year  upon  complete  conversion 
of  mercury  vapor  street  lights  to  high  pressure  sodium 
street  lights;  and 

Whereas,  Savings  will  increase  proportionately  with 
the  percentage  of  street  lights  which  are  converted,  and 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  estimates  that  conver- 
sion will  take  three  to  five  years  based  on  its  current  work

Ordered,  That  the  Department  of  Public  Works  should 
convert  street  lights  under  its  jurisdiction  as  rapidly  as 


possible  and  should  work  with  Boston  Edison  to  assure 
that  Boston  Edison  is  converting  street  lights  under  its 
jurisdiction  as  rapidly  as  possible;  and  Be  It  Further 

Ordered,  That  Landmarks  Commission  groups  having 
jurisdiction  over  steet  light  conversions  should  as  rapidly 
as  possible  consider  whether  to  support  such  conver- 
sions, and  should  consider  the  effect  upon  the  City  of 
Boston  of  the  resulting  savings;  and  Be  It  Further

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  an  order  autho- 
rizing the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  to  accept  and 
expend  two  million  dollars  ($2,000,(X)0)  for  the  reim- 
bursement of  the  costs  of  the  1 992  Summer  Youth  Em- 
ployment Program. 

The  two  million  dollar  Youth  At-Risk  grant  from  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  the  City  of  Boston 
will  be  administered  through  EDIC  and  managed  by  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department.  The  Parks  Depart- 
ment is  coordinating  the  overall  operation  and  financial 
management  and  reporting  of  the  Boston  Youth  Clean-Up 
Corps  (BYCC),  the  Boston  Private  Industry  Council 
(PIC)  and  Action  for  Boston  Community  Development 
(ABCD)  for  job  placement. 

The  grant  has  been  awarded  for  the  purpose  of  hiring 
up  to  1,700  Boston  residents  aged  14-20.  The  youth  will 
be  hired  from  the  existing  waiting  lists  of  the  BYCC,  PIC 
and  ABCD.  The  BYCC  will  hire  additional  youth  for  po- 
sitions with  the  Clean-Up  Corps,  community-based  or- 
ganizations, and  non-profit  agencies.  The  ABCD  is  hir- 
ing youth  for  additional  community-based  organizations 
within  the  City.  The  PIC  is  hiring  youth  for  positions 
within  the  Boston  area  Health  Education  Consortium,  the 
municipal  court  system,  and  other  non-profit  organiza- 
tions. 

Administration  of  this  program  will  not  require  addi- 
tional full-time  or  part-time  staffing.  Existing  city  per- 
sonnel will  be  operating  this  program  under  the  direction 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Parks  and  Recreation.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  retransmit  herewith  my  proposed  Fiscal  Year  1993 
operating  budget  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  County  of 
Suffolk.  As  you  know,  this  is  a  budget  that  reflects  real 
reductions  in  many  important  services  because  of  the  col- 
lapse of  the  local  aid  partnership  between  the  Common- 


wealth and  Its  cities  and  towns.  Unless  this  partnership  is 
restored,  or  municipalities  are  granted  a  greater  measure 
of  fiscal  independence,  we  will  see  even  greater  financial 
problems  in  the  future. 

One  of  the  areas  of  reduction  that  was  of  deepest  con- 
cern to  us  was  a  proposed  reduction  in  unrestricted  fund- 
ing for  the  neighborhood  health  centers.  I  am  pleased  to 
recommend  to  you  a  revised  FY93  budget  in  which  this 
funding  has  been  reinstated.  The  $3  million  increase  in 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  appropriation  to 
$180.8  million  will  restore  full  funding  to  the  neighbor- 
hood health  centers. 

Revenue  to  support  this  increase  comes  first  from  a 
new  $2  million  one  time  contribution  from  Boston's 
teaching  hospitals  to  the  City.  This  historic  contribution, 
developed  with  strong  support  from  the  City  Council, 
reflects  the  hospitals'  recognition  of  both  the  role  that 
community  health  centers  play  in  protecting  the  health 
status  of  Boston  residents,  and  the  very  severe  financial 
constraints  facing  Boston  as  a  result  of  local  aid  reduc- 
tions. Second,  strengthened  collaborative  relationships 
between  Boston  City  Hospital  and  the  health  centers,  and 
the  anticipated  inclusion  of  BCH  as  a  provider  in  several 
City  employee  health  insurance  plans  will  produce  a 
small  increase  in  BCH  admissions  and  thus  support  an 
increase  in  hospital  revenues. 

Unfortunately,  there  has  not  been  any  other  change  in 
the  City's  overall  revenue  outlook  since  April.  The  pend- 
ing state  budget  does  not  appear  to  recognize  the  struc- 
tural weakness  in  local  government  finance  in  Massachu- 
setts. I  resubmit  this  budget  to  you  with  the  full 
recognition  that  we  need  to  work  together  to  ensure  a 
balanced  and  responsible  spending  plan  for  FY93.  We 
share  a  mutual  obligation  to  protect  the  City's  financial 
standing.  In  that  context  I  respectfully  recommend  adop- 
tion of  this  order.

I  transmit  herewith  an  appropriation  order  in  the 
amount  of  $374,000,000  for  the  Boston  School  Depart- 
ment for  FY93,  submitted  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936,  as  most  recently 
amended  by  Chapter  108  of  the  Acts  of  1991. 

This  requested  appropriation  when  combined  with  the 
$4.5  million  in  State  Equal  Education  Opportunity  Grant 
and  Federal  Impact  Aid,  will  make  available  to  the 
School  Department  $378.5  million  for  FY93  in  direct 
operating  funds.  The  School  Department  projects  an  ad- 
ditional $63.1  million  in  categorical  grant  funds,  for  a 
total  operating  budget  of  $441.6  million,  a  1.7  percent 
reduction  from  last  year.  In  addition,  the  City's  FY93 
Capital  Plan  outlines  $187  million  in  school  investment, 
a  $22  million  increase  over  last  year's  Plan. 

Unlike  prior  years,  I  have  received  this  year  a  School 
Department  budget  within  appropriation.  The  School 
Committee,  working  with  Superintendent  Harrison- 
Jones,  recognized  the  critical  fiscal  situation  that  the  City 
faces  and  produced  both  a  fiscally  accountable  and  edu- 
cationally sound  budget.  The  School  Committee  and  the 
Superintendent  developed  a  budget  which  moves  to  elim- 
inate the  waste  and  inefficiencies  within  the  School  De- 
partment and  which  directs  essential  funds  toward  the 
most  important  element  within  the  budget  —  classroom 
services. 

Despite  a  reduction  in  total  direct  operating  funds, 
chiefly  due  to  cuts  in  local  aid,  the  School  Committee  and 
Superintendent  were  able  to  increase  instructional  re- 
sources from  64.8  percent  of  the  current  budget  to  67.0 
percent  in  FY93,  maintain  low  pupil  teacher  ratios  with 
class  size  averages  of  between  20-24,  increase  the  num- 
ber of  high  school  and  bilingual  teachers,  and  increase 
the  instructional  supplies  budget  by  over  $  1  million  in  the 
city-funded  budget,  while  reducing  both  administration 
and  transportation  costs.

Whereas,  Time  Warner,  Inc.,  which  produced  the  re- 
cord, has  justified  its  release  on  the  grounds  that  the  First 
Amendment  protects  such  speech,  missing  the  point  of 
law  enforcement  agencies  who  argue  that  Time  Warner, 
Inc.,  also  has  a  corporate  responsibility  to  exercise  ma- 
ture judgment  and  common  sense  over  the  music  it  pro- 
motes for  public  consumption  to  our  nation's  youth;  and 


Whereas,  The  Boston  Police  Patrolmen's  Association 
has  voiced  its  concern  over  the  inflammatory  rhetoric 
which  justifies  random  violence  against  police  officers;

We  have  been  forced 
to  make  difficult  decisions  affecting  critical  municipal 
services,  and  have  found  it  necessary  to  eliminate  worth- 
while programs  which  have  heretofore  been  provided  by 
the  City.  Trash  collection  at  the  Blackstone  Market  has 
been  one  casualty  of  these  local  aid  reductions.  Despite 
the  special  nature  of  the  Market,  the  City  can  no  longer 
afford  to  provide  free  trash  service,  especially  since 
Boston  does  not  provide  such  services  for  other  commer- 
cial enterprises. 

In  order  to  continue  City  rubbish  removal  at  the  Black- 
stone Market,  this  ordinance  authorizes  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  to  establish  a  charge  to  the  ven-

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Each  licensee  holding  a  license  under  any 
provision  of  law  to  use  or  occupy  a  street  or  sidewalk  in 
the  historic  Haymarket-Blackstone  Market,  as  defined  in 
City  of  Boston  Ordinances,  Title  XVII,  subsection  17- 
3.1,  shall  pay  to  the  City  in  each  fiscal  year  a  charge,  in 
addition  to  any  licensing  fee  imposed,  for  services  ren- 
dered or  work  performed  by  the  City  for  that  class  of 
persons  who  are  such  licensees  to  clean  up  and  dispose  of 
commercial  refuse  and  garbage  in  said  Market.

222,  as  the  Commis- 
sioner in  his  discretion  may  determine;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  said  charge  shall  not  be  greater  than  $1 ,000  for 
each  such  license  held  in  any  fiscal  year;  and  provided 
further,  that  said  Commissioner  shall  fix  the  charges  to 
be  paid  for  each  such  license  held  based  upon  the  actual 
costs  incurred  by  the  City  for  such  clean  up  and  disposal 
in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  and  upon  the  number  of  li- 
censes held  by  the  licensees  in  said  class. 

Section  2.  Said  charge  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  by  each 
licensee  in  said  class  no  later  than  thirty  days  after  the  day 
on  which  said  Commissioner  has  sent  notice  to  said  li- 
censees of  the  charge  fixed  by  him. 

Section  3.  If  a  licensee  fails  to  pay  a  charge  authorized 
by  this  ordinance  within  the  time  specified  in  Section  2 
hereof,  the  licensing  authority  is  hereby  authorized  to 
revoke  or  suspend  any  license  granted  and,  in  its  discre- 
tion, may  refuse  to  issue  any  subsequent  license  until  any 
charge  authorized  herein  has  been  paid.

The  De- 
partment will  work  with  the  City  Council  to  establish  the 
most  suitable  plan  for  the  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  Chapter  43B,  Section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Chapter 
XI,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  Secfion  11-2,  enti- 
tled "Security  Alarm  Systems",  in  its  entirety  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following  new  section; 
1 1-2  SECURITY  ALARM  SYSTEMS. 
11-2.1  Definitions. 

When  used  in  this  chapter,  unless  contrary  intention 
clearly  appears,  the  following  words  and  phrases  shall 
have  the  following  meanings; 

(a)  "Central  station  operating  company";  A  company 
equipped  to  receive  a  security  alarm  signal  from  each  of 
its  customers  and  which  then  transmits  to  the  Boston  Po- 
lice Department  (BPD)  the  location  of  any  such  alarm  the 
central  station  operating  company  receives. 

(b)  "Commissioner";  The  Commissioner  of  the 
Boston  Police  Department  or  his  designee. 

(c)  "False  alarm";  The  transmittal  of  a  signal  to  the 
Boston  Police  Deparatment,  whether  because  of  human 
or  mechanical  error,  and  whether  through  a  central  sta- 
tion operating  company  or  directly,  even  though  there  is 
no  person  entering  or  attempting  to  enter,  without  autho- 
rization, in  or  on  real  property  protected  by  a  security 
alarm  system. 

(d)  "Security  alarm  system";  An  electronic  or  me- 
chanical device  used  to  warn  of  a  person  entering  or  at- 
tempting to  enter,  without  authorization,  in  or  on  real 
property. 

(e)  "Security  alarm  user";  A  person,  company,  cor- 
poration or  other  entity  utilizing  a  security  alarm  system 
to  protect  his  or  its  real  property  located  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

l\-2. 2  Alarm  Information  List 

The  Commissioner  shall  create  and  maintain  a  list 
known  as  the  Alarm  Information  List.  Each  central  sta- 
tion operating  company  shall,  as  set  forth  herein,  provide 
the  information  for  said  list  to  the  Commissioner  as  to  all 
of  its  customers  who  have  a  security  alarm  system.  A 
security  alarm  user,  if  his  or  its  security  alarm  system  is 
not  connected  to  a  central  station  operating  company, 
shall  provide  the  information  for  said  list  to  the  Commis- 
sioner as  to  said  user. 

The  Alarm  Information  List  shall  consist  of  the  follow- 
ing information  from  a  central  station  operating  com- 
pany: 

(a)  the  name,  address  and  telephone  numbers  of  the 
central  station  operating  company; 

(b)  the  location  of  the  premises  where  each  such  cus- 
tomer's security  alarm  system  is  located; 

(c)  the  name,  address,  and  home  and  work  telephone 
numbers  of  each  such  customer; 

(d)  the  names,  addresses,  and  home  and  work  tele- 
phone numbers  of  at  least  two  persons  who  can  be  con- 
tacted twenty-four  (24)  hours  a  day  who  are  authorized 
by  the  central  station  operating  company  or  the  customer 
to  respond  to  a  security  alarm  signal  and  who  have  access 
to  the  premises  from  where  the  security  alarm  signal  is 
emitting;  and 

(e)  such  other  information  as  the  Commissioner  may 
require. 

The  Alarm  Information  List  shall  consist  of  the  follow- 
ing information  as  to  a  security  alarm  user  whose  secu- 
rity alarm  system  is  not  connected  to  a  central  station 
operating  company: 

(a)  the  location  of  the  premises  where  the  security 
alarm  system  is  located; 
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(b)  the  name,  address,  and  home  and  work  telephone 
numbers  of  the  security  alarm  user; 

(c)  the  names,  addresses,  and  home  and  work  tele- 
phone numbers  of  at  least  two  persons  who  can  be  con- 
tacted twenty-four  (24)  hours  a  day  who  are  authorized 
by  the  security  alarm  user  to  respond  to  a  security  alarm 
signal  and  who  have  access  to  the  premises  where  the 
security  alarm  signal  is  emitting;  and 

(d)  such  other  information  as  the  Commissioner  may 
require. 

The  Commissioner  may  at  any  time  send  a  notice  of  the 
requirements  of  this  section  to  a  central  station  operating 
company  or  to  a  security  alarm  user.  A  central  station 
operating  company  shall  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  this  section  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  corrmiis- 
sioner  has  sent  it  such  notice.  Similarly,  a  security  alarm 
user  whose  security  alarm  system  is  not  connected  to  a 
central  station  operating  company  shall  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  this  section  within  sixty  (60)  days  after 
the  Commissioner  has  sent  him  or  it  such  notice.  If  such  a 
central  station  operating  company  or  security  alarm  user 
fails  to  comply  with  this  section,  the  Commissioner  may 
assess  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  for  each  day  of  non- 
compliance. 

11-2.3  Updating  Information . 

Every  central  station  operating  company  and  every  se- 
curity alarm  user  whose  security  alarm  system  is  not  con- 
nected to  a  central  station  operating  company  shall  be 
responsible  for  updating  the  information  herein  required 
to  be  provided  to  the  Commissioner.  If  the  information 
provided  changes,  said  central  station  operating  com- 
pany or  security  alarm  user  shall  provide  the  Commis- 
sioner with  the  updated  information.  If  such  a  central 
station  operating  company  or  security  alarm  user  fails  to 
comply  with  this  section,  the  Commissioner  may  assess  a 
fine  of  fifty  dollars  ($50.00). 

1 1-2.4  False  Alarm  Assessment  Schedule. 

Any  security  alarm  user  whose  security  alarm  system 
transmits  to  the  Boston  Police  Department  more  than  two 
(2)  false  alarms  in  a  calendar  year,  whether  through  a 
central  station  operating  company  or  directly,  shall  be 
assessed  a  fine  pursuant  to  G.L.  Chapter  40,  Section  21 
for  the  third  and  any  subsequent  false  alarm  according  to 
the  following  schedule: 

(a)  Third  false  alarm:  $50.00 

(b)  Fourth  false  alarm:  $100.00 

(c)  Fifth  false  alarm  $200.00 

For  the  sixth  and  any  subsequent  false  alarm,  the  fine 
shall  be  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  per  violation, 
each  day  after  any  such  false  alarm  to  be  considered  a 
new  violation.  A  security  alarm  user  shall  be  assessed 
said  $200.00  per  day  until  he  can  demonstrate  to  the 
Commissioner  that  the  causes  of  the  false  alarms  have 
been  remedied. 

11-2.5  Municipal  Charges  Lien. 

If  a  fine  assessed  for  a  false  alarm  pursuant  to  subsec- 
tion 11-2.4  hereof  has  not  been  paid  by  the  due  date,  the 
Commissioner  shall  impose  a  lien  on  the  real  property 
where  such  false  alarm  occurred  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  G.L.  Chapter  40,  Section  58  and  shall  notify  the 
security  alarm  user  in  writing  of  such  lien.  The  provi- 
sions of  this  subsection  shall  apply  to  fines  that  remain 
unpaid  or  that  become  due  and  payable  on  or  after  the 
effective  date  of  this  section. 

11-2.6  Restrictions  on  Tape  Dialers  and  Automatic 
Telephone  Devices. 

Ninety  (90)  days  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  no 
security  alarm  system  shall  be  equipped  with  a  tape  dialer 
or  similar  automatic  telephone  device  which  will  trans- 
mit an  alarm  signal  to  the  91 1  emergency  system  or  any 
telephone  lines  of  the  Boston  Police  Department.  If  a  se- 
curity alarm  user  fails  to  comply  with  this  section,  the 
Commissioner  may  assess  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars 
($50.00). 


11-2.7  Testing  Equipment. 

All  security  alarm  users  must  notify  the  Commissioner 
in  advance  of  any  testing  of  equipment.  Failure  to  notify 
the  Commissioner  in  advance  of  a  testing  of  equipment 
shall  constitute  a  false  alarm  and  be  subject  to  the  assess- 
ment schedule  contained  herein  in  Subsection  11-2. 5. 

1 1-2.S  Audible  Bell  or  Horn. 

All  security  alarm  systems  which  use  an  audible  bell  or 
horn  shall  be  equipped  with  an  automatic  shut-off  device 
which  will  deactivate  the  security  alarm  system  within 
ten  (10)  minutes  of  its  sounding.  All  security  alarm  users 
with  an  audible  bell  or  horn  shall  install  and  maintain 
such  automatic  shut-off  device  within  ninety  (90)  days  of 
the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  if  not  already  so 
equipped. 

11-2.9  Appeal  Procedures. 

Every  central  station  operating  company  or  security 
alarm  user  who  is  aggrieved  by  an  action  taken  by  the 
Commissioner  under  this  ordinance  may  file  an  appeal  to 
a  panel  composed  by  the  Commissioner,  the  Boston  Pub- 
lic Works  Commissioner,  and  the  Boston  Transportation 
Conrniissioner,  or  their  designees.  Such  appeal  must  be 
in  writing  and  must  be  received  by  the  Commissioner 
within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  aggrieved  person  has  been 
sent  notice  of  such  action.  After  notice  to  such  owner,  the 
panel  shall  hold  a  hearing,  after  which  it  shall  issue  a 
decision  in  which  it  affirms,  annuls  or  modifies  the 
action  taken  by  the  Commissioner,  giving  its  reasons 
therefor.  The  Commissioner  shall  send  his  decision  to 
the  aggrieved  person  within  ten  ( 10)  days  after  the  hear- 
ing.

The  aggrieved  person  shall  have  thirty  (30) 
days  from  the  date  of  the  written  decision  to  seek  judicial 
review  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

11-2.10  Regulations  and  Enforcement, 

The  Commissioner  may  promulgate  such  regulations 
as  may  be  necessary  to  implement  this  ordinance. 

11-2.11  Deposit  in  the  General  Fund.

Whereas,  Our  criminal  justice  and  law  enforcement 
system  has  already  failed  twenty-six  people  in  Massa-

Whereas,  This  year,  abusers  have  shot  to  death  thir- 
teen women  and  children;  and 

Whereas,  Domestic  homicide  in  Massachusetts  is  a 
spreading  epidemic,  with  a  woman  being  killed,  on  aver- 
age, every  eight  days;  and 

Whereas,  In  eighty-five  percent  of  domestic  homicide 
cases,  police  had  been  asked  to  intervene  at  least  once 
before;  in  fifty  percent  of  domestic  homicide  cases,  po- 
lice had  been  asked  to  intervene  five  or  more  times  be- 
fore; and 

Whereas,  On  April  3,  1992,  police  failed  to  enforce  a 
restraining  order  against  Juan  Torres,  who  fatally  shot 
his  commonlaw  wife  Delfina  DeLeon,  visitors  Rachel 
and  Gabriel  Serrano,  and  then  himself;  and 

Whereas,  On  May  30,  1992,  police  failed  to  enforce  a 
restraining  order  against  Michael  Cartier,  who  fatally 
shot  his  former  partner  Kimberly  Lardner  and  then  him- 
self; and 

Whereas,  Massachusetts  General  Law  209A, 
amended  Chapter  403,  Section  4,  grants  the  court  the 
power  to  "enter  such  temporary  relief  orders  without

Whereas,  Massachusetts  General  Law  Chapter  140, 
Section  131,  grants  the  police  commissioner  power  to 
grant  licenses  to  carry  firearms  and  states  that,  "All  such 
licenses  (to  carry  or  possess  firearms)  shall  be  revocable 
for  cause  at  the  will  of  the  authority  granting  the 
same  .  .  . " ;  and 

Whereas,  This  empowers  the  police  commissioner  to 
protect  battered  persons  by  using  his  authority  to  revoke 
(or  suspend)  gun  permits  belonging  to  an  individual  at 
the  time  that  temporary  relief  ordrs  are  issued  against 
said  individual,  thereby  strengthening  the  court's  tempo- 
rary relief  orders;  Now,  Be  It  Therefore

Whereas,  The  psychological  and  economic  depen- 
dency associated  with  Battered  Person  Syndrome  often 
make  leaving  an  abuser  nearly  impossible;  and 

Whereas,  Cultural  stereotypes  and  lack  of  information 
often  lead  courts  to  blame  women  for  not  fleeing  their 
batterers,  to  blame  women  for  being  battered  at  all,  and 
to  mete  out  harsh  penalties  for  women  who  kill  in  self- 
defense,  even  when  killings  occur  after  years  of  well- 
documented  abuse;  and 

Whereas,  Courts  often  exclude  evidence  of  Battered

Denise  Reid,  and  Meekah  R.  Scott)  are  currently  incar- 
cerated for  defending  themselves  against  their  abusers 
while  suffering  Battered  Person  Sydrome;  and 

Whereas,  Punishing  women  for  taking  lives  in  self- 
defense  when  the  criminal  justice  and  law  enforcement 
system  failed  to  serve  them  is  unjust,  undemocratic,  and 
hypocritical;  Now  Be  It  Therefore

Whereas,  Boston's  world-renowned  medical  commu- 
nity ,  with  more  hospitals  per  capita  than  any  other  city  in 
the  world,  should  be  able  to  serve  as  a  leading  resource  in

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Resolved:  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meeting 
assembled,  calls  on  the  Massachusetts  Medical  Society 
to  implement  the  following  recommendations  for  fight- 
ing America's  epidemic  of  violence  against  women,  as 
outlined  in  the  June  17,  1992.  issue  of  the  Journal  of  the 
American  Medical  Association:

4.  Physicians  must  record  all  patients'  victimization 
histories  and  any  observed  effects  which  could  have 
arisen  from  the  violence  and  make  appropriate  referrals. 

5.  If  physicians  diagnose  a  problem  that  arises  from 
violence,  they  must  immediately  refer  patients  to  the  ap- 
propriate health  care  and  community-based  resources. 

6.  Undergraduate,  graduate,  and  continuing  medical 
education  programs  must  provide  training  on  interview- 
ing techniques,  safety  planning,  and  guidelines  for  help- 
ing patients  who  are  victims  and  survivors  of  violence  to 
access  resources. 

7.  Develop  and  distribute  to  health  care  providers  pro- 
tocols for  identifying  and  treating  victims  and  survivors 
of  violence,  and  develop,  with  the  assistance  of  appropri- 
ate community  organizations,  guidelines  for  treatment  in 
which  protocols  are  absent.

Whereas,  On  four  separate  occasions  the  city  council 
has  expressed  concern  with  the  practice  of  the  collector 
treasurer's  office  of  billing  for  allegedly  overdue  excise 
taxes  going  back  fifteen  years;  and 

Whereas,  During  this  period,  although  the  collector 
treasurer's  office  has  lobbied  the  Registry  of  Motor  Ve- 
hicles to  adopt  and  enforce  the  fifteen-year  rollback  pro- 
gram, the  registry  has  refused  the  treasurer's  request  to 
participate  because  the  city's  error  rate  has  been  shown 
to  be  exceedingly  high;  and 

Whereas,  The  collector  treasurer  acknowledged  in  let- 
ter and  in  testimony  before  the  city  council  that  the  accu- 
racy of  city  records  was  questionable;  and 

Whereas,  In  spite  of  this  rather  significant  admission, 
the  collector  treasurer  has  hired  Urban  Tax  Services,  an 
outside  collection  agency,  to  implement  the  program  and 
collect  all  it  can;  and 

Whereas,  To  circumvent  the  registrar's  decision,  the 
city  has  taken  the  position  that  anyone  who  owes  current 
excise  taxes  —  that  is,  anyone  with  a  tax  bill  which  has 
not  been  paid  within  the  past  six  years  —  will  not  be 
issued  a  receipt  from  the  city  until  and  unless  all  bills  are 
paid  —  even  fifteen-year-old  bills  wnich  are  in  dispute, 
and  this  is  clearly  unfair,  since  few  people  retain  excise 
tax  records  going  back  fifteen  years;  and 

Whereas,  The  city  council  believes  that  as  a  matter  of 
policy,  those  individuals  who  wish  to  pay  current  out- 
standing excise  taxes  within  the  six-  year  statutory  period 
ought  to  be  allowed  to  pay  those  taxes,  leaving  the  ques- 
tion of  alleged  overdue  bills  beyond  six  years  open;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  position  of  the  city  council  that  the 
city's  excise  tax  policy  is  deceptive,  since  notices  inside 
city  hall  warn  that  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  653  of 
the  Acts  of  1989,  the  registry  will  refuse  to  renew  a  li- 
cense or  registration  until  all  bills  are  paid,  and  this  is 
clearly  not  the  case;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  position  of  the  city  council  that  the 
city's  policy  should  be  challenged,  since  in  addition  to 
employing  clearly  unfair  and  deceptive  practices,  the 
collector  treasurer  is  ignoring  the  question  of  fundamen- 
tal due  process  guaranteed  under  our  constitution,  and  it 
is  on  this  latter  point  that  the  council  has  consistently 
raised  objection;  be  it  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  of  City  &  Neighborhood 
Services,  be  authorized  to  retain  the  services  of  legal 
counsel  to  explore  the  question  of  court  challenge  and,  if

Whereas,  On  August  24,  1990  an  airplane  crashed  at 
124  Lorna  Road  in  the  Mattapan  Section  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  On  February  18,  1992,  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection,  Bureau  of  Waste  Site 
Cleanup,  received  a  report  from  Ransom  Environmental 
Consultants,  Inc.,  of  Newburyport,  Massachusetts, 
which  contained  the  results  of  analyses  of  soil  and 
groundwater  samples  taken  at  the  crash  site;  and 

Whereas,  The  results  of  testing  at  this  location  revealed 
a  layer  of  PAH  contamination  from  an  unknown  source, 
at  a  depth  of  about  nine  (9)  feet  below  street  grade,  that 
are  likely  a  result  of  past  filling  of  this  area  with  soils  that 
were  contaminated  with  coal  tars;  and 

Whereas,  Since  the  time  of  the  crash  and  subsequent 
testing  at  the  site,  certain  restrictions  were  placed  on  that 
locale  that  specifically  state  that  this  contamination  infer- 
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mation  must  be  indicated  on  the  deed  to  future  owners;

Whereas,  Nothing  has  been  done  to  improve  the  condi- 
tions that  exist  at  the  site,  such  as  planting  of  grass  or  soil 
filler  to  cover  the  deep  hole  left  from  the  crash;  Be  It 
Therefore

DISAPPROVING  ORDINANCE  REQUIRING  ALL 
APPLICANTS  FOR  ENTERTAINMENT  LI- 
CENSES AND  CURRENT  LICENSES  HOLDERS 
TO  INSTALL  CONDOM  VENDING  MACHINE 
ON  PREMISES  (DOCKET  NO.  0879)

Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
August  5,  1992,  Docket  No.  0879,  which  would  require 
all  applicants  for  entertainment  licenses,  as  well  as  cur- 
rent license  holders,  to  install  a  condom  vending  ma- 
chine on  the  premises. 

I  am  advised  by  Corporation  Council  Alben  W.  Wallis 
that  this  ordinance  is  illegal.  The  basis  for  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel's  opinion,  which  constitutes  my  reason  for 
disapproval,  is  set  out  in  the  attached  August  14,  1992 
letter. 

My  disapproval  is  not  based  solely  on  the  legal  opin- 
ion. I  have  public  policy  differences  with  this  approach 
to  AIDS  prevention.  Our  society  is  too  easily  gravitating 
toward  condom  use  as  the  sole  prevention  message.  We 
must  lead  with  a  clear  message  that  there  are  risks  in- 
volved even  when  precautions  are  taken.  In  my  opinion, 
condom  availability  is  not  a  real  problem.  Condoms  are 
available  in  drug  stores  and  other  locations  throughout 
the  city.  Some  have  suggested  that  this  ordinance  is,  nev- 
ertheless, a  symbol  of  our  concern,  1  do  not  believe  that 
we  should  get  sidetracked  with  symbolic  gestures. 

In  addition,  we  must  be  absolutely  serious  about  the 
need  to  teach  young  people  strategies  to  resist  the  pres- 
sure, from  both  peers  and  the  entertainment  industry,  to 
get  involved  sexually  at  an  early  age.  For  this  reason,  I 
have  recommended  that  School  Superintendent  Lois 
Harrison-Jones  and  Community  Centers  Director 
William  Doherty  invite  Dr.  Marian  Howard  of  Emory 
University  to  Boston  to  present  Atlanta's  widely  praised 
"Postpyoning  Sexual  Involvement"  program  (letter  at- 
tached). 

In  the  context  of  this  recent  debate,  some  have  ques- 


tioned the  City's  leadership  role  in  responding  to  the 
AIDS  crisis.  I  hope  that  a  sincere  difference  of  opinion 
on  this  one  issue  does  not  obscure  the  record  or  stymie 
continued  progress  in  key  areas. 

In  the  area  of  prevention  and  education,  Boston  was 
the  first  city  in  the  country  to  mail  the  Surgeon  General's 
report  on  AIDS  to  every  household,  even  as  the  federal 
government  debated  whether  or  not  to  release  the  docu- 
ment. The  needle  exchange  legislation  we  sent  to  the 
state  legislature  in  1988,  though  unsuccessful,  raised 
awareness  of  the  spread  of  the  virus  through  dirty  needle 
sharing.  Simultaneously,  we  established  Project 
TRUST,  which  reaches  out  to  addicts  to  provide  couhsel- 
irng,l:6nfidential  testing,  treatment  referral  and  preven- 
tion strategies.  In  the  workplace,  we  have  established  a 
highly  successful  "Training  the  Trainers"  education 
program  which  trains  city  employees  to  educate  their  co- 
workers in  AIDS  prevention. 

In  the  area  of  health  care,  the  City  established  the  first 
AIDS  pediatric  care  unit  at  Boston  City  Hospital,  re- 
cently building  a  brand  new  home  for  the  program  on  the 
grounds  of  the  Mattapan  Hospital.  BCH  has  remained  at 
the  forefront  of  providing  health  care  and  treatment  to 
persons  with  AIDS,  regardless  of  ability  to  pay. 

Boston  has  established  itself  as  a  national  model  in  its 
response  to  the  need  for  housing  for  persons  with  AIDS. 
We  convened  a  Housing  Task  Force  which  established  a 
goal  of  501  units  of  housing  over  three  years,  dedicating 
$7  million  in  block  grant  funds  for  the  initiative,  and  set- 
ting up  model  congregate  living  arrangements  in  for- 
merly vacant  public  housing. 

Finally,  we  joined  with  local  community  groups  to 
successfijlly  advocate  for  the  Ryan  White  Act,  appointed 
the  Ryan  White  Planning  Council  to  guide  the  use  of 
these  funds,  and  continue  to  seize  every  opportunity  to 
fight  for  full  funding  of  this  national  initiative. 

Despite  this  good  work,  we  have  much  more  to  do  to- 
gether to  respond  as  comprehensively  as  poissible  to  an 
AIDS  crisis  which  continues  to  unfold.  We  must  not  al- 
low occasional  differences  of  opinion  to  distract  us  from 
the  resolve  we  share.

Even  though  I  am  disapproving  the  ordinance  for  legal 
reasons,  I  have  directed  the  Purchasing  Agent  to  review 
existing  procurement  procedures  and  specifications.  The 
Purchasing  Agent  will  provide  a  report  on  recycled  con- 
tent procurements  to  date  and  will  determine  how  further 
use  of  recycled  material  can  be  encouraged  while  satisfy- 
ing legal  requirements.  The  Purchasing  Agent  will  work 
to  establish  the  most  suitable  plan  for  the  City  to  address 
this  important  issue.

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  July 
29,  1992,  Docket  Number  1095,  which  would  require 
the  Police  Commissioner  to  take  certain  actions  when  a 
restraining  order  has  been  issued.  SjjecificaUy,  the  order 
would  require  the  Commissioner  to  revoke  or  suspend  all 
firearm  permits  issued  to  an  "abuser"  when  a  restrain- 
ing order  is  issued.  Further,  it  would  require  the  Com- 
missioner to  take  steps  to  retrieve  firearms  from  individ- 
uals who  have  been  issued  restraining  orders. 

My  reason  for  disapproval  is  that  the  order  violates 
Section  17G  of  the  Charter,  which  prohibits  the  City 
Council  from  directly  or  indirectly  taking  part  in  the  con- 
duct of  the  executive  or  administrative  business  of  the 
City.  St.  1948,  c.  452,  sec.  17G,  as  appearing  in  St. 
1951,  c.  376,  sec.  1.  In  addition,  the  order  interferes 
with  the  Police  Commissioner's  powers  in  the  govern- 
ment and  administration  of  the  Police  Department.  St. 
1906,  c.  291,  sec.  1 1 ,  as  amended  by  St.  1962,  c.  322, 
sec.  1.  The  order,  as  written,  raises  constitutional  ques- 
tions as  well. 

Although  I  am  disapproving  this  order  for  legal  rea- 
son, I  support  the  order's  god.  The  Boston  Police  De- 
partment has  undertaken  numerous  initiatives  in  recent 
months  to  better  address  incidents  of  domestic  violence. 
Those  initiatives  include  the  following: 
—The  Department  has  undertaken  a  major  analysis  of 
arrest  warrants  to  match  outstanding  warrants 
against  outstanding  209 A  restraining  orders. 
—The  Department  has  established  domestic  violence 
officers  in  each  of  the  ten  police  districts  to  coordi- 
nate investigation  and  follow-up  on  209A  matters 
and  all  cases  of  domestic  violence. 
—Department  managers  recently  met  with  judges 
from  the  various  court  departments  to  enhance  com- 
munication and  coordination  between  the  police  and 
the  judges  on  209A  and  all  domestic  violence  cases. 
—The  Department  held  a  three-day  seminar  at  North- 
eastern University  to  train  and  educate  all  parties  to 
this  issue  on  the  latest  policy  and  practice  in  the  area 
of  domestic  violence  prevention,  response,  and  in- 
vestigation. 
— The  Department,  with  the  Boston  Women's  Com- 
mission, has  achieved  preliminary  approval  for  a 
federal  grant  to  overhaul  and  improve  educational 
and  informational  materials  for  victims  and  potential 
victims  of  domestic  violence. 
There  is  currently  in  the  Legislature  a  bill,  S753,  re- 
garding weapons  and  domestic  violence .  That  bill  would 
clarify  police  authority  to  take  away  a  weapon  and  a  po-  j 
lice  chief  s  power  to  revoke  a  firearm  license  in  domestic  I 
violence  situations,  and  would  provide  much-needed 
uniformity  and  guidance  to  the  police.  I  would  ask  the 
City  Council  to  work  with  my  administration,  advocates 
and  police  in  support  of  a  state-wide  solution  to  this  is- 
sue.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  July 
29,  1992,  Docket  Number  1099,  which  would  require 
that  the  Mayor  and  the  Women's  Commission  establish  a 
Women's  Hotline.  The  order  would  further  require  that 
the  Mayor  and  the  Commission  begin  a  campaign  for 
volunteers  to  receive  training  so  that  they  could  advocate 
in  court  for  victims  of  domestic  violence. 

My  reason  for  disapproval  is  that  the  order  violates  the 


Charter,  which  prohibits  the  Council  from  taking  part  in 
the  executive  or  administrative  business  of  the  City.  St. 
1948,  c.  452,  sec.  17G,  as  appearing  in  St.  1951,  c.  376, 
sec.  1 .  However,  through  its  order,  the  Council  has  un- 
derscored two  important  aspects  of  assisting  victims  of 
domestic  abuse  —  hotlines  and  advocacy  programs. 

I  have  filed  today  with  this  letter  a  separate  letter  de- 
tailing some  of  the  City  programs  and  services  currently 
available  to  help  women  in  need.  Those  services  and  pro- 
grams are  far-reaching  and  go  well  beyond  what  the  or- 
der purports  to  do.  Of  particular  note  are  the  hotlines  and 
other  services  available  24  hours  a  day,  the  propwr  train- 
ing of  court  advocates,  and  the  development  of  a  coordi- 
nated system  of  legal  advocacy  for  battered  victims. 

The  City  has  shown  its  commitment  to  assist  victims  of 
domestic  violence.  It  must  continue  those  efforts  until 
there  are  no  more  victims.

An  Ordinance,  Title:  Statements  of  Interest  by  Certain 

Officials  and  Employees  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  tiie  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  Chapter  43B,  Section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 
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Section  1.  Definitions:  As  used  in  this  Act,  unless  the 
context  requires  otherwise. 

(a)  "amount  means  a  category  value,  rather  than  a  ex- 
act dollar  figure,  as  follows:  (A)  greater  than  $1 ,000  but 
not  more  than  $5,000,  (B)  greater  than  $5,001  but  not 
more  than  $10,000;  (C)  greater  than  $10,001  but  not 
more  than  $20,000;  (D)  greater  than  $20,001  but  not 
more  than  $40,000;  (E)  greater  than  $40,001  but  not 
more  than  $60,000;  (F)  greater  than  $60,001  but  not 
more  than  $100,000;  (G)  greater  than  $100,001  but  not 
more  than  $250,000;  (H)  greater  than  $250,001  but  not 
more  than  $500,000;  (I)  greater  than  $500,001  but  not 
more  than  $750,000;  (J)  greater  than  $750,001  but  not 
more  than  $1,000,000. 

(b)  "business"  means  any  corporation,  partnership, 
sole  proprietorship,  firm,  franchise,  association,  organi- 
zation, holding  company ,  joint  stock  company,  receiver- 
ship, business  or  real  estate  trust,  or  any  other  legal  en- 
tity organized  for  profit,  non-profit  or  charitable 
purposes,  including  any  federal,  state,  county,  district  or 
municipal  agency,  authority  or  other  government  entity; 

(c)  "business  with  which  he/she  is  associated"  means 
any  business  in  which  the  reporting  person  or  a  family 
member  is  an  employee,  an  elected  or  appwinted  govern- 
mental official,  a  general  partner,  proprietor,  officer,  di- 
rector, trustees  or  serves  in  any  managerial  capacity;  and 
any  business  of  which  more  than  one  percent  of  any  class 
of  outstanding  equity  is  beneficially  owned  in  the  aggre- 
gate by  the  reporting  person  and/or  family  members; 

(d)  "candidate  means  any  individual  who  seeks  nomi- 
nation or  election  to  municipal  office,  as  defined  in  this 
Act.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  an  individual  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  candidate  upon  fulfilling  the  nomination 
certification  process  under  the  laws  or  Acts  of  the  Com- 
monwealth and  Election  Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  qualify  himself/herself  for  nomination  or  elec- 
tion to  such  office; 

(e)  "clerk"  means  the  City  Clerk  of  Boston; 

(0  "commission"  means  the  Boston  Financial  Disclo- 
sure Commission  established  by  Section  4  of  this  Act; 

(g)  "equity"  means  any  stock  or  similar  ownership 
interest  in  a  business; 

(h)  "family  member"  means  a  spouse  or  any  def)en- 
dent  child  residing  in  the  reporting  person's  household; 

(i)  "gift"  means  a  payment,  entertainment,  subscrip- 
tion, advance  services  or  anything  of  value,  unless  con- 
sideration of  equal  or  greater  value  is  received.  If  items 
are  furnished  or  services  are  rendered  for  less  than  the 
fair  market  value,  the  difference  between  the  fair  market 
value  and  the  price  paid  shall  be  treated  as  a  gift.  '  'Gift' ' 
shall  not  include  a  political  contribution  reported  as  re- 
quired by  law,  a  commercially  reasonable  loan  made  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  business,  anything  of  value  re- 
ceived by  inheritance,  or  received  from  a  family  member 
or  from  a  relative  within  the  third  degree  of  consanguin- 
ity of  the  reporting  person  or  of  the  reporting  person's 
spouse  or  from  the  spouse  of  any  such  relative; 

(j)  "legislative  agent"  means  any  person  who  for  com- 
pensation or  reward  does  any  act  to  promote,  oppose  or 
influence  legislation  or  disapproval  thereof,  or  to  influ- 
ence the  Mayor's  approval  or  disapproval  thereof,  or  to 
influence  the  decision  of  any  member  of  the  city  adminis- 
tration where  such  decisions  concern  legislation  or  the 
adoption,  defeat  or  postponement  of  a  standard,  rate, 
rule  or  regulation  pursuant  thereto.  The  term  shall  in- 
clude persons  who  as  any  part  of  their  regular  and  usual 
employment  and  not  simply  incidental  thereto,  attempt  to 
promote,  oppose  or  influence  legislation  or  the  Mayor's 
approval  or  disapproval  thereof,  whether  or  not  any 
compensation  in  addition  to  the  salary  for  such  employ- 
ment is  received  for  such  services. 

(k)  "Mayor"  means  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston; 

(1)  "municipal  body"  means  any  agency,  authority, 


board,  bureau,  commission,  council,  department,  divi- 
sion, school  department,  or  other  legal  entity  within  the 
government  of  the  City  of  Boston; 

(m)  "municipal  office"  means  any  one  of  the  follow- 
ing positions  within  the  government  of  the  City  of 
Boston:  Mayor,  Councillor,  School  Committee  Mem- 
ber; 

(n)  "municipal  official"  means  any  individual  holding 
a  municipal  office,  as  that  term  is  defined  in  this  Act, 
whether  by  election  or  appointment; 

(o)  "municipal  employee"  means  any  person  who 
holds  a  major  policy  making  position  in  a  municipal  body 
including:  (1)  clerk,  collector-treasurer,  corporation 
counsel,  or  (2)  each  executive  or  the  administrative  head, 
or  heads,  whether  elected  or  appointed,  compensated  or 
uncompensated,  of  a  municipal  body  or  bodies,  includ- 
ing employees  with  primary  executive  authority  for  any 
of  the  following:  general  purpose  administration;  plan- 
ning; development;  tax  title;  land  use  and  property  dis- 
position; public  safety;  education;  inspection  and  licens- 
ing and  transportation;  public  works;  or  assessment;  or 
(3)  the  executive  or  administrative  head  or  heads, 
whether  elected  or  appointed,  compensated  or  uncom- 
pensated, of  a  municipal  body  or  bodies  which  the  com- 
mission may  designate;  or  (4)  any  employee  of  a  munici- 
pal body  whose  salary  equals  or  exceeds  that  of  a  city 
employee  classified  in  job  group  MM-10,  step  1  of  the 
management  development  and  compensation  plan, 
schedule  A,  as  amended  and  who  reports  to  any  of  the 
foregoing  or  who  is  a  head  of  a  major  administrative  unit 
within  a  municipal  body; 

(p)  "jjerson"  means  a  business,  individual,  corpora- 
tion, association,  firm,  partnership,  committee  or  other 
organization  or  group  of  persons; 

(q)  "political  contribution"  means  a  contribution  of 
money  or  anything  of  value  to  an  individual,  candidate, 
political  committee,  or  person  acting  on  behalf  of  an  in- 
dividual, candidate,  or  political  committee,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  influencing  the  nomination  or  election  of  said 
individual  or  candidate,  or  for  the  purpose  of  promoting 
or  opposing  a  charter  change,  referendum  question,  or 
other  question  submitted  to  the  voters,  and  shall  include 
any:  (1)  gift,  subscription,  loan,  advance,  deposit  of 
money,  or  thing  of  vjilue,  except  a  loan  of  money  to  a 
candidate  by  a  national  or  state  bank  made  in  accordance 
with  the  applicable  banking  laws  and  regulations  and  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  business;  (2)  transfer  of  money  or 
anything  of  value  between  political  committees;  (3)  pay- 
ment, by  any  person  other  than  a  candidate  or  political 
committee,  of  compiensation  for  the  personal  services  of 
another  person  which  are  rendered  to  such  candidate  or 
corrunittee;  (4)  purchase  from  an  individual,  candidate, 
or  political  committee,  whether  through  the  device  of 
tickets,  advertisements,  or  otherwise,  for  fund-raising 
activities,  including  testimonials  held  on  behalf  of  said 
individual,  candidate,  or  political  committee,  to  the  ex- 
tent that  the  purchase  price  exceeds  the  actual  cost  of  the 
goods  sold  or  services  rendered;  (5)  discount  or  rebate 
not  available  to  other  candidates  for  the  same  office  and 
to  the  general  public;  and  (6)  forgiveness  of  indebtedness 
or  payment  of  indebtedness  by  another  person;  but  shall 
not  include  the  rendering  of  services  by  speakers,  edi- 
tors, writers,  poll  watchers,  poll  checkers  or  others,  not 
the  payment  by  those  rendering  such  services  of  such 
personal  expenses  as  may  be  incidental  thereto,  nor  the 
exercise  of  ordinary  hospitality;

Section  2.  Administration 

The  Clerk  shall:

(b)  on  or  before  May  first  of  each  year,  make  forms 
and  instructions  for  statements  of  interest  available  to 
persons  required  to  file  the  statements  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Act. 

(c)  upon  receipt  of  a  statement  of  interest  filed  pursuant 
to  this  Act,  issue  to  the  person  filing  such  statement,  a 
receipt  verifying  the  fact  that  a  statement  of  interest  has 
been  filed  and  a  receipted  copy  of  such  statement. 

(d)  make  the  lists  of  municipal  officials  and  municipal 
employees  and  the  statements  of  interest  filed  with  the 
clerk  pursuant  to  this  Act  available,  upwn  written  request 
of  any  individual,  for  public  inspection  and  copying  dur- 
ing regular  office  hours  and  make  copying  facilities 
available,  free  of  charge  or  at  a  charge  not  to  exceed 
actual  cost;  the  clerk  shall  forward  a  copy  of  said  request 
to  the  individual  whose  statement  has  been  examined; 
provided,  however,  that  such  requests  from  the  attorney 
general,  district  attorney  or  the  State  Ethics  Corrunission 
shall  be  confidential. 

(e)  compile  and  maintain  an  index  of  all  filed  state- 
ments of  interest  to  facilitate  public  access  to  the  state- 
ments. 

(f)  inspect  all  filed  statements  of  interest  in  order  to 
ascertain  whether  any  reporting  person  has  failed  to  file  a 
statement  as  required  by  law  or  has  filed  a  statement 
which  is  deficient  on  its  face.  After  inspection,  the  clerk 
shall  submit  a  repwrt  to  the  commission  which  shall  list 
all  reporting  persons  who  have  failed  to  file  a  statement 
of  interest  and  all  reporting  persons  who  have  filed  a 
statement  of  interest  which  is  deficient  on  its  face.  The 
clerk  shall  also  submit  any  further  information  concern- 
ing the  statements  of  interest  upon  the  request  of  the  com- 
mission. 

(g)  notify,  upon  the  request  of  the  commission,  each 
delinquent  reporting  person  that  a  statement  of  interest 
has  not  been  filed  or  that  such  a  statement  which  has  been 
filed  is  deficient.  Such  notice  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall 
state  in  detail  each  deficiency  and  the  penalties  for  failure 
to  file  a  correct  statement  of  interest  pursuant  to  this  Act. 
The  clerk  shall  inform  the  commission  if  the  delinquent 
reporting  person  does  not  file  or  correct  the  statement  of 
interest  within  thirty  (30)  days. 

(h)  preserve  all  statements  filed  with  the  clerk  for  six 
years  from  the  date  of  receipt. 
Section  3.  Statements  of  Interest 

(a)  every  candidate  shall  file  a  statement  of  interest  for 
the  preceding  calendar  year  with  the  clerk  on  or  before 
the  date  on  which  a  certification  of  nomination  or  nomi- 
nation papers  for  such  candidate  are  submitted  to  the 
election  commission; 

(b)  every  municipal  official  and  municipal  employee 
shall  file  a  statement  of  interest  for  the  preceding  calen- 
dar year  with  the  clerk: 

( 1 )  on  or  before  June  first  of  each  year  that  such  person 
is  a  municipal  employee,  or  within  thirty  (30)  days  after 
becoming  an  official  or  an  employee,  whichever  is  later, 
and  (2)  on  or  before  June  first  of  the  year  after  such  per- 
son ceases  to  be  a  municipal  official  or  a  municipal  em- 
ployee; provided,  however,  that  no  former  municipal  of- 
ficial or  municipal  employee  shall  be  required  to  file  a 
statement  of  interest  for  any  year  in  which  he/she  was  a 
municipal  official  or  municipal  employee  for  less  than 
thirty  (30)  days; 

(c)  the  statements  of  interest  shall  be  filed  on  a  form 
prescribed  by  the  clerk  and  shall  be  signed  under  penalty 
of  perjury  by  the  reporting  person; 

(d)  every  reporting  person  shall  disclose,  to  the  best  of 
his/her  knowledge,  the  following  information  for  him- 
self/herself and  every  family  member  for  the  preceding 
calendar  year: 


( 1 )  the  name  and  address  of,  the  nature  of  associa- 
tion with,  the  share  of  equity  in,  if  applicable,  and 
the  amount  of  income  if  greater  than  $  1 ,000  derived 
from  each  business  with  which  he/she  is  associated; 

(2)  the  identity  of  all  securities  and  other  invest- 
ments with  a  fair  market  value  greater  than  $1,(XX) 
which  were  beneficially  owned,  not  otherwise  re- 
portable hereunder;  and  the  amount  of  income  if 
over  one  thousand  dollars  from  any  such  security 
which  is  issued  by  a  municipal  body; 

(3)  the  name  and  address  of  each  creditor,  located 
within,  or  doing  business  with  the  City  of  Boston,  to 
whom  more  than  $  1 ,000  was  owed  on  December  3 1 , 
and  the  original  amount,  the  amount  outstanding, 
the  terms  of  repayment,  and  the  general  nature  of  the 
security  pledged  for  each  obligation;  provided, 
however,  that  mortgages  on  the  person's  primary 
residence,  obligations  arising  out  of  retail  install- 
ment transactions,  educational  loans,  medical  and 
dental  expenses,  debt  incurred  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  business,  and  any  obligation  to  make  ali- 
mony or  supfwrt  payments  shall  not  be  reported; 
provided,  further,  that  such  information  need  not  be 
reported  if  the  creditor  is  a  relative  within  the  third 
degree  of  consanguinity  or  affinity; 

(4)  the  name  and  address  of  the  source,  and  the  cash 
value  of  any  reimbursement  for  expense  aggregating 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars  in  the  calendar  year  if 
the  source  of  such  reimbursement  is  a  legislative 
agent;  or  if  the  recipient  is  a  municipal  official  and 
the  source  of  such  reimbursement  is  a  jjerson  having 
direct  interest  in  legislation,  legislative  action,  or  a 
matter  before  a  municipal  body;  or  if  the  recipient  is 
a  municipal  employee  and  the  source  of  such  reim- 
bursement is  a  person  having  a  direct  interest  in  a 
matter  before  the  municipal  body  by  which  the  re- 
cipient is  employed; 

(5)  the  name  and  address  of  the  donor,  and  the  fair 
market  value,  if  determinable,  of  any  gifts  aggregat- 
ing more  than  one  hundred  dollars  in  the  calendar 
year,  if  the  recipient  is  a  municipal  official  and  the 
source  of  such  gift(s)  is  a  person  having  a  direct  in- 
terest in  a  matter  before  the  municipal  body  by 
which  the  recipient  is  employed; 

(6)  the  description,  as  appearing  on  the  most  recent 
tax  bill,  and  the  amount  of  assessed  value  of  all  prop- 
erty located  within  the  boundaries  of  the  United 
States,  in  which  a  direct  or  indirect  financial  interest 
was  held,  which  has  an  assessed  value  greater  than 
one  thousand  dollars;  and,  if  the  property  was  trans- 
ferred during  the  year,  the  name  and  address  of  the 
person  furnishing  consideration  to  the  reporting  per- 
son or  receiving  it  from  him/her  in  respect  to  such 
transfer; 

(7)  the  name  and  address  of  the  source,  and  the  fair 
market  value  of  any  honoraria  aggregating  more 
than  two  hundred  dollars  if  the  source  of  such  hono- 
raria is  a  legislative  agent;  or  if  the  recipient  is  a 
municipal  official  and  the  source  of  such  honoraria 
is  a  person  having  a  direct  interest  in  legislation,  leg- 
islative action,  or  a  matter  before  a  municipal  body; 
or  if  the  recipient  is  a  municipal  employee  and  the 
source  of  such  honoraria  is  a  person  having  a  direct 
interest  in  a  matter  before  the  municipal  body  by 
which  the  recipient  is  employed; 

(8)  the  name  and  adress  of  any  creditor  who  has  for- 
given an  indebtedness  of  over  one  thousand  dollars, 
and  the  amount;  provided,  however,  that  no  such 
information  need  be  reported  if  the  creditor  is  a  rela- 
tive within  the  third  degree  of  consanguinity  or  af- 
finity of  the  reporting  person,  or  the  spwuse  of  such  a 
relative; 

(9)the  name  and  address  of  any  business  from  which 
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the  reporting  person  is  talcing  a  leave  ot  aDsence 
(lO)the  identity  of  any  equity  in  a  business  with 
which  the  reporting  person  is  associated  which  has 
been  transferred  to  a  member  of  the  reporting  per- 
son's immediate  family;  provided,  however,  that  a 
member  of  the  reporting  person's  immediate  family 
need  not  report  any  such  transfer  to  the  reporting 
person. 
Section  4.  Boston  Financial  Disclosure  Commission 

(a)  There  is  established  a  Boston  Financial  Disclosure 
Commission  composed  of  three  (3)  members; 

(b)  Each  member  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and 
approved  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  City  Council; 

(c)  Members  shall  be  appointed  to  the  commission  on  a 
rotating  basis.  When  the  commission  is  first  established, 
three  (3)  members  shall  be  approved  at  the  same  time, 
but  the  first  member  shall  serve  for  one  (1)  year;  the 
second  member,  for  three  (3)  years;  and  the  third  mem- 
ber, for  five  (5)  years; 

(d)  no  member  shall  be  appointed  to  more  than  one  ( 1 ) 
fiill  five  (5)  year  term  on  the  commission; 

(e)  Not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  making  any 
appointment  to  the  commission,  the  Mayor  shall  instruct 
the  clerk  to  give  public  notice  that  a  vacancy  on  the  com- 
mission exists; 

(f)  no  member  of  the  commission  shall: 

(1)  hold  or  be  a  candidate  for  any  municipal  office 
while  a  member  or  employee  or  for  one  year  thereaf- 
ter; 

(2)  hold  office  in  a  f)olitical  party  or  pwlitical  com- 
mittee; 

(3)  participate  in  or  contribute  to  a  municipal  politi- 
cal campaign  of  any  candidate  for  public  office; 

(4)  hold  a  position  as  a  municipal  official  or  a  munic- 
ipal employee; 

(g)  Members  of  the  commission  may  be  removed  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  City  Council  and  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor  for  substantial  neglect  of  duty,  inability  to  dis- 
charge the  powers  and  duties  of  office,  violation  of  sub- 
section (f)  of  this  section,  gross  misconduct,  or  convic- 
tion for  a  felony.  The  City  Council  may  overrule  the 
Mayor  with  a  two-thirds  vote. 

h)  Any  vacancy  occurring  on  the  commission  shall  be 
filled  within  ninety  (90)  days  by  the  original  appointing 
authority.  A  person  apf)ointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  occurring 
other  than  by  expiration  of  a  term,  shall  be  appointed  for 
the  unexpired  term  of  the  member  he/she  succeeds  and 
shall  be  eligible  for  a  subsequent  appointment  to  one  (1) 
full  five  (5)  year  term. 

(i)  The  commission  shall  elect  a  chairperson  and  a 
vice-chairperson.  The  vice-chairperson  shall  act  as 
chairperson  in  the  absence  of  the  chairperson  or  in  the 
event  of  a  vacancy  in  that  position. 

(j)  Two  (2)  members  of  the  commission  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  and  two  (2)  affirmative  votes  shall  be  re- 
quired for  any  action  or  recommendation  of  the  commis- 
sion. The  chairperson  or  either  of  the  two  (2)  members  of 
the  commission  may  call  a  meeting.  Advance  notice  of 
all  meetings  shall  be  given  to  each  member  of  the  com- 
mission and  to  any  other  person  who  requests  such  no- 
tice. 

(k)  The  members  shall  serve  without  compensation, 
but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  expenses  incurred  in  the 
course  of  their  commission  duties. 

(1)  The  commission  may  hire  legal  counsel  and  staff,  as 
it  deems  necessary,  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

(m)  The  powers  and  duties  of  this  commission  shall  be 
to: 

(1)  prescribe  and  publish  rules  and  regulations  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  including  rules 
governing  the  conduct  of  proceedings  hereunder; 

(2)  review  the  report  of  the  clerk  concerning 
whether  any  reporting  person  has  failed  to  file  a 


statement  of  interest  or  has  filed  a  deficient  state- 
ment. If  a  reporting  person  has  failed  to  file  a  state- 
ment of  interest,  or  if  any  such  statement  filed  with 
the  clerk  fails  to  conform  with  the  requirements  of 
Section  3(d)  of  this  Petition,  then  the  commission 
shall  instruct  the  clerk  to  notify  the  delinquent  in 
writing.  Such  notice  shall  state  in  detail  each  defi- 
ciency and  the  penalties  for  failure  to  file  a  correct 
statement  of  interest  pursuant  to  this  Act. 

(3)  initiate  a  hearing  and  require  the  attendance  and 
testimony  of  the  delinquent  reporting  person,  if  that 
person  fails  to  file  or  correct  the  statement  of  interest 
within  thirty  (30)  days.  The  delinquent  person  may 
forego  a  hearing  before  the  commission  at  his/her 
own  discretion,  but  shall  be  subject  to  a  civil  penalty 
pursuant  to  subsection  (m)(4)  of  this  section.  Any 
member  of  the  commission  may  administer  oaths 
and  any  member  of  the  commission  may  hear  testi- 
mony or  receive  other  evidence  in  any  proceedings 
before  the  commission.  All  testimony  in  commis- 
sion proceedings  shall  be  under  oath.  All  parties 
have  the  right  to  call  and  examine  witnesses  and  to 
be  represented  by  counsel.  Before  testifying,  all  wit- 
nesses shall  be  given  a  copy  of  the  regulations  gov- 
erning commission  proceedings.  All  proceedings  of 
the  commission  carried  out  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  subsection  shall  be  public,  unless  the 
members  vote  to  go  into  executive  section.  Within 
thirty  (30)  days  after  the  end  of  the  proceeding  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  this  subsection,  the  com- 
mission shall  meet  in  executive  session  for  the  pur- 
pose of  reviewing  the  evidence  before  it.  Within 
thirty  (30)  days  after  the  completion  of  its  delibera- 
tions, the  commission  shall  publish  its  findings. 

(4)  issue  an  order  requiring  any  delinquent  reporting 
jjerson  to  pay  a  civil  penalty  of  $200  for  each  viola- 
tion by  such  person,  if  the  commission  establishes  in 
its  findings  that  violations  of  this  Act  have  been  com- 
mitted, or  if  the  delinquent  reporting  person  decides 
to  forego  a  hearing  before  the  commission.  The 
commission  may  file  a  civil  action  in  the  municipal 
court  of  Boston  to  enforce  such  order.  Any  action  by 
the  commission  made  pursuant  to  this  Act  shall  be 
subject  to  review  in  the  municipal  court  of  the  City 
of  Boston  upon  the  petition  of  any  interested  person 
filed  within  twenty -one  (21)  days  after  the  action  for 
which  the  review  is  sought.  The  court  shall  enter  a 
judgment  enforcing,  modifying  or  setting  aside  the 
order  of  the  commission  or  it  may  remand  the  pro- 
ceeding to  the  commission  for  such  further  action  as 
the  court  may  direct. 

(5)  notify  the  State  Ethics  Commission,  if  the  in- 
sf)ection  of  any  statement  of  interests  indicates  rea- 
sonable cause  for  belief  that  G.L.  Chapter  268A  has 
been  violated;  provided,  however,  that  such  notifi- 
cation shall  be  confidential. 

Sections. 

The  provisions  of  this  Act  are  severable  and  if  any  of 
its  provisions  should  be  found  unconstitutional  by  a  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall 
not  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

Section  6. 

This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  July  1 ,  1993.

I  hereby  veto  Council  Order  No.  0805  accepting  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  469  of  the  Acts  1987  and  provid- 
ing a  10  percent  increase  in  compensation  for  Assessing 
Department  employees  who  have  completed  require- 
ments to  become  a  certified  assessor.  I  am  issuing  this 
veto  for  several  reasons. 

First,  the  Order  provides  pay  raises  without  the  appro- 
priate collective  bargaining  process.  Assessing  has  de- 
veloped a  comprehensive  system  of  job  titles  with  appro- 
priate compensation  to  reflect  skills  and  training  of 
various  levels  of  employees.  This  order  ignores  that  sys- 
tem and  thus  undermines  the  Department's  efforts  to  im- 
prove staff  capacity  and  compensate  employees  accord- 
ing to  their  job  descriptions. 

Second,  the  Order  would  create  a  $6,600  unbudgeted 
expense  in  the  Assessing  Department  which  would  need 
to  be  covered  by  eliminating  some  other  planned  expend- 
iture. 


Finally,  given  the  City's  difficult  financial  situation  as 
a  result  of  local  aid  cuts,  and  the  fact  that  most  employees 
have  gone  without  a  collective  bargaining  increase  for 
several  years,  the  Order  creates  an  inequity.  Especially 
in  that  context,  I  do  not  think  that  special  legislation  to 
increase  a  premium  that  the  two  affected  employees  re- 
ceive is  appropriate.

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
September  2,  1992,  Docket  Number  1 188,  which  would 
raise  the  fine  for  large  commercial  trucks  which  park 
overnight  on  residential  streets.  Specifically,  the  fine 
would  be  raised  from  twenty  dollars  to  one  hundred  dol- 
lars. If  the  fine  remained  unpaid  for  twenty -one  days,  the 
penalty  assessed  would  be  increased  from  six  dollars  to 
thirty  dollars. 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  based  on  consider- 
ations of  operational  jwlicy  and  reasonableness.  Parking 
regulations  are  established  to  maintain  access  and  public 
safety  by  keeping  the  streets  open  to  vehicular  and  pedes- 
trian traffic,  especially  public  safety  vehicles.  Fines  are 
used  as  penalties  for  violation  of  these  regulations  in  or- 
der to  deter  illegal  parking.  The  existing  fine  structure 
supfwrts  this  effort  by  imposing  higher  fine  amounts  for 
more  serious  offenses.  Currently,  the  highest  fine 
amount  is  seventy-five  dollars  for  parking  in  a  space  re- 
served for  vehicles  with  handicapped  plates  or  placards. 
A  one  hundred  dollar  fine  for  overnight  commercial 
parking  is  excessive  and  inconsistent  with  the  existing, 
reasonable  fine  structure  for  parking  violations. 

I  am  also  concerned  that  there  has  been  no  evidence 
presented  that  the  existing  fine  is  not  a  deterrent.  Less 
than  four  hundred  tickets  for  this  violation  were  issued  in 
FY '92,  indicating  a  very  low  number  of  actual  violations 
or  complaints  about  such  parking. 

As  noted  in  my  veto  message  to  you  of  July  10,  1992, 
concerning  a  nearly  identical  ordinance,  I  have  directed 
the  Transportation  Department  to  work  with  the  City 
Council  to  develop  an  appropriate  response  to  the  prob- 
lem, including  the  consideration  of  an  increase  in  the  fine 
that  would  be  consistent  with  the  existing  fine  structure. 

The  penalty  for  a  parking  violation  such  as  this  must  be 
set  by  Ordinance  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and  the 
City  Council.  See  St.  1929,  c.  263,  sec.  2,  as  amended  by 
St.  1982,  c.  190,  13A.  For  all  of  the  above  resons,  I  do 
not  approve  of  the  proposed  penalty.

My  reason  for  disapproval  is  that  under  Section  17G  of 
the  City  Charter,  the  Council  is  prohibited  from  taking 
part,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the  making  of  contracts. 
However,  even  though  I  am  disapproving  this  order,  I  do 
wish  to  make  clear  that  it  is  the  policy  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  encourage  the  City's  HMOs  to  include  BCH 
and  its  physicians  within  their  network  of  health  pro- 
viders. In  that  regard,  I  am  pleased  to  report  to  your  Hon- 
orable Body  that  the  City  anticipates  that  92  %  of  the 
City's  HMO-enrolled  active  and  retired  workers  will 
have  access  to  BCH  and  its  physicians  by  the  end  of  the 
year. 

The  City  currently  contracts  with  four  HMOs  to  pro- 
vide medical  care  for  it  employees,  both  active  and  re- 
tired. The  Neighborhood  Health  Plan,  with  950  City  en- 
roUees,  already  includes  BCH  in  its  provider  network. 
Both  Harvard  Community  Health  Plan,  with  7,055  en- 
rolled City  members,  and  Tufts  Associated  Health  Plan, 
with  2,641  City  enrollees,  are  now  in  the  final  stages  of 
good  faith  negotiations  with  BCH  management  which  we 
anticipate  will  produce  agreements  by  year  end. 

It  is  the  City's  firm  intention  to  ensure  that  the  remain- 
ing 8%  ofHMO-enroUed  City  employees,  who  are  mem- 
bers of  HMO  Blue,  not  be  precluded  from  access  to  med- 
ical care  at  BCH.  Failure  to  conclude  an  agreement  will 
be  deemed  a  serious  omission  in  any  future  bids  to  pro- 
vide HMO  services  to  City  employees.

Ordered:  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  city  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  Clause  ( I )  of  Section  eight 
of  Article  two,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as 
follows,  except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
onlv: 


Section  I.  Section  1 29B  of  chapter  140  of  the  General 
Laws  shall  not  apply  to  the  City  of  Boston,  and  in  place 
thereof  this  special  act  shall  govern  the  issuance  and  revo- 
cation of  firearm  identification  cards  in  all  respects;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  all  other  sections  of  said  chapter  140 
shall  apply  in  the  city  of  Boston  and  the  provisions  of  this 
special  act  shall  be  construed  to  be  consistent  with  all 
other  requirements  of  chapter  140. 

Section  2.  Notwithstanding  section  129B  of  chapter 
140  of  the  General  Laws  or  any  other  general  or  special 
law  to  the  contrary,  the  city  of  Boston,  any  person  resid- 
ing or  having  a  place  of  business  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  licensing  authority  of  the  city  of  Boston,  as  defined  in 
section  121  of  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws,  or  any 
person  residing  in  an  area  of  exclusive  federal  jurisdic- 
tion located  within  the  city  of  Boston  may  submit  to  the 
licensing  authority  application  for  a  firearm  identifica- 
tion card,  which  such  person  shall  be  entitled  to,  unless 
the  applicant  (a)  has  within  the  last  ten  years  been  con- 
victed of  a  felony  in  any  state  or  federal  jurisdiction,  or 
within  that  period  has  been  released  from  confinement 
where  such  person  was  serving  a  sentence  for  a  felony 
conviction;  or  within  the  last  ten  years  has  been  con- 
victed in  any  state  or  federal  jurisdiction  of  a  misde- 
meanor involving  a  crime  against  a  person,  or  within  that 
period  has  been  released  from  confinement  where  such 
person  was  serving  a  sentence  for  such  a  misdemeanor 
conviction,  or  (b)  has  been  confined  to  any  hospital  or 
institution  for  mental  illness,  except  where  the  applicant 
shall  submit  with  the  application  an  affidavit  of  a  regis- 
tered physician  that  he  is  familiar  with  the  applicant's 
history  of  mental  illness  and  that  in  his  opinion  the  appli- 
cant is  not  disabled  by  such  illness  in  a  manner  which 
should  prevent  his  possessing  a  firearm,  rifle  or  shotgun, 
or  (c)  has  within  the  last  ten  years  been  convicted  of  a 
violation  of  any  state  or  federal  narcotic  or  harmful  drug 
law,  or  within  that  period  has  been  released  from  con- 
finement for  such  a  conviction;  or  is  or  has  been  under 
treatment  for  or  confinement  for  drug  addiction  or  habit- 
ual drunkenness,  except  where  he  is  deemed  to  be  cured 
of  such  condition  by  a  registered  physician,  he  may  make 
application  for  said  card  after  the  expiration  of  five  years 
from  the  date  of  such  confinement  or  treatment  and  upon 
presentation  of  an  affidavit  issued  by  said  physician  to  the 
effect  that  the  physician  knows  the  applicant's  history  of 
treatment  and  that  in  his  opinion  the  applicant  is  deemed 
cured,  or  (d)  is  at  the  time  of  the  application  under  the  age 
of  fifteen,  or  (e)  is  at  the  time  of  the  application  fifteen 
years  of  age  or  over  but  under  the  age  of  eighteen,  except 
where  the  applicant  submits  with  his  application  a  certifi- 
cate of  his  parent  or  guardian  granting  the  applicant  per- 
mission to  apply  for  a  card,  or(f)  is  an  alien,  or  (g)  within 
the  last  ten  years  has  had  issued  against  him,  pursuant  to 
paragraphs  (a),  (b),  or  (c)  of  section  3  of  chapter  209A  of 
the  General  Laws  or  any  other  law,  an  order,  whether 
temporary  or  permanent,  to  vacate  a  premises,  or  to  re- 
frain from  abusing  a  person,  or  to  refrain  from  having 
contact  with  a  person;  provided,  however,  that  if,  after  a 
hearing,  a  court  finds  that  the  issuance  of  such  a  tempo- 
rary order  was  unwarranted,  such  temporary  order  shall 
not  be  grounds  for  denial  of  an  application  for  or  a  re- 
newal of  a  firearm  identification  card,  or  (h)  is  deter- 
mined by  the  licensing  authority  not  to  be  a  suitable  per- 
son to  be  licensed  to  have  a  firearm  identification  card 
based  on  information  available  to  the  licensing  authority, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  such  person's  arrest  record, 
criminal  record,  or  court  order. 

The  licensing  authority  may  not  prescribe  any  other 
condition  for  the  issuance  of  a  card  and  it  shall  within 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  application  either  approve  the 
application  and  issue  the  card  or  deny  the  application  and 
notify  the  applicant  of  the  reason  for  such  denial  in  writ- 
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ing.  Pending  issuance  of  the  card,  a  receipt  for  the  fee 
paid  shall,  after  five  days  from  issuance,  serve  as  a  valid 
substitute,  unless  the  applicant  is  disqualified.  Written 
notice  of  denial  of  the  application  shall  void  the  receipt 
and  require  its  immediate  surrender.  A  card  may  be  re- 
voked or  suspended  by  the  licensing  authority  or  any  per- 
son subject  to  his  direct  authority  for  such  period  as  he 
may  set  only  upon  the  occurrence  of  any  event  which 
would  have  disqualified  the  holder  from  being  issued  the 
card.  Any  suspension  or  revocation  of  a  card  shall  be  in 
writing,  and  shall  state  the  reason  therefor.  Upon  revoca- 
tion or  susfjension,  the  licensing  authority  shall  take  pos- 
session of  said  card  and  receipt  for  fee  paid  for  such  card . 

Any  applicant  or  holder  aggrieved  by  a  denial,  revoca- 
tion or  suspension  of  a  card  may  within  ninety  days  after 
receipt  of  notice  appeal  to  the  district  court  for  a  review  of 
such  action. 

Said  card  shall  be  in  a  form  prescribed  by  the  conmiis- 
sionerof  the  department  of  public  safety  and  shall  contain 
an  identification  number,  the  name  and  address  of  the 
holder,  his  place  and  date  of  birth,  his  height,  weight,  and 
hair  and  eye  color,  at  least  one  fingerprint  or  thumbprint 
of  the  holder,  a  contemporaneous  photograph  of  the 
holder,  and  his  signamre,  and  shall  be  captioned  "Fire- 
arm Identification  Card"  and  shall  be  laminated.  The  ap- 
plication for  a  card  shall  be  made  in  multiple  on  a  form 
prescribed  by  the  commissioner  which  shall  require  the 
applicant  affirmatively  to  state  under  the  pains  and  penal- 
ties of  perjury  that  he  is  not  disqualified  for  any  of  the 
foregoing  reasons  from  possession  of  a  card. 

Said  card  shall  be  valid,  unless  earlier  revoked  or  sus- 
pended, for  a  period  of  five  years  expiring  on  the  anniver- 
sary of  the  holder's  date  of  birth  occurring  not  less  than 
four  years  but  not  more  than  five  years  from  the  date  of 
issue.  The  fee  for  an  application  and  card  shall  be  two 
dollars  which  shall  be  payable  to  the  licensing  authority 
and  shall  not  be  prorated  or  refunded  in  case  of  revocation 
or  denial.  The  card  holder  shall  notify,  in  writing,  both 
the  issuing  authority  and  the  commissioner  of  public 
safety  of  any  change  in  his  address.  Such  notification 
shall  be  made  within  thirty  days  of  its  occurrence. 

Upon  receipt  of  an  application  for  a  card,  the  licensing 
authority  shall  forward  a  copy  of  such  application  to  the 
commissioner  of  public  safety,  who  shall  within  twenty- 
one  days  advise  in  writing  of  any  disqualifying  criminal 
record,  if  any,  of  the  applicant  and  whether  there  is  rea- 
son to  believe  that  the  applicant  is  disqualified  for  any  of 
the  foregoing  reasons  from  possessing  a  card.  The  licens- 
ing authority,  when  in  doubt  about  the  validity  of  the  ap- 
plicant's negative  or  positive  statement  relative  to  past 
hospitalization  for  mental  disorder,  may  also  make  inqui- 
ries concerning  the  applicant  to  the  department  of  mental 
health  for  the  purpose  of  determining  eligibility  for  the 
firearm  identification  card  and  shall  receive  prompt  and 
full  cooperation  from  such  department  for  that  purpose  in 
any  investigation  of  the  applicant. 

Notwithstanding  the  requirements  of  this  act,  any  per-

INFORMATION  IN  CASES  OF  STRANGER 
SEXUAL  ASSAULT  (DOCKET  NO.  1345)

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Ninety-two 
An  Ordinance  Requiring 
Prompt  Release  of  Information 
in  Cases  of  Stranger  Sexual  Assault 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  Chapter  43B,  Section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 
Whereas,  Boston  crime  statistics,  which  include  infor- 
mation on  sexual  assaults,  are  often  released  to  the  City 
Council  some  two  months  after  occurrence;  and 

Whereas,  The  general  public  thus  is  often  not  notified 
in  a  timely  manner  even  when  multiple  incidences  in  an 
area  may  point  to  a  pattern  of  sexual  assaults  against 
women,  children  or  persons  unable  to  defend  themsel- 
ves; and 

Whereas,  This  policy  is  intended  to  provide  for  the  re- 
lease of  pertinent  information  so  that  neighborhood  resi- 
dents can  protect  themselves  from  suspects  on  the  loose; 
Therefore 
Be  It  Ordained: 

Section  1  —  The  Boston  Police  Department,  as  a  f)ol- 
icy,  shall  make  timely  dissemination  of  information  to  the 
public  and  media  concerning  Stranger  Sexual  Assaults  or 
attempts  to  commit  such  assaults. 

Section  2  —  Any  information  released  shall  be  limited 
to  standards  prescribed  below,  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
Commanding  Officer  of  the  Sexual  Assualt  Unit  or  offi- 
cial designated  by  the  Police  Commissioner;  and  shall 
only  be  released  by  the  Police  Commissioner,  a  desig- 
nated official  or  member  of  the  Police  Department  autho- 
rized to  deal  with  the  press. 

Section  3  —  Information  on  sexual  assaults  or  attempts 
or  patterns  of  assaults  released  to  the  public  and  media 
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shall  be  provided  only  in  writing. 

Section  4  —  Only  the  following  information  may,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Sexual  As- 
sault Unit,  be  released: 

A.  Type  of  crime,  (classification  to  be  determined  by 
the  department);  Date  of  Assault;  Approximate 
time  of  attack;  Location  of  Assault;  Arrest,  if  any; 
Description  of  perpetrator,  only  if  the  investigation 
of  such  assault(s)  will  not  be  compromised  by  its 
release  and  only  if  the  description  is  detailed 
enough  to  be  helpful  to  the  public. 

B.  The  above  information  shall  be  released  only  if  it 
meets  the  following  two  criteria:  (1)  the  victim's 
identity  MUST  NOT  become  known,  either  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  as  a  result  of  the  release  of  this 
information;  and  (2)  only  information  necessary  to 
alert  the  public  of  a  potential  threat  will  be  pro- 
vided. 

C.  This  policy  shall  be  reviewed  annually,  or  whenever 
deemed  necessary,  by  members  of  the  appropriate 
designated  officers  to  evaluate  its  effectiveness  and 
address  any  problems  or  deficiencies.

of  Article  two,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as 
follows,  except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1.  Section  129B  of  chapter  140  of  the  General 
Laws  shall  not  apply  to  the  City  of  Boston,  and  in  place 
thereof  this  sfwcial  act  shall  govern  the  issuance  and  revo- 
cation of  firearm  identification  cards  in  all  respects;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  all  other  sections  of  said  chapter  140 
shall  apply  in  the  city  of  Boston  and  the  provisions  of  this 
special  act  shall  be  construed  to  be  consistent  with  all 
other  requirements  of  chapter  140. 

Section  2.  Notwithstanding  section  129B  of  chapter 
140  of  the  General  Laws  or  any  other  general  or  special 
law  to  the  contrary,  in  the  city  of  Boston,  any  person 
residing  or  having  a  place  of  business  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  licensing  authority  of  the  city  of  Boston,  as 
defmed  in  section  121  of  chapter  140  of  the  General 
Laws,  or  any  person  residing  in  an  area  of  exclusive  fed- 
eral jurisdiction  located  within  the  city  of  Boston  may 
submit  to  the  licensing  authority  application  for  a  firearm 
identification  card,  which  such  person  shall  be  entitled 
to,  unless  the  applicant  (a)  has  within  the  last  ten  years 
been  convicted  of  a  felony  in  any  state  or  federal  jurisdic- 
tion, or  within  that  period  has  been  released  from  con- 
finement where  such  person  was  serving  a  sentence  for  a 
felony  conviction;  or  within  the  last  ten  years  has  been 
convicted  in  any  state  or  federal  jurisdiction  of  a  misde- 
meanor involving  a  crime  against  a  person,  or  within  that 
period  has  been  released  from  confinement  where  such 
person  was  serving  a  sentence  for  such  a  misdemeanor 
conviction,  or  (b)  has  been  confined  to  any  hospital  or 
institution  for  mental  illness,  except  where  the  applicant 
shall  submit  with  the  application  an  affidavit  of  a  regis- 
tered physician  that  he  is  familiar  with  the  applicant's 
history  of  mental  illness  and  that  in  his  opinion  the  appli- 


cant is  not  disabled  by  such  illness  in  a  manner  which 
should  prevent  his  possessing  a  firearm,  rifle  or  shotgun, 
or  (c)  has  within  the  last  ten  years  been  convicted  of  a 
violation  of  any  state  or  federal  narcotic  or  harmful  drug 
law,  or  within  that  period  has  been  released  from  con- 
finement for  such  a  conviction;  or  is  or  has  been  under 
treatment  for  or  confinement  for  drug  addiction  or  habit- 
ual drunkenness,  except  where  he  is  deemed  to  be  cured 
of  such  condition  by  a  registered  physician,  he  may  make 
application  for  said  card  after  the  expiration  of  five  years 
from  the  date  of  such  confinement  or  treatment  and  upon 
presentation  of  an  affidavit  issued  by  said  physician  to  the 
effect  that  the  physician  knows  the  applicant's  history  of 
treatment  and  that  in  his  opinion  the  applicant  is  deemed 
cured,  or  (d)  is  at  the  time  of  the  application  under  the  age 
of  fifteen,  or  (e)  is  at  the  time  of  the  application  fifteen 
years  of  age  or  over  but  under  the  age  of  eighteen,  except 
where  the  applicant  submits  with  his  application  a  certifi- 
cate of  his  parent  or  guardian  granting  the  applicant  per- 
mission to  apply  for  a  card,  or  (f)  is  an  alien,  or  (g)  within 
the  last  ten  years  has  had  issued  against  him,  pursuant  to 
paragraphs  (a),  (b),  or  (c)  of  section  3  of  chapter  209A  of 
the  General  Laws  or  any  other  law,  an  order,  whether 
temporary  or  permanent,  to  vacate  a  premises,  or  to  re- 
frain from  abusing  a  person,  or  to  refrain  from  having 
contact  with  a  person;  provided,  however,  that  if,  after  a 
hearing,  a  court  finds  that  the  issuance  of  such  a  tempo- 
rary order  was  unwarranted,  such  temporary  order  shall 
not  be  grounds  for  denial  of  an  application  for  or  a  re- 
newal of  a  firearm  identification  card,  or  (h)  is  deter- 
mined by  the  licensing  authority  not  to  be  a  suitable  per- 
son to  be  licensed  to  have  a  firearm  identification  card 
based  on  information  available  to  the  licensing  authority, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  such  person's  arrest  record, 
criminal  record,  or  court  order. 

The  licensing  authority  may  not  prescribe  any  other 
condition  for  the  issuance  of  a  card  and  it  shall  within 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  application  either  approve  the 
application  and  issue  the  card  or  deny  the  application  and 
notify  the  applicant  of  the  reason  for  such  denial  in  writ- 
ing. Pending  issuance  of  the  card,  a  receipt  for  the  fee 
paid  shall,  after  five  days  from  issuance,  serve  as  a  valid 
substitute,  unless  the  applicant  is  disqualified.  Written 
notice  of  denial  of  the  application  shall  void  the  receipt 
and  require  its  immediate  surrender.  A  card  may  be  re- 
voked or  suspended  by  the  licensing  authority  or  any  per- 
son subject  to  his  direct  authority  for  such  period  as  he 
may  set  only  upon  the  occurrence  of  any  event  which 
would  have  disqualified  the  holder  from  being  issued  the 
card.  Any  suspension  or  revocation  of  a  card  shall  be  in 
writing,  and  shall  state  the  reason  therefor.  Upon  revoca- 
tion or  suspension,  the  licensing  authority  shall  take  pos- 
session of  said  card  and  receipt  for  fee  paid  for  such  card. 

Any  applicant  or  holder  aggrieved  by  a  denial,  revoca- 
tion or  suspension  of  a  card  may  within  ninety  days  after 
receipt  of  notice  appeal  to  the  district  court  for  a  review  of 
such  action. 

Said  card  shall  be  in  a  form  prescribed  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  the  department  of  public  safety  and  shall  contain 
an  identification  number,  the  name  and  address  of  the 
holder,  his  place  and  date  of  birth,  his  height,  weight,  and 
hair  and  eye  color,  at  least  one  fingerprint  or  thumbprint 
of  the  holder,  a  contemporaneous  photograph  of  the 
holder,  and  his  signature,  and  shall  be  captioned  "Fire- 
arm Identification  Card"  and  shall  be  laminated.  The  ap- 
plication for  a  card  shall  be  made  in  multiple  on  a  form 
prescribed  by  the  commissioner  which  shall  require  the 
applicant  affirmatively  to  state  under  the  pains  and  penal- 
ties of  perjury  that  he  is  not  disqualified  for  any  of  the 
foregoing  reasons  from  possession  of  a  card. 

Said  card  shall  be  valid,  unless  earlier  revoked  or  sus- 
pended, for  a  period  of  five  years  expiring  on  the  anniver- 
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sary  of  the  holder's  date  of  birth  occurring  not  less  than 
four  years  but  not  more  than  five  years  from  the  date  of 
issue.  The  fee  for  an  application  and  card  shall  be  two 
dollars  which  shall  be  payable  to  the  licensing  authority 
and  shall  not  be  prorated  or  refunded  in  case  of  revocation 
or  denial.  The  card  holder  shall  notify,  in  writing,  both 
the  issuing  authority  and  the  commissioner  of  public 
safety  of  any  change  in  his  address.  Such  notification 
shall  be  made  within  thirty  days  of  its  occurrence. 

Upon  receipt  of  an  application  for  a  card,  the  licensing 
authority  shall  forward  a  copy  of  such  application  to  the 
commissioner  of  public  safety,  who  shall  within  twenty- 
one  days  advise  in  writing  of  any  disqualifying  criminal 
record,  if  any,  of  the  applicant  and  whether  there  is  rea- 
son to  believe  that  the  applicant  is  disqualified  for  any  of 
the  foregoing  reasons  from  possessing  a  card.  The  licens- 
ing authority,  when  in  doubt  about  the  validity  of  the  ap- 
plicant's negative  or  positive  statement  relative  to  past 
hospitalization  for  mental  disorder,  may  also  make  inqui- 
ries concerning  the  applicant  to  the  department  of  mental 
health  for  the  purpose  of  determining  eligibility  for  the 
firearm  identification  card  and  shall  receive  prompt  and 
full  cooperation  from  such  department  for  that  purpose  in 
any  investigation  of  the  applicant. 

Notwithstanding  the  requirements  of  this  act,  any  per- 
son may  submit  an  application  to  the  Boston  licensing 
authority  for  a  special  firearm  identification  card  solely 
for  the  purpose  of  possessing  and  carrying  chemical 
mace,  and  the  licensing  authority  shall  grant  said  card  to 
each  suitable  applicant.

—  The  Boston  Human  Rights  Ordinance, 
City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  12,  Chapter  9, 
Section  1,  Definitions,  Fifteenth,  "Marital  Status"  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  words  "and  Family" 
after  the  word  "Marital"  and  before  the  word  "Status", 
and  by  inserting  after  the  word  "single"  and  before  the 
semi-colon,  the  following  phrase:  "or  the  actual  or  sup- 
posed condition  of  being  or  having  been  a  member  of  a 
domestic  partnership  or  an  extended  family  registered 
pursuant  to  the  laws  of  the  City  of  Boston  or  pursuant  to 
similar  laws  enacted  by  another  jurisdiction,"  to  herein- 
after read  as  follows: 
"  'Marital  and  Family  status'  means  the  actual  or  sup- 
posed condition  of  being  or  having  been  married,  sepa- 
rated or  divorced  or  the  condition  of  being  single  or  the 
actual  or  supposed  condition  of  being  or  having  been  a 
member  of  a  domestic  partnership  or  an  extended  fam- 
ily registered  pursuant  to  the  laws  of  the  City  of  Boston 
or  pursuant  to  similar  laws  enacted  by  another  jurisdic- 
tion;" 

Wherever  the  term  "marital  status"  appears  within  the 
Boston  Human  Rights  Ordinance,  City  of  Boston  Code, 
Ordinances,  Title  12,  Chapter  9,  it  shall  be  amended  to 
read  "marital  and  family  status." 

Section  2.  —  The  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission 
Ordinance,  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  10, 
Chapters,  Section  150,  "Policy  ofthe  City  of  Boston"  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  words  "and  femily  "  af- 
ter the  word  "marital"  and  before  the  word  "status." 
Subsection  1(a)  of  Section  152,  "Function;  Powers  and 
Duties  of  the  Commission,"  of  the  Fair  Housing  Com- 
mission Ordinance  is  amended  by  inserting  the  words 
"and  family"  after  the  word  "marital"  and  before  the 
word  "status." 

Section  3.  —  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances, 
Title  12  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding  after  Chap- 
ter 9,  the  following  new  chapter: 
Chapter  10.  P*rotection  of  Families. 
Section  1.  Definitions. 
When  used  in  this  ordinance: 
A.    "Family"  shall  refer  to  the  types  of  families  de- 
fined below: 

1 .  "Domestic  Partnership"  shall  mean  two  per- 
sons who  meet  the  following  criteria  and  af- 
firm that: 

(1)  They  share  basic  living  expenses; 

(2)  They  assume  responsibility  for  the  wel- 
fare of  their  partner  and  any  dependents 
registered  pursuant  to  Section  2; 

(3)  They  are  at  least  eighteen  (18)  years  of 
age; 

(4)  They  are  competent  to  enter  into  a  con- 
tract; 

(5)  They  declare  that  they  are  each  other's 
sole  domestic  partner; 

(6)  They  are  not  married  to  anyone  or  related 
to  each  other  by  blood  closer  than  would 
bar  marriage  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts; 

(7)  They  shall  notify  the  City  Clerk  of  any 
change  in  the  status  of  their  domestic 
partnership;  and 

(8)  They  register  their  domestic  partnership 
as  set  forth  in  Section  2  of  this  ordinance; 

and  their  dependents  as  registered  pursuant  to 
Section  2. 

2.  "Extended  Family"  shall  mean  person(s) 
who  meet  the  following  criteria  and  affirm 
that: 

(1)  They  share  basic  living  expenses;

(2)  They  assume  responsibility  for  the  wel- 
fare of  the  other  members  of  the  extended 
family  and  any  dependents  registered 
pursuant  to  Section  2; 

(3)  They  are  at  least  eighteen  (18)  years  of 
age; 

(4)  They  are  competent  to  enter  into  a  con- 
tract; 

(5)  They  declare  that  they  are  not  members  of 
any  other  extended  family  registered  pur- 
suant to  this  ordinance,  and  if  they  are 
married  or  a  domestic  partner  they  de- 
clare that  their  spouse  or  domestic  partner 
is  also  declaring  his  or  her  intent  to  be  a 
member  of  the  extended  family,  and  that  it 
is  not  their  intent  to  enter  into  this  ex- 
tended family  in  violation  of  the  laws  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts; 

(6)  They  shall  notify  the  City  Clerk  of  any 
change  in  the  status  of  their  extended  fam- 
ily; and; 

(7)  They  register  their  extended  family  as  set 
forth  in  Section  2  of  this  ordinance. 

and  their  dependents  as  registered  pursuant  to 
Section  2. 
3.  "Family  by  Blood  or  Marriage"  shall  mean 
persons  related  by  blood  or  by  marriage  pur- 
suant to  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chap- 
ter 207,  or  pursuant  to  similar  laws  enacted 
by  another  jurisdiction. 

B.  "Dependent"  shall  mean  a  jjerson  registered  pur- 
suant to  Section  2,  who  has  not  registered  as  a 
domestic  partner  or  as  an  adult  member  of  an  ex- 
tended family,  and  who  receives  significant  finan- 
cial or  significant  in-kind  assistance  toward  her  or 
his  care^king  or  costs  of  food,  shelter,  utilities, 
and  essential  household  goods  from  the  domestic 
partnership  or  extended  family. 

C.  "Basic  Living  Expenses"  shall  mean  the  cost  of 
food,  shelter,  utilities  and  essential  household 
goods.  The  individuals  need  not  contribute 
equally  to  the  cost  of  these  expenses.  Labor  or 
services  in  kind  shall  be  recognized  as  contribu- 
tions to  basic  living  expenses. 

D.  "Assume  Responsibility  for  the  Welfare  of  shall 
mean  assume  an  obligation  to  provide,  if  neces- 
sary, for  a  person's  basic  living  expenses  and  to 
assume  joint  responsibility  for  any  other  ex- 
penses of  that  person  which  arise  out  of  a  program 
or  benefit  for  which  that  person  qualified  because 
of  a  statement  filed  pursuant  to  this  ordinance, 
subject  to  the  limitations  contained  in  Section  6  of 
this  ordinance. 

E.  "Domestic  Partner"  shall  mean  a  person  who 
meets  the  criteria  set  out  in  Section  1  ( A)(  1 )  of  this 
ordinance  and  registers  pursuant  to  Section  2  of 
this  ordinance. 

F.  "Member  of  an  Extended  Family"  shall  mean  a 
person  who  meets  the  criteria  set  out  in  Section 
1(A)(2)  of  this  ordinance  and  registers  pursuant 
to  Section  2  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  2.  Registration 

A.  Statement  of  Domestic  Partnership  or  Extended 
Family 

(1)  Domestic  partners  or  an  extended  family, 
who  meet  the  criteria  set  out  in  either  Section 
1(A)(1)  or  (2)  of  this  ordinance,  may  make 
an  official  record  of  their  domestic  partner- 
ship or  extended  family  by  completing,  sign- 
ing, and  submitting  to  the  City  Clerk  a  state- 
ment of  domestic  partnership  or  extended 
family.  Persons  submitting  a  statement  of  do- 
mestic partnership  or  extended  family  must 


declare  under  penalty  of  perjury  that  they 
meet  the  criteria  set  out  in  either  Section 
1(A)(1)  or  (2)  of  this  ordinance. 

(2)  The  domestic  partnership  statement  shall  in- 
clude the  names  of  the  domestic  partners,  the 
date  on  which  they  became  each  other's  do- 
mestic partners,  and  the  names  of  any  depen- 
dents of  the  domestic  partnership. 

(3)  The  extended  family  statement  shall  include 
the  names  of  all  members  of  the  extended 
family,  the  date  on  which  the  extended  family 
was  created,  and  the  names  of  any  depen- 
dents of  the  extended  family. 

Amendment  of  the  Statement  of  Extended  Family 
Extended  families  shall  amend  the  extended  fam- 
ily statement  whenever  another  person  joins  the 
extended  family,  or  one  or  more  members  of  the 
extended  family  no  longer  meet  the  requirements 
of  Section  1(A)(2)  of  this  ordinance.  Such 
amendments  shall  not  affect  the  continued  exist- 
ence of  the  extended  family.  Extended  family 
members  who  decide  to  terminate  their  member- 
ship in  the  extended  family  must  declare  under 
penalty  of  perjury  that  the  other  members  of  the 
extended  family  have  been  notified  either  person- 
ally or  by  mailing  a  copy  of  this  amendment  to 
other  members'  last  and  usual  address  by  certi- 
fied mail. 

Registration  of  Additional  Dependents 
Domestic  partners  and  extended  families  shall 
amend  their  respective  registration  statements 
whenever  additional  dependents  become  part  of 
the  domestic  partnership  or  extended  family. 
Only  those  dependents  who  are  registered  pursu- 
ant to  this  section  shall  be  considered  dependents 
of  a  domestic  partnership  or  extended  family. 
Termination  of  Domestic  Partnership  or  Ex- 
tended Family 

(1)  Either  member  of  a  domestic  partnership 
may  terminate  the  domestic  partnership  by 
filing  a  termination  statement  with  the  City 
Clerk.  Termination  of  a  domestic  partner- 
ship shall  become  effective  ninety  (90)  days 
after  the  termination  statement  is  filed  with 
the  City  Clerk,  except  that  a  domestic  part- 
nership shall  terminate  immediately  upon 
the  death  of  one  of  the  partners;  and  pro- 
vided, however,  that  all  rights  and  benefits 
extended  to  dependents  of  a  domestic  part- 
nership or  an  extended  family  shall  survive 
termination  of  the  domestic  partnership  or 
extended  family  if  the  domestic  partner  or 
extended  family  member  through  whom  the 
dependent  obtains  the  right  or  benefit  con- 
tinues to  assume  resfwnsibility  for  the  wel- 
fare of  the  dependent.  In  the  event  of  the 
death  of  one  of  the  domestic  partners,  the 
surviving  partner  shall  notify  the  City  Clerk 
by  sending  the  City  Clerk  a  copy  of  the  death 
certificate.  Any  person  filing  a  termination 
statement  must  declare  under  penalty  of  per- 
jury that  ( 1 )  the  domestic  partnership  is  ter- 
minated and  (2)  that  the  other  domestic  part- 
ner has  been  notified  either  personally  or  by 
mailing  a  copy  of  the  termination  statement 
to  the  other  domestic  partner's  last  and  usual 
address  by  certified  mail. 

(2)  An  extended  family  shall  terminate  when- 
ever only  one  member  of  that  family  remains 
registered. 

New  statements  of  domestic  partnership  or  ex- 
tended family 
No  person  may  file  a  statement  of  domestic  part- 
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nership  or  extended  family  until  any  previous  do- 
mestic partnership  or  extended  family  of  which 
they  were  a  member  has  been  effectively  termi- 
nated. 
Sections.  City  Clerk 

A.  Records 

The  City  Clerk  shall  maintain  adequate  records  of 
domestic  partnership  and  extended  family  state- 
ments showing  which  domestic  partnerships  and 
extended  families  have  been  created,  terminated, 
and  amended.  The  City  Clerk  shall  provide  forms 
as  necessary  to  those  who  request  them. 

B.  Fees  for  statements 

(1)  The  City  Clerk  shall  charge  a  fee  for  filing  a 
domestic  partnership  or  extended  family 
statement.  The  amount  of  this  fee  shall  be 
equivalent  to  the  fee  charged  to  file  a  mar- 
riage license. 

(2)  Payment  of  the  filing  fee  shall  entitle  the  per- 
son filing  the  statement  on  behalf  of  the  do- 
mestic partnership  or  extended  family  to  re- 
ceive two  copies  of  the  statement,  certified 
by  the  City  Clerk.  Certification  of  additional 
copies  of  the  statement,  or  of  copies  of 
amendment  or  termination  statements,  shall 
cost  three  (3)  dollars  per  copy. 

C .  Inspection  of  Statements 

The  City  Clerk  shall  maintain  a  written  record  of 
all  requests  to  inspect  domestic  partnership  and 
extended  family  registration  statements.  This 
written  record  shall  include  the  name  of  the  per- 
son making  the  request  and  shall  identify  the  par- 
ticular document  requested.  This  written  record 
shall  be  available  to  the  public  upon  request. 

Section  4.  Visitation  and  Other  Rights 

A.    Health  Care  Facilities 

(1)  All  health  care  facilities,  including  but  not 
limited  to  hospitals,  convalescent  facilities, 
mental  health  care  facilities  or  other  long 
term  care  facilities,  shall  afford  domestic 
partners  the  same  visitation  rights  as  af- 
forded to  a  spouse  or  parent  of  a  patient,  and 
shall  afford  dependents  of  the  domestic  part- 
nership the  same  visitation  rights  as  afforded 
to  a  patient 's  child .  For  the  purpose  of  visita- 
tion rights  pursuant  to  this  section,  an  indi- 
vidual who  would  be  eligible  for  recognition 
under  the  laws  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  do- 
mestic partner  or  as  the  dependent  of  a  do- 
mestic partnership,  but  who  has  not  so  regis- 
tered, shall  be  afforded  such  recognition 
upon  the  submission  to  the  health  care  facil- 
ity of  a  statement  signed  under  penalty  of 
perjury  that  the  individual  meets  the  require- 
ments of  a  domestic  partner  or  dejjendent  as 
defined  in  this  ordinance.  This  statement 
shall  have  no  other  effect  beyond  providing 
the  individual  with  visitation  rights  equiva- 
lent to  those  of  a  spouse,  child  or  parent  of  a 
patient.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the 
health  care  facility  to  inform  individuals  of 
this  right  upon  denial  of  visitation  where  a 
spouse,  child  or  parent  would  have  been  af- 
forded visitation  rights; 

(2)  All  health  care  facilities,  including  but  not 
limited  to  hospitals,  convalescent  facilities, 
mental  health  care  facilities  or  other  long 
term  care  facilities,  shall  afford  all  extended 
family  members  of  a  patient  the  same  visita- 
tion rights  as  afforded  to  a  family  member  by 
blood  or  marriage,  and  shall  afford  all  de- 
pendents of  the  extended  family  the  same  vis- 
itation rights  afforded  to  a  patient's  child. 


For  the  purpose  of  visitation  rights  pursuant 
to  this  section,  an  individual  who  would  be 
eligible  for  recognition  under  the  laws  of  the 
City  of  Boston  as  an  extended  family  mem- 
ber or  as  the  dependent  of  an  extended  fam- 
ily, but  who  has  not  so  registered,  shall  be 
afforded  such  recognition  upon  the  submis- 
sion to  the  health  care  facility  of  a  statement 
signed  under  penalty  of  perjury  that  the  indi- 
vidual meets  the  requirements  of  a  member 
of  an  extended  family  or  dependent  as  de- 
fined in  this  ordinance.  This  statement  shall 
have  no  other  effect  beyond  providing  the  in- 
dividual with  visitation  rights  equivalent  to 
those  of  a  family  member  by  blood  or  by 
marriage.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the 
health  care  facility  to  inform  individuals  of 
this  right  upon  denial  of  visitation  where  a 
family  member  by  blood  or  by  marriage 
would  have  been  afforded  visitation  rights. 
B .  Jail ,  Prison ,  and  Juvenile  Correction  Centers  Vis- 
itation 

(1)  All  jails,  prisons  and  juvenile  correction  cen- 
ters shall  afford  domestic  partners  the  same 
visitation  rights  afforded  to  a  spouse  or  par- 
ent of  an  inmate,  and  shall  afford  dependents 
of  the  domestic  partnership  the  same  visita- 
tion rights  afforded  to  an  inmate's  child.  For 
the  purpose  of  visitation  rights  pursuant  to 
this  section,  an  individual  who  would  be  eli- 
gible for  recognition  under  the  laws  of  the 
City  of  Boston  as  a  domestic  partner  or  as  the 
dependent  of  a  domestic  partnership,  but 
who  has  not  so  registered,  shall  be  afforded 
such  recognition  upon  the  submission  to  the 
jail,  prison  or  juvenile  correction  center  of  a 
statement  signed  under  penalty  of  perjury 
that  the  individual  meets  the  requirements  of 
a  domestic  partner  or  dependent  as  defined 
in  this  ordinance.  This  statement  shall  have 
no  other  effect  beyond  providing  the  individ- 
ual with  visitation  rights  equivalent  to  those 
of  a  spouse,  child  or  parent  of  an  inmate.  It 
shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  jail,  prison 
or  juvenile  correction  center  to  inform  indi- 
viduals of  this  right  upon  denial  of  visitation 
where  a  spouse,  child  or  parent  would  have 
been  afforded  visitation  rights; 

(2)  All  jails,  prisons  and  juvenile  correction  cen- 
ters shall  afford  all  extended  family  mem- 
bers of  an  inmate  the  same  visitation  rights 
afforded  a  family  member  by  blood  or  by 
marriage,  and  shall  afford  all  dependents  of 
the  extended  family  the  same  visitation  rights 
afforded  to  an  inmate's  child.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  visitation  rights  pursuant  to  this  sec- 
tion, an  individual  who  would  be  eligible  for 
recognition  under  the  laws  of  the  City  of 
Boston  as  an  extended  family  member  or  as  a 
dependent  of  an  extended  family,  but  who 
has  not  so  registered,  shall  be  afforded  such 
recognition  upon  the  submission  to  the  jail, 
prison  or  juvenile  correction  center  of  a 
statement  signed  under  penalty  of  pierjury 
that  the  individual  meets  the  requirements  of 
an  extended  family  member  or  dependent  as 
defined  in  this  ordinance.  This  statement 
shall  have  no  other  effect  beyond  providing 
the  individual  with  visitation  rights  equiva- 
lent to  those  of  a  family  member  by  blood  or 
by  marriage.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of 
the  jail,  prison  or  juvenile  correction  center 
to  inform  individuals  of  this  right  upon  de- 
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nial  of  visitation  where  a  family  member  by 
blood  or  by  marriage  would  have  been  af- 
forded visitation  rights. 
C.    Schools  and  Day  Care  Centers 

(1)  All  schools  and  day  care  centers  shall  afford 
both  members  of  a  domestic  partnership 
equal  access  to  records  pertaining  to  a  de- 
pendent of  the  domestic  partnership  to  the 
extent  permissible  under  state  law.  Such 
schools  and  day  care  centers  shall  afford 
both  members  of  a  domestic  partnership  the 
same  rights  and  access  to  employees  in  mat- 
ters concerning  their  dependent  to  which  any 
biological  parent  of  a  child  enrolled  in  that 
school  or  day  care  center  would  be  entitle. 

(2)  All  schools  and  day  care  centers  shall  afford 
adult  members  of  an  extended  family  equal 
access  to  records  pertaining  to  a  dependent 
of  the  extended  farnily  to  the  extent  permissi- 
ble under  state  law.  Such  schools  and  day 
care  centers  shall  afford  adult  members  of  an 
extended  family  the  same  rights  and  access 
to  employees  in  matters  concerning  their  de- 
pendent to  which  any  biological  parent  of  a 
child  enrolled  in  that  school  or  day  care  cen- 
ter would  be  entitled. 

(3)  All  schools  and  day  care  centers  shall  con- 
sider dependents  of  a  domestic  partnership 
or  an  extended  family  to  be  siblings,  and 
shall  treat  them  in  the  same  manner  they  treat 
siblings  of  any  other  family. 

Section  5.  Employment  Benefits 

The  City  of  Boston  shall  within  ninety  (90)  days  of  the 
enactment  of  this  ordinance  provide  the  same  health  and 
other  employment  fringe  benefits  to  the  spouse  and  other 
employment  fringe  benefits  it  provides  to  the  spouses  and 
dependent(s)  of  its  married  employees  to  its  employees' 
domestic  partners,  extended  family  members  and  their 
dependent(s)  who  register  their  domestic  partnerships 
and  extended  families  pursuant  to  this  ordinance.  If  reg- 
istration of  a  dependent  occurs  within  thirty  (30)  days 
after  the  dependent  first  meets  the  criteria  set  out  in  Sec- 
tion ICB),  the  domestic  partner  or  extended  family  mem- 
ber shall  be  entitled  to  benefits  for  that  dependent  as  of 
the  date  the  dependent  first  meets  the  criteria  set  out  in 
Section  1(B). 

Section  6.  Limitation  of  Liabilities 

Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  create 
additional  legal  liabilities  greater  than  those  already  ex- 
isting under  law  or  to  create  any  new  private  causes  of 
action;  provided,  however,  that  third  parties  who  convey 
specific  tangible  benefits  in  reliance  upwn  a  statement 
filed  in  accordance  with  this  ordinance  shall  have  re- 
course against  the  domestic  partners  or  members  of  the 
extended  family  for  basic  living  expenses  or  other  liabili- 
ties specifically  incurred  for  the  benefit  of  the  domestic 
partnership  or  extended  femily  as  a  unit.  Furthermore,  a 
person's  assumption  of  responsibility  for  the  medical  ex- 
penses of  a  domestic  partner,  extended  family  member  or 
dependent  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  impose  liability  upon  that  person  in  excess  of  the 
actual  cost  to  the  person 's  employer  of  extending  medical 
benefits  to  the  domestic  partner,  extended  family  mem- 
ber or  dependent;  and  further  provided  that  a  person's 
assumption  of  responsibility  for  any  other  expenses  of  a 
domestic  partner,  extended  family  member  or  dependent 
pursuant  to  this  ordinance  shall  not  be  construed  to  im- 
pose liability  upon  that  person  in  excess  of  either  1)  the 
actual  cost  to  the  provider  of  extending  that  benefit  or 
program  to  that  domestic  partner,  extended  family  mem- 
ber or  dependent,  or  2)  the  fair  market  value  of  that  pro- 
gram or  benefit  as  of  the  date  that  program  or  benefit  is 
extended  to  the  domestic  partner,  extended  fiamlly  mem- 


ber or  dependent,  whichever  amount  is  less.  There  shall 
be  no  joint  liability  for  any  expense  incurred  after  a  ter- 
mination statement  has  been  filed  unless  both  domestic 
partners  or  all  members  of  the  extended  family  approve 
incurring  that  expense  on  the  behalf  of  the  domestic  part- 
nership or  extended  family  as  a  unit. 

Section  7.  Reciprocity 

All  rights,  privileges,  and  benefits  extended  to  domes- 
tic partnerships  and  extended  families  registered  pursu- 
ant to  this  ordinance  shall  also  be  extended  to  domestic 
partnerships  and  extended  families  registered  pursuant  to 
similar  laws  enacted  in  other  jurisdictions. 

Section  8.  Retaliation 

No  person  who  seeks  the  benefit  of  this  ordinance,  reg- 
isters pursuant  to  its  provisions,  or  assists  another  person 
in  obtaining  the  benefits  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  dis- 
criminated against  in  any  way  for  doing  so.  Any  person 
who  so  discriminates  shall  be  penalized  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Boston  Human  Rights  Ordi- 
nance. 

Section  9.  Severability 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable.  If  any 
of  its  provisions  are  held  invalid  by  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  all  other  provisions  shall  continue  in  full 
force  and  effect. 

Section  10.  Forms

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  Two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  new  cases  of 
AIDS  were  reported  in  Boston  during  1991,  with  fifty 
(50)  new  cases  reported  in  May  of  1992;  and 

Whereas,  10,981  cases  of  chlamydia,  5,983  cases  of 
gonorrhea,  and  1 ,394  cases  of  syphilis  were  reported  in 
Massachusetts  in  1991;  and 

Whereas,  The  continued  transmission  of  these  sexually 
transmitted  diseases  constitutes  a  public  health  emer- 
gency for  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  risk  of  transmission  of  all  of  these  sexu- 
ally transmitted  diseases  can  be  greatly  reduced  through 
the  use  of  latex  condoms;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  shown  that  wider  availability  of 
condoms  can  help  decrease  the  incidence  of  sexually 
transmitted  diseases;  and 

Whereas,  Further  availability  of  condoms  in  establish- 
ments with  entertainment  licenses  will  send  a  message  of 
responsibility  to  all  segments  of  society ;  Now,  therefore, 
belt 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Chapter  17-13  of  the  City  of  Boston  Code  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  the  following  new  sections,  to  be  ap- 
propriately numbered  by  the  City  Clerk: 

Prevention  of  Sexually  Transmitted  Diseases 

Section  1 .  Declaration  of  Public  Health  Emergency 

The  spread  of  sexually  transmitted  diseases  (STDs)  in- 
cluding acquired  immune  deficiency  syndrome  (AIDS) 


and  Human  Immunodeficiency  Virus  (HIV)  infection, 
has  created  a  public  health  emergency.  The  spread  of 
these  diseases  can  be  limited  through  the  availability  of 
affordable,  high  quality  latex  condoms  in  certain  places 
of  public  accommodation. 

Section  2 .  Requirement  of  Vending  Machines  which 
Dispense  Condoms 

A.  In  order  to  be  granted  an  annual  seven-day  enter- 
tainment license  from  the  Licensing  Division  of  the  May- 
or's Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  and  Licensing,  appli- 
cants must  install  and  maintain  coin-operated  vending 
machines  which  dispense  affordable,  high-quality  latex 
condoms.  Current  holders  of  annual  seven-day  entertain- 
ment licenses  from  the  Licensing  Division  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  and  Licensing  must  install 
and  maintain  coin-operated  vending  machines  which  dis- 
pense affordable,  high  quality  latex  condoms  in  order  to 
continue  to  be  licensed. 

B .  The  condom  vending  machines  shall  be  located  in  a 
publicly  accessible  place  or  in  at  least  one  male  and  one 
female  rest  room,  and  shall  display  a  sticker  prepared  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  which  will 
provide  telephone  numbers  for  referral  and  information 
concerning  STDs,  including  AIDS. 

C.  For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  a  "high  quality 
latex  condom"  means  a  condom  which  is  made  of  latex,  a 
specific  typ)e  of  rubber  product  that  has  no  pores,  and 
which  is  tested  and  approved  by  the  U.S.  Food  and  Drug 
Administration. 

Section  3.  List  of  Vending  Machine  Ojjerators 
The  Licensing  Division  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Con- 
sumer Affairs  and  Licensing  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  shall  maintain  a  list  of  vending  ma- 
chine operators  who  agree  to  install  and  maintain  the 
vending  machines  in  continuous  working  order  at  no  cost 
to  the  owners  or  lessees  of  the  licensed  premises. 
Section  4.  Exemptions. 

A.  This  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  any  annual  seven- 
day  entertainment  license  holder  whose  establishment  is 
not  required  to  have  a  rest  room.

Whereas,  The  recession  has  had  a  tremendous  nega- 
tive impact  on  middle  and  working  class  families  in 
Boston  especially  in  terms  of  their  ability  to  access  credit 
for  home  mortgages,  home  improvement  loans,  con- 
struction loans  and  small  business  expansion;  and 


Whereas,  Access  to  capital  is  essential  to  improving 
and  maintaining  the  quality  of  life  in  neighborhoods;  and 

Whereas,  Neighborhoods  which  do  not  have  sufficient 
access  to  banking  services  suffer  from  substandard  living 
conditions  including  poor  housing,  high  crime  rates,  and 
inferior  health  outcomes;  and 

Whereas,  The  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  Boston  re- 
cently released  a  landmark  study  on  the  1990  Home 
Mortgage  Disclosure  Act  (HMDA)  reports;  and 

Whereas,  The  Federal  Reserve  ref)ort,  the  first  of  its 
kind  in  the  nation,  considered  over  forty  different  criteria 
that  are  used  in  mortgage  decisions,  including  such  fac- 
tors as  credit  and  employment  history,  total  debt,  net 
worth,  income,  gender,  and  location  of  prospective 
homes;  and 

Whereas,  When  all  these  factors  are  considered,  Afri- 
can American  and  Latino  applicants  were  approximately 
60%  more  likely  to  be  denied  a  mortgage  than  whites, 
even  when  the  applicants  were  equally  creditworthy;  and 

Whereas,  The  Federal  Reserve  report  is  the  latest  and 
most  potent  example  in  a  substantial  array  of  evidence 
that  reveals  discrimination  based  on  race  is  rampant  in

Whereas,  In  1989-90,  the  City  Council  passed  an  Or- 
dinance and  the  Mayor  issued  an  executive  order,  which

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SUMMARY 

This  proposed  law  would  establish  a  Health  Protection 
Fund  to  pay  for  health  programs  relating  to  tobacco  use, 
including  distribution  of  information  about  tobacco  use, 
to  be  financed  by  a  new  excise  tax  on  cigarettes  and 
smokeless  tobacco.  The  Health  Protection  Fund  would 
be  used,  subject  to  appropriation  by  the  state  Legislature, 
to  supplement  existing  funding  for  the  following  pur- 
poses: school  health  education  programs  including  infor- 
mation about  the  hazards  of  tobacco  use;  smoking  pre- 
vention and  smoking  cessation  programs  in  the 
workplace  and  community;  tobacco-related  public  serv- 
ice advertising;  drug  education  programs;  support  of 
prenatal  and  maternal  care  at  community  health  centers 
which  provide  programs  on  smoking  cessation  and  infor- 
mation on  the  harmful  effects  of  smoking;  and  monitor- 
ing by  the  state  Department  of  Public  Health  of  illness 
and  death  associated  with  tobacco. 

The  proposed  law  would  establish  a  new  excise  tax  of 
one  and  one-quarter  cents  per  cigarette  (twenty-five 
cents  per  pack  of  20)  and  twenty-five  percent  of  the 
wholesale  price  of  smokeless  tobacco.  This  excise  would 
be  in  addition  to  the  excise  already  imposed  on  cigarettes 
and  smokeless  tobacco.  The  new  excise  would  be  col- 
lected by  the  state  Department  of  Revenue  under  the 
same  procedures  that  apply  to  the  existing  tobacco  ex- 
cise. 

The  proposed  law  would  direct  the  State  Comptroller 
to  report  annually  on  the  revenues  and  expenditures  of 
the  Health  Protection  Fund.  The  proposed  law  states  that 
if  any  of  its  provisions  were  found  invalid,  the  other  pro- 
visions would  remain  in  effect.  The  proposed  law  would 
go  into  effect  on  January  1 ,  1993.

This  proposed  law  would  require  certain  banks,  insur- 
ance companies  and  publicly-traded  corporations  to  file 
annual  reports  with  the  Massachusetts  Secretary  of  State 
listing  information  from  their  state  tax  remms,  including 
profit,  income,  corporate  income  tax  due,  deductions, 
exemptions  and  creidits.  These  reports  would  be  made 
public.  This  provision  would  apply  only  to  those  banks, 
insurance  companies  and  publicly-traded  corjxjrations 
required  by  federal  and  other  Massachusetts  laws  to  dis- 
close information  concerning  their  federal  tax  payments. 

The  proposed  law  would  also  require  the  annual  re- 
lease by  state  officials  of  a  detailed  analysis  of  certain  tax 
expenditures  enacted  or  changed  after  January  1,  1988. 
State  law  defines  a  tax  expenditure  as  an  exemption,  ex- 
clusion, deduction,  or  credit  that  results  in  less  corpo- 
rate, sales,  or  income  tax  revenue  for  the  state.  This  anal- 
ysis would  be  required  only  for  tax  expenditures  with  an 
annual  revenue  impact  of  $  1 ,000,000  or  more .  The  anal- 
ysis would  include  information  on  the  actual  revenue 
loss,  as  well  as  the  number  and  proportion  of  taxpayers 
or  taxpaying  entities  benefiting  from  the  tax  expenditure, 
according  to  income,  profit,  receipts  or  sales.

SUMMARY 

This  proposed  law  would  require  all  packaging  used  in 
Massachsetts  on  or  after  July  1,  1996  to  be  reduced  in 
size,  reusable,  or  made  of  materials  that  have  been  or 
could  be  recycled.  The  proposed  law  would  provide  for 
exemptions  for  health,  safety,  and  other  reasons  and 
would  establish  f>enalties  for  violations. 

Packaging  would  have  to  be  either  reduced  in  size  by  at 
least  25%  every  five  years;  or  designed  to  be  reusable  at 
least  five  times,  with  at  least  50%  of  such  packaging  ac- 
tually being  reused;  or  recycled  at  a  50%  rate;  or  com- 
posed of  25  %  or  more  of  recycled  materials  (increasing 
to  35%  on  July  1,  1999  and  50%  on  July  1,  2002);  or 
composed  of  materials  being  recycled  at  an  annual  rate  of 
25%  (increasing  to  35%  in  1999  and  50%  in  2002).  The 
requirements  would  apply  to  any  packaging  or  contain- 
ers used  to  protect,  store,  handle,  transport,  display,  or 
sell  products. 

These  requirements  would  not  be  applicable  to 
tamper-resistant  or  tamper-evident  seals;  packaging  for 
medication  or  medical  devises;  packaging  merely  being 
shipped  through  the  state;  packaging  required  by  federd 
or  state  health  or  safety  laws  or  regulations;  or  flexible 
film  packaging  necessary  to  prevent  food  from  spoiling. 

The  state  Department  of  Environmental  Protection 
could  also  grant  exemptions  for  packaging  that  repre- 
sents an  innovative  approach  for  which  additional  time  is 
needed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  law;  or  packaging 
made  of  material  that  cannot  be  reused  or  recycled,  and 
cannot  be  made  of  recycled  material,  but  is  being  com- 
posted at  a  significant  rate;  or  products  for  which  there  is 
no  complying  packaging  and  for  which  compliance  with 
the  law  would  impose  undue  hardship  (other  than  in- 
creased cost)  on  Massachusetts  residents.  A  person  ap- 
plying for  an  exemption  would  pay  a  fee  to  be  used,  sub- 
ject to  legislative  appropriation,  to  pay  the  cost  of 
administering  the  proposed  law. 

The  Department  would  be  required  to  issue  regulations 
to  carry  out  the  proposed  law  and  would  be  required  to 
investigate  suspected  violations.  After  issuing  a  warn- 
ing, the  Department  could  assess  administrative  penal- 
ties of  up  to  $100  for  each  offense  and  up  to  $10,000  for 
any  single  shipment  or  single  continuing  act  of  non- 
compliance. The  state  Attorney  General  could  also  file 
court  actions  for  civil  penalties  of  up  to  $500  for  each 
offense  and  up  to  $25,000  for  any  single  shipment  or 
continuing  act  of  non-compliance,  and  could  seek  a  court 
order  requiring  compliance.  Each  non-complying  piece 
of  packaging  would  be  considered  a  separate  offense  or 
act  of  non-compliance. 

The  proposed  law  states  that  if  any  of  its  provisions 
were  declared  invalid,  the  other  provisions  would  re- 
main in  effect.

SUMMARY 

This  proposed  law  would  impose  an  excise  tax  on  oil, 
toxic  chemicals,  and  other  hazardous  substances,  and 
would  direct  that  the  money  raised,  along  with  the  fees 
paid  by  hazardous  waste  transporters  and  specific  reve- 
nues under  other  state  laws,  be  deposited  in  the  state  En- 
vironmental Challenge  Fund.  Money  in  the  Fund  would 
be  used,  subject  to  legislative  appropriation,  to  assess 
and  clean  up  sites  that  have  been  or  may  be  contaminated 
by  oil  or  hazardous  materials,  and  to  carry  out  and  en- 
force the  excise. 
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As  of  July  1 ,  1993,  the  excise  would  apply  to  persons, 
businesses,  and  other  entities  possessing  50,000  pounds 
or  more  of  oil  and  toxic  chemicals  covered  by  the  pro- 
posed law.  Toxic  chemicals  would  be  covered  if  classi- 
fied as  toxic  by  the  federal  Environmental  Protection  Ad- 
ministration (EPA)  under  federal  law.  As  of  July  1, 
1994,  substances  listed  as  hazardous  by  the  EPA  under 
federal  law  would  also  become  subject  to  the  excise. 

Until  June  30,  1995,  the  excise  would  be  two-tenths  of 
one  cent  ($0,002)  per  pound.  In  later  years,  the  state 
Commissioner  of  Revenue  would  set  the  excise  rate  at  a 
level,  not  to  exceed  two-tenths  of  one  cent  per  pound, 
sufficient  to  yield  $35  million  annually  in  1995  dollars. 

The  excise  would  not  apply  to  gasoline  or  other  special 
engine  fuels,  jet  fuel  taxed  under  other  state  law,  num- 
bers 1  or  2  fuel  oil,  kerosene,  animal  or  vegetable  oil,  or 
waste  oil  classified  as  hazardous  waste  under  other  state 
law.  Nor  would  the  excise  apply  to  oils,  toxic  chemicals, 
or  hazardous  substances  merely  being  shipped  through 
Massachusetts;  or  contained  in  a  consumer  product  in- 
tended for  retail  sale;  or  present  in  a  mixture  at  a  concen- 
tration of  less  than  one  percent;  or  present  in  hazardous 
waste  being  transported  by  a  licensed  hazardous  waste 
transporter  who  had  paid  or  will  pay  a  transfer  fee  under 
state  law;  or  for  which  the  excise  tax  has  already  been 
paid  under  the  proposed  law  and  which  have  not  been 
reprocessed  or  recycled  since  payment  of  the  excise. 

The  excise  also  would  not  apply  to  oils,  toxic  chemi- 
cals, or  hazardous  substances  that  are  possessed  by  indi- 
viduals for  personal,  non-business  purposes;  or  are  con- 
tained in  vehicles  or  vessels  intended  to  be  used  for 
normal  purposes;  or  are  produced  in  Massachusetts  as  a 
by-product  of  pollution  control  equipment  or  the  clean- 
up of  hazardous  materials  and  are  handled  in  compliance 
with  federal  and  state  environmental  laws.  Finally,  the 
excise  would  not  apply  to  toxic  chemicals  or  hazardous 
substances  in  a  manufactured  product  the  use  of  which 
requires  a  specific  shape  or  design  and  which  does  not 
release  toxic  substances  under  normal  use. 

Under  the  proposed  law,  the  excise  would  ordinarily 
be  collected  from  the  first  person  or  business  within 
Massachusetts  to  come  into  possession  of  materials  sub- 
ject to  the  tax.  If  that  person  or  business  had  not  paid  the 
excise  a  later  possessor  could  be  required  to  pay  the  ex- 
cise and  could  then  recover  a  corresponding  amount 
from  the  first  possessor.  The  proposed  law  would  pro- 
vide credits  for  excises  paid  on  materials  that  become 
ingredients  in  the  manufacture  of  other  materials  subject 
to  the  tax,  and  it  would  provide  credits  for  similar  excises 
or  taxes  paid  to  other  states. 

Persons  possessing  more  than  25,000  pounds  of  mate- 
rials subject  to  the  excise  in  any  six-month  period  would 
be  required  to  obtain  a  license  from  the  Commissioner  of 
Revenue.  The  Commissioner  could  issue  regulations  es- 
tablishing record-keeping  and  reporting  requirements 
for  persons  possessing  such  materials.  The  Commis- 
sioner would  collect  the  excise  through  procedures  simi- 
lar to  those  for  other  state  taxes  and  could  issue  regula- 
tion to  implement  the  proposed  law. 

The  proposed  law  states  that  if  any  of  its  provisions 
were  declared  invalid,  the  other  provisions  would  re- 
main in  effect.

Whereas,  On  September  24,  1992,  the  city's  Maternal 
Health  Commission  released  its  annual  repwrt  concern- 
ing infant  mortality  in  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  According  to  the  report,  while  the  rate  of 
infant  mortality  is  decreasing  for  all  of  Boston,  the  rate  of 
infant  deaths  in  the  city's  communities  of  color  remain 
alarmingly  high.  Boston's  overall  infant  mortality  is 
10.2  per  cent  1,000  live  births,  while  in  Mattapan,  for 
example,  the  rate  is  twice  as  high,  19.9%;  and 

Whereas,  The  rate  of  infant  mortality  can  be  drasti- 
cally reduced  if  women  get  "early,  regular,  and  compre- 
hensive prenatal  care",  and  hospital  efforts  toward 
community-based  care  are  increased,  as  noted  in  the  Ma- 
ternal Health  Commission  Report;  and 

Whereas,  Prenatal  programs  have  not  reached  those 
women  who  are  most  vulnurable  in  our  society:  poor, 
homeless,  women  of  color,  drug  abusers,  and  women 
who  do  not  speak  English  as  their  first  language;  and 

Whereas,  Substance  abuse  and  alcohol  treatment  pro- 
grams for  pregnant  and  parenting  women  are  still  in  great 
demand  and  short  supply;  and 

Whereas,  The  majority  of  funds  pledged  by  teaching 
hospitals  to  combat  infant  mortality  have  not  reached  the 
community  based  programs  which  have  been  on  the  fore- 
front of  maternal  health  care  for  many  years;  and 

Whereas,  There  must  be  an  organized  and  coordinated 
effort  to  deliver  prenatal  and  maternal  care  which  in- 
volves the  community  and  is  designed  to  help  those 
women  most  in  need  of  care;  and 

Whereas,  Putting  an  end  to  the  unacceptably  high  rates 
of  infant  mortality,  particularly  in  communities  of  color, 
must  be  given  the  highest  priority  by  community  leaders, 
city  administration  officials  and  health  care  providers; 
Be  It  Therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council's  Committee  on  Public 
Health  shall  convene  a  public  hearing  to  review  the  Ma- 
ternal Health  Commission  Report,  examine  current  ef- 
forts, and  ascertain  what  further  measures  should  be  un- 
dertaken to  stem  the  tide  of  infant  deaths.

Section  One.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  word 
"keg"  shall  mean  any  container  capable  of  holding  malt 
beverages  to  be  dispensed  from  a  tap,  faucet,  or  other 
draughting  device. 

Section  Two.  Notwithstanding  the  provision  of  chap- 
ter 138  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  or  any  other 
general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  in  the  city  of 
Boston  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  possess  any  keg  containing 
malt  beverages  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  from  the 
licensing  board  for  the  city  of  Boston.  The  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  possession  of  a  keg  contain- 
ing malt  beverages  by  any  person  licensed  or  permitted 
pursuant  to  chapter  1 38  of  the  General  Laws.  The  provi- 
sions of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  possession  of  a  keg 
containing  malt  beverages  by  any  person  while  in  transit 
from  or  through  the  city  of  Boston  to  any  other  city  or 
town. 

Section  Three.  The  fee  for  permits  granted  under  this 
act  shall  be  fixed  from  time  to  time  by  the  licensing  board 
for  the  city  of  Boston.

Whereas,  Mortgage  underwriting  is  a  subjective  proc- 
ess, and  banks  rely  on  third  party  companies  for  informa- 
tion on  credit  histories  and  appraisals;  and 

Whereas,  A  number  of  banks  look  at  an  applicant's 
actual  credit  history,  not  their  intent  to  have  good  credit 
when  isolated  incidences  may  have  occurred  in  the  past 
which  adversely  affected  their  credit  history,  but  that

Whereas,  Banks  are  continually  rejecting  applicants

SECTION  ONE:  DEFINITIONS 

(a)  applicant  shall  mean  any  person  who  applies  for  a 
home  equity  loan,  home  improvement  loan,  or  a  residen- 
tial mortgage  loan  on  property  located  in  the  common- 
wealth of  four  units  or  less  and  occupied  in  whole  or  in 
part  by  the  applicant. 

(b)  Financial  institution  shall  mean  any  commercial 
bank,  savings  bank,  savings  and  loan  association,  credit 
union,  cooperative  bank,  mutual  bank,  trust  company, 
private  mortgage  insurance  company,  or  other  entity  li- 
censed by  the  State  Commissioner  of  Banks  and  Banking 
holding  either  a  mortgage  broker's  or  mortgage  lender's 
license  and  doing  business  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  which  makes  mortgage,  home  equity,  or 
home  improvement  loans. 

(c)  Home  improvement  or  rehabilitation  loan  shall 
mean  a  loan,  the  proceeds  of  which  are  to  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  repairing,  rehabilitating  or  remodeling  an  ex- 
isting residential  dwelling. 

(d)  Mortgage  loan  and  home  equity  loan  shall  mean  a 
loan  which  is  secured  by  residential  property. 

(e)  Redlining  shall  mean  the  practice  of  systematically 
denying  credit  on  the  basis  of  the  geographical  location 
of  the  borrower  or  property  to  be  borrowed  against. 

(f)  Commissioner  shall  mean  State  Banking  Commis- 
sioner. 

(g)  Mortgagee  shall  mean  any  person  making  five  or 
more  mortgage  loans  in  any  calendar  year  on  residential 
property  located  in  the  commonwealth  of  four  units  or 
less  and  occupied  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  mortgagor. 

(h)  The  Board  shall  mean  the  Boston  Mortgage  Review 
Board. 

(i)  Loan  shall  mean  mortgage  loan,  home  equity  loan, 
rehabilitation  loan,  or  home  improvement  loan. 
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SECTION  TWO:  CITY  OF  BOSTON 
MORTGAGE  REVIEW  BOARD 

Notwithstanding  chapter  167  section  14A  or  any  spe- 
cial or  general  law  to  the  contrary,  there  shall  be  in 
Boston  a  Mortgage  Review  Board  operating  in  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  as  follows: 

(a)  The  Board  consists  of  seven  members,  four  (4)  of 
whom  shall  be  underwriters  from  financial  institutions  in 
Boston,  and  three  (3)  of  whom  shall  be  community  repre- 
sentatives. 

(i)  The  four  (4)  underwriters  shall  represent  finan- 
cial institutions  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  shall 
live  or  work  in  the  City  of  Boston.  At  least  one 
underwriter  shall  represent  a  private  mortgage 
insurance  company.  Underwriters  shall  be  se- 
lected from  a  pool  of  participating  financial  insti- 
tutions with  no  more  than  two  (2)  underwriters 
from  a  financial  institution  with  a  high  mortgage 
acceptance  percentage  rate  as  reported  by  the 
Federal  Reserve  Bank, 
(ii)  One  (1)  community  representative  shall  be  se- 
lected by  an  organization  that  seeks  to  address 
the  housing  needs  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
shall  live  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Two  (2)  of  the 
community  representatives  shall  live  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  and  shall  reside  in  the  neighborhoods 
of  the  City  most  affected  by  redlining  activities. 

(b)  The  Commissioner  shall  provide  proper  minority 
and  geographical  representation  in  the  membership  of 
the  Board. 

(c)  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  any  member  of 
the  Board,  a  successor  shall  be  appointed,  in  like  man- 
ner, for  terms  as  follows: 

(1)  Underwriters  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  six  (6) 
months.  At  the  Board's  inception,  underwriters 
shall  serve  a  period  of  six  (6)  months,  eight  (8) 
months,  ten  (10)  months,  and  twelve  (12) 
months,  respectively,  and  shall  serve  six  (6) 
months  thereafter  on  staggered  terms. 

(2)  Community  representatives  shall  serve  for  a 
term  of  one  (1)  year.  At  the  Board's  inception, 
community  representatives  shall  serve  a  period 
of  one  (1)  year,  two  (2)  years,  and  three  (3) 
years,  respectively,  and  shall  serve  one  (1)  year 
thereafter  on  staggered  terms. 

(d)  No  member  shall  be  appointed  for  more  than  two 
consecutive  terms.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy,  the  Com- 
missioner may,  in  like  manner,  appoint  a  member  who 
shall  serve  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term. 

(e)  Members  of  the  Board  shall  serve  without  compen- 
sation, and  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duties. 

(f)  The  Commissioner  may  promulgate  rules  and  regu- 
lations governing  the  establishment,  operation  and  pro- 
cedures of  said  mortgage  review  Board. 

(g)  The  mortgage  review  board  shall  meet  on  a  regular 
basis,  but  no  less  than  monthly,  to  review  each  residen- 
tial mortgage  denial  that  an  applicant  believes  was  denied 
on  the  basis  of  geographical  location  or  reasons  other 
than  creditworthiness.  Any  applicant  whose  loan  appli- 
cation is  denied  by  any  mortgagee  making  five  or  more 
mortgage  loans  in  any  calendar  year  on  residential  prop- 
erty located  in  the  commonwealth  of  four  units  or  less 
and  occupied  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  mortgagor  shall 
be  instructed  by  the  mortgagee,  in  writing,  at  the  time  of 
denial  of  his  right  to  appeal  any  such  denial  to  the  Boston 
mortgage  review  board.  At  the  time  of  the  applicant's 
loan  denial,  the  Board  shall  be  notified  by  the  financial 
institution  declining  the  loan  that  the  applicant's  loan  has 
been  declined. 

(h)  Said  Board  shall  review  each  submitted  loan  appli- 
cation, upon  the  applicant's  request,  make  its  determina- 


tion and  advise  the  applicant  thereof,  in  writing,  within 
thirty  (30)  days  of  such  appeal  of  a  loan  denial.  The  deci- 
sion of  the  Board  shall  be  subject  to  review  in  the  manner 
provided  in  chapter  thirty  A,  or  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  sixty-four  of  chapter  one  hundred 
and  eighty-three. 

(i)  If  the  Board  confirms  the  original  denial,  the  Board 
must  state,  in  writing,  the  reasons  why  the  original  denial 
was  accurate  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  Board's  re- 
view. 

(j)  If  the  Board  makes  a  determination  that  the  denial 
was  made  on  the  basis  that  the  property  is  located  in  a 
specific  neighborhood  or  geographic  area  or  that  it  was 
denied  for  a  reason  other  than  creditworthiness,  they 
shall,  within  30  days  of  review: 

(1)  seek  to  place  the  loan  with  another  mortgagee 
within  the  region  with  the  application  fee 
waived,  and 

(2)  offer  the  declining  mortgagee  the  option  of  reap- 
praising and  approving  the  loan. 

(k)  Should  the  loan  be  placed  with  another  mortgagee 
within  the  region  and  be  accepted  by  the  originally  de- 
clining mortgagee,  the  applicant  shall  decide  where  the 
loan  will  be  consummated. 

(1)  The  Board  shall  report  any  violation  of  any  applica- 
ble law  or  regulation  to  the  appropriate  state  or  federal 
enforcement  agency,  and  may  take  any  other  action  it 
deems  appropriate. 

(m)  A  financial  institution's  refusal  to  cooperate  with 
the  Board,  specifically  by  refusing  to  forward  the  appeal- 
ing applicant's  loan  package  upon  the  applicant's  request 
to  the  Board,  shall  be  reported  to  the  State  Banking  Com- 
mission. 

(n)  For  purposes  of  review,  both  the  financial  insfitu- 
tion  denying  the  loan  and  the  original  applicant  shall  re- 
main anonymous  to  the  Board  reviewing  such  loan.

1101) 

Coun.  McLaughlin,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Government  Operations,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  1101,  order  that  the  Committee 
on  Government  Operations  hold  a  hearing  re  registered 
voters  list  (referred  July  29)  recommending  the  order  be 
placed  on  file  and  the  following  report  containing  certain 
recommendations  be  accepted: 

This  is  an  order  of  Councillor  Kelly  which  called  for  a 
public  hearing  concerning  the  City's  voting  list  after  pub- 
lished reports  in  the  newspapers  stated  that  60,000  of  the 
city's  229,000  registered  voters  were  omitted  from  the 
City's  voting  list.  Three  hearings  on  this  docket  were  held 
on  August  19,  1992,  October  16,  1992  and  October  22, 
1992. 

By  way  of  background  information,  on  February  12, 
1992,  the  Mayor  submitted  a  proposed  home  rule  petition 
(Docket  No.  0377)  to  the  Council  to  expand  the  methods 
for  preparing  the  annual  residents  listing.  The  Commit- 
tee on  Government  Operations  held  a  hearing  on  April 
9th  and  the  Council  passed  the  home  rule  petition  on  May 
13th.  At  the  hearing,  Jovita  Fontanez,  Commissioner  of 
the  Election  Department  stated  that  the  City  had  prepared 
a  Request  for  Proposal  (RFP)  to  hire  a  private  firm  to 
prepare  the  residents  listing  using  computer  technology. 
The  company  would  use  records  from  different  sources 
such  as  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles,  credit  information, 
assessing  files,  etc.  to  compile  the  listing.  The  firm 
which  was  chosen  was  Select  Direct  Marketing  of 
Wilmington  for  a  three  year  contract  for  $270,000. 

At  the  hearing  on  August  19,  Commissioner  Fontanez 


was  invited  and  several  employees  of  the  Election  De- 
partment were  summonsed.  The  Commissioner  said  that 
compiling  a  list  based  on  computer  technology  could 
save  the  City  $300,000  per  year  and  that  there  were  sev- 
eral other  steps  which  could  be  taken  to  ensure  an  accu- 
rate listing  after  the  computer  work  was  completed.  The 
second  step  involved  sending  verification  cards  to  all  per- 
sons who  were  not  matched  to  the  computer.  These  cards 
were  sent  out  to  over  50,000  people,  including  long-time 
residents  who  consistently  voted. 

Due  to  the  problems  caused  by  this  mailing.  Council- 
lor Kelly  submitted  an  order  for  a  public  hearing  to  dis- 
cuss the  contract  awarded  to  Select  Direct  Marketing. 
Commissioner  Fontanez  said  that  the  responses  to  the 
mailing  combined  with  door-to-door  visits  and  phone 
banking  would  reduce  the  initial  figure  on  the  omitted  list 
of  voters.  Also,  anyone  who  was  on  the  omitted  list  but 
who  provided  documentation  could  vote.  She  stated  that 
the  company  verified  77  percent  of  the  City's  residents  by 
computer. 

Various  issues  of  concern  were  expressed  by  the  Coun- 
cillors and  Election  Department  employees  including  the 
anxiety  and  anger  felt  by  residents  who  were  placed  on 
the  initial  omitted  list,  the  process  of  awarding  the  con- 
tract, the  accuracy  of  the  list  and  the  potential  for  prob- 
lems on  November  3rd. 

The  Committee  reconvened  on  October  16.  The  Com- 
missioner said  that  18,000  voters  remained  on  the  omit- 
ted list.  Laurent  Perreault  of  Select  Direct  Marketing  was 
asked  to  attend  and  then  summoned.  When  he  did  not 
attend,  Councillor  Kelly  moved  that  he  be  subpoened  and 
the  Councillors  at  the  hearing  agreed  to  the  motion. 

The  Committee  again  convened  on  October  22  with 
both  Mr.  Perreault  and  Dennis  Duffy,  owner  of  the  com- 
pany, in  attendance.  They  stated  that  they  were  notified 
by  the  City  that  there  was  an  RFP  for  a  residents  listing 
and  then  responded  to  the  RFP.  The  Committee  learned 
of  this  notification  by  the  City  to  Select  Direct  Marketing 
for  the  first  time  at  this  third  hearing.  Boston  is  the  first 
city  or  town  for  which  they  are  providing  these  services 
but  they  believe  their  direct  marketing  experience  is  re- 
lated because  it  involves  compiling  lists  from  different 
sources  and  targeting  an  audience. 

Timothy  Gassert  of  the  Secretary  of  State's  office  at- 
tended the  hearing.  He  stated  that  it  is  the  view  of  the 
office  that  computer  listing  alone  does  not  constitute 
"visit  or  communication"  which  is  required  by  state  law 
for  the  annual  listing. 

The  Election  Department  and  Select  Direct  Marketing 
will  meet  after  the  Election  to  discuss  ways  to  improve 
the  process.  Rina  Cutler  of  the  Election  Department  said 
it  appears  that  a  mailing  to  all  residents  followed  by  a 
computer  match  and  then  door-to-door  visits  would  be 
the  most  effective  method. 

Conclusion 

The  Committee  has  serious  concerns  that  election  stat- 
ute may  have  been  ignored  due  to  the  lack  of  a  current  and 
complete  resident  listing.  The  Committee  also  believes 
there  is  a  lack  of  jurisdiction  between  the  Election  De- 
partment and  the  Listing  Board.  The  Listing  Board  has 
been  responsible  for  the  compiling  of  the  residents  list. 
The  Board's  members  consist  of  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner as  the  Chair  and  the  four  Election  Department 
Commissioners.  The  Police  Comii^^'ioner  has  not  been 
involved  in  the  process  of  the  listing  this  year.  Further- 
more, part  of  the  confusion  originates  in  the  execution  of 
the  RFP  and  the  contract  to  hire  help  outside  City  Hall  to 
prepare  the  resident  listing.  The  Committee  recommends 
the  following: 

(1)  That  a  copy  of  the  Select  Direct  Marketing  con- 
tract be  releasaJ  by  the  Election  Department  to  the

Report  on  Docket  No.  1365,  ordinance  to  help  fight 
the  public  health  crisis  of  STDs  and  AIDS  (referred  Sep- 
tember 30)  recommending  passage  of  the  ordinance  in 
the  following  new  draft: 

City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Ninety-two 

An  Ordinance 

To  Help  Fight  the  Public  Health  Crisis 

of  STDs  including  AIDS 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  Two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  new  cases  of 
AIDS  were  reported  in  Boston  during  1991,  with  fifty 
(50)  new  cases  reported  in  May  of  1992;  and 

Whereas,  10,891  cases  of  chlamydia,  5,983  cases  of 
gonorrhea,  and  1 ,394  cases  of  syphilis  were  reported  in 
Massachusetts  in  1991;  and 

Whereas,  The  continued  transmission  of  these  sexually 
transmitted  diseases  constitutes  a  public  health  emer- 
gency for  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  risk  of  transmission  of  all  of  these  sexu- 
ally transmitted  diseases  can  be  greatly  reduced  through 
the  use  of  latex  condoms;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  shown  that  wider  availability  of 
condoms  can  help  decrease  the  incidence  of  sexually 
transmitted  diseases;  and 

Whereas,  Further  availability  of  condoms  in  establish- 
ments with  entertainment  licenses  will  send  a  message  of 
responsibility  to  all  segments  of  society;  Now,  therefore, 
belt 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Chapter  17-13  of  the  City  of  Boston  Code  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  the  following  new  sections,  to  be  ap- 
propriately numbered  by  the  City  Clerk: 
Prevention  of  Sexually 
Transmitted  Diseases 

Section  1 .  Declaration  of  Public  Health  Emergency 

The  spread  of  sexually  transmitted  diseases  (STDs), 
including  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency  Syndrome 
(AIDS)  and  Human  Immunodeficiency  Virus  (HIV)  in- 
fection, has  created  a  public  health  emergency.  The 
spread  of  these  diseases  can  be  limited  through  the  avail- 
ability of  affordable,  high  quality  latex  condoms  in  cer- 
tain places  of  public  accommodation.  The  lack  of  avail- 
ability of  condoms  in  these  places  of  public 
accommodation  constitutes  a  danger  to  public  health  and 
welfare. 

Section  2.  Requirement  of  Vending  Machines  which 
Dispense  Condoms 

A.  In  order  to  be  granted  an  annual  seven-day  enter- 
tainment license  from  the  Licensing  Division  of  the 


Mayor's  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  and  Licensing, 
establishments  which  also  sell  alcoholic  beverages 
must  install  and  maintain  coin-operated  vending  ma- 
chines which  dispense  affordable,  high  quality  latex 
condoms.  Current  holders  of  annual  seven-day  enter- 
tainment licenses  from  the  Licensing  Division  of  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  and  Licensing 
which  also  sell  alcoholic  beverages  must  install  and 
maintain  coin-operated  vending  machines  which  dis- 
pense affordable,  high  quality  latex  condoms  in  order 
to  continue  to  be  licensed. 

B.  The  condom  vending  machines  shall  be  located 
in  a  publicly  accessible  place,  or  in  at  least  one  male 
and  one  female  rest  room,  and  shall  display  a  sticker 
prepared  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  and  Hospi- 
tals, which  will  provide  telephone  numbers  for  referral 
and  information  concerning  STDs,  including  AIDS. 

C.  For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  a  "high  qual- 
ity latex  condom"  means  a  condom  which  is  made  of 
latex,  a  specific  type  of  rubber  product  that  has  no 
pores,  and  which  is  tested  and  approved  by  the  U.S. 
Food  and  Drug  Administration. 

Secfion  3.  List  of  Vending  Machine  Operators 
The  Licensing  Division  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Con- 
sumer Affairs  and  Licensing  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  shall  maintain  a  list  of  vending  ma- 
chine operators  who  agree  to  install  and  maintain  the 
vending  machines  in  continuous  working  order  at  no  cost 
to  the  owner  or  lessees  of  the  licensed  premises.

D.  This  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  any  annual 
seven-day  entertainment  license  holder  whose  estab- 
lishment is  required  to  obtain  the  license  solely  due  to 
the  use  of  automatic  amusement  devices  on  the  prem- 
ises. 

E.  This  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  any  annual 
seven-day  entertainment  license  holder  who  demon- 
strates to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Licensing  Division  of 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  that,  despite 
the  holder's  good  faith  efforts,  no  vending  machine  op- 
erator is  willing  to  install  a  condom  vending  machine 
on  the  licensed  premises. 

F.  This  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  any  annual 
seven-day  entertainment  license  holder  who  demon- 
strates to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Licensing  Division  of 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  that  high  qual- 
ity latex  condoms  and  information  concerning  STDs, 
including  AIDS,  are  readily  available  to  patrons  on  the 
licensed  premises. 

Section  5.  Annual  Report  to  the  City  Council 

The  Licensing  Division  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Con- 
sumer Affairs  and  Licensing  shall  determine  whether 
holders  of  annual  seven-day  entertainment  licenses  com- 
ply with  this  ordinance,  and  shall  report  its  findings  an- 
nually to  the  City  Council  for  any  necessary  action. 

Section  6.  Severability 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable  and  if

DISAPPROVING  ORDINANCE  TO  HELP  FIGHT 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  CRISIS  OF  STD  AND  AIDS 
(DOCKET  NO.  1365)

Several  months  ago  the  City  Council  decided  to  let 
stand  my  veto  of  a  proposed  ordinance  (Docket  No. 
0879)  which  would  have  required  that  all  applicants  for 
entertainment  licenses  in  the  City  install  and  maintain 
condom  vending  machines  on  their  premises  as  a  condi- 
tion of  obtaining,  or  maintaining,  a  City  entertainment 
license .  It  appeared  from  the  Council '  s  action  at  the  time , 
and  the  debate  in  the  Council  relating  to  a  potential  veto 
override,  that  the  Council  appreciated  the  significance  of 
the  legal  reasons  contained  in  my  veto  message,  even  if 
not  all  members  agreed  with  the  policy  reasons.  See  Veto 
Message  of  August  19,  1992,  attached. 

However,  on  October  28,  1992,  the  Council  passed  a 
"new"  ordinance,  Docket  No.  1365,  which  would  re- 
quire certain  applicants  for  a  City  entertainment  license, 
as  well  as  certain  current  license  holders,  who  also  hold  a 
common  victualer's  seven-day  all  alcohol  license,  to  in- 


stall and  maintain  condom  vending  machines  on  the 
premises  as  a  condition  of  having  or  obtaining  an  enter- 
tainment license.  Although  one  basis  for  my  previous 
veto  was  the  lack  of  a  sufficient  record  to  legally  justify 
imposition  of  a  condom  vending  machine  requirement  as 
a  licensing  condition,  I  am  informed  that  the  Council  did 
not  hold  any  further  public  hearings  with  regard  to  this 
new  ordinance,  despite  its  changes  in  scope,  but  merely 
relied  upon  the  hearing  held  for  the  previously  vetoed 
ordinance. 

I  therefore  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved  this  "new"  ordinance,  Docket  No.  1365, 
passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  October  28,  1992. 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  include  the  legal  and  pol- 
icy reasons  which  I  stated  in  vetoing  the  previous  ordi- 
nance, as  well  as  additional  legal  flaws  with  this  latest 
version.  While  Docket  No.  1365  made  some  changes  to 
the  first  ordinance,  those  changes  do  not  satisfactorily 
resolve  the  objections  raised  by  my  prior  veto.  In  fact, 
they  make  things  worse. 

Policy  Reasons  for  the  Veto 

I  appreciate  that  the  Council's  stated  objective  is  to 
focus  our  energies  as  a  City  upon  the  tragedy  of  AIDS .  It 
is  my  belief,  as  well,  that  the  City  has  an  important  obli- 
gation to  help  other  levels  of  government  and  private  ef- 
forts to  address  the  AIDS/HIV  crisis. 

Toward  that  end,  as  the  Council  knows,  our  City  has 
been  extensively  involved  in  education,  health  care,  and 
housing  efforts  directed  at  preventing  the  spread  of 
AIDS/HIV  and  dealing  with  liie  problems  of  those  who 
have  been  infected  by  this  awful  disease. 

As  stated  in  my  previous  veto  message,  we  have  estab- 
lished Project  TRUST,  which  not  only  provides  counsel- 
ing to  drug  users,  a  group  commonly  afflicted  with  the 
AIDS/HIV  virus  via  needle  sharing,  but  also  provides 
testing  and  prevention  education.  Further,  I  have  imple- 
mented a  program  which  trains  City  employees  to  edu- 
cate their  co-workers  in  AIDS  prevention.  The  City  has 
also  sponsored  "clean  needle  exchange"  legislation. 

In  the  area  of  health  care,  the  City  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  provides  medical  care,  case  man- 
agement services,  advocacy,  mental  health  counselling, 
and  drug  treatment  referral  to  over  700  HIV-infected 
adults,  regardless  of  their  ability  to  pay.  Boston  City 
Hospital's  pediatric  care  unit  currently  provides  health 
care  services  for  2(X)  HlV-seropositive  children,  many 
with  full-blown  AIDS/HIV. 

The  National  Commission  on  AIDS  has  applauded  our 
housing  initiatives  for  persons  with  AIDS/HIV.  Our 
Housing  Task  Force's  agenda  utilizes  Community  De- 
velopment Block  Grant  funds  to  create  housing  for  these 
individuals.  Currently,  the  City  has  set  aside  $7  million 
of  these  funds  to  create  501  units  of  housing  over  a  three- 
year  period. 

We  are  doing  much  to  address  the  AIDS/HIV  crisis  in 
Boston.  However,  when  it  comes  to  imposing  mandatory 
condom  availability  in  selected  establishments  in  this 
City,  I  have  significant  policy  differences  with  the  ap- 
proach taken  by  the  Council's  new  ordinance.  I  do  not 
believe  that  such  a  measure  is  fair,  nor  do  I  believe  that  it 
would  be  effective.  Nonetheless,  this  option  is  always 
available  to  any  establishment  who  wishes  to  voluntarily 
place  a  condom  vending  machine  on  its  premises.  Our 
City  government  may  not  require  such  action,  but  nei- 
ther should  it  interfere  with  an  establishment's  choice  in 
this  regard. 

Policy  Reasons  for  the  Veto 
For  those  establishments  subject  to  the  Council's  ordi- 
nance, the  Council  is  proposing  to  ban  entertainment  un- 
less condoms  are  readily  available  to  patrons  on  the 
premises. 
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This  violates  the  First  Amendment  guarantee  of  free 
speech.  While  both  the  United  States  and  the  Massachu- 
setts Constitution  would  permit  local  government  the  au- 
thority to  place  some  reasonable  conditions  on  entertain- 
ment licenses,  there  is  no  satisfactory  legal  basis  for  the 
restraint  of  free  expression  proposed  by  the  Council . 

There  are  other  constitutional  problems  as  well.  The 
new  ordinance  is  over-broad  and  it  is  vague.  Further- 
more, the  new  distinctions  between  those  establishments 
which  would  be  covered  and  those  which  would  be  ex- 
cluded present  constitutional  equal  protection  problems. 

The  Council's  new  ordinance  is  precluded  by  the  state 
law  establishing  the  bounds  of  a  licensing  entity's  author- 
ity. G.L.  c.  140,  sec.  183A.  State  law  does  not  allow  a 
licensing  authority  to  imjxjse  conditions  on  the  license 
unless  the  license,  taken  alone,  or  in  combination  with 
other  licensed  activities,  would  adversely  affect  the  pub- 
lic health  in  that  the  entertainment  could  not  be  con- 
ducted in  a  maimer  so  as  to  protect  members  of  the  public 
inside  or  outside  the  premises  from  the  spread  of  AIDS. 

The  Council's  new  ordinance  would  also  violate  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth,  sections  6  and  7  of 
the  Home  Rule  Amendment.  It  is  not  only  inconsistent 
with  state  law,  but  it  is  also  an  unauthorized  local  law 
governing  civil  relationships. 

Even  if  the  Council's  new  ordinance  did  not  contain 
each  of  these  substantial  legal  flaws,  the  passage  of  this 
new  ordinance  fails  to  address  another  fundamental 
problem  with  an  ordinance  of  this  nature.  The  Council 
does  not  have  authority  over  the  licensing  of  entertain- 
ment. Specifically,  pursuant  to  G.L.  c.  140,  sec.  183A 
and  the  case  of  G.J.  T. ,  Inc.  v.  Boston  Licensing  Board, 
397  Mass.  285  (1986),  the  Mayor  is  the  licensing  author- 
ity as  to  entertainment  licenses,  and  the  Council  has  no 
authority  to  interfere  with  or  to  impose  conditions  on 
such  licenses.  Further,  as  entertainment  licensing  is  thus 
an  executive  or  administrative  function,  the  Council  is 
prohibited  from  taking  part  in  those  functions  under  Sec- 
tion 17G  of  the  City  Charter. 

Conclusion 
For  the  above-stated  reasons,  I  am  vetoing  this  ordi- 
nance, I  can  assure  the  Council,  however,  that  we  as  a 
City  shall  continue  to  press  forward  with  our  substantial 
efforts  to  rid  Boston  of  AIDS/HIV  and  to  ease  the  pain  of 
those  who  have  been  afflicted  with  it.

Independence  Hall  in  Philadelphia  symbolizes  the 
nation's  embryonic  struggle  for  freedom.  The  Statue 
of  Liberty  in  New  York's  harbor  broadcasts  Ameri- 
ca's continuing  role  as  champion  of  human  dignity. 
Faneuil  Hall  is  Boston's  own  historic  icon,  the  forum 
for  debate  of  so  many  great  ideals  which  frame  our 
Constitution  and  guide  our  natiojial  life.  "The  Cradle 
of  Liberty"  is  about  to  take  its  rightful  place  in  our 
national  pantheon  of  historic  images. 

Faneuil  Hall  was  constructed  in  1742  by  wealthy 
Boston  merchant/trader  Peter  Faneuil.  In  addition  to 
providing  the  colonists  of  Boston  with  a  public  meet- 
ing hall  on  the  second  floor,  the  first  floor  served  as 
a  mercantile  center  for  local  farmers  and  merchants 
to  display  and  to  sell  their  wares.  This  building  has 
played  a  role  in  Boston's  civic  proceedings  and  its 
commerce  for  250  years.  With  the  support  and  guid- 
ance of  the  Federal  Government,  through  the  Na- 
tional Park  Service,  we  have  completed  the  $8- 
Million-Dollar  historic  preservation  and  restoration 
program.  This  letter  is  to  begin  the  process  of  leasing 
the  market  floor  and  thus  bring  to  a  close  this  phase 
of  Faneuil  Hall's  glorious  history. 

A  recent  fair  market  appraisal  of  the  first  fioor 
market  and  ground  floor  market  spaces  completed  si- 
multaneously, though  separately  and  independently, 
by  The  Beal  Company  and  Meredith  &  Grew  have 
established  mean  fair  market  values  of  $60  per 
square  foot  for  the  first  floor  and  $30  per  square  foot 
for  the  ground  floor.  Both  of  the  firms  not  only  con- 
ducted comparable  studies  with  adjacent  Quincy  Mar- 
ket to  satisfy  technical  aspects  of  their  assessments 
but  the  significance  of  Faneuil  Hall's  role  in  our  na- 
tion's history  was  also  incorporated  into  these  ap- 
praisals.

eral jurisdiction  located  within  the  city  of  Boston  may 
submit  to  the  licensing  authority  application  for  a  firearm 
identification  card,  which  such  person  shall  be  entitled 
to,  unless  the  applicant  (a)  has  within  the  last  ten  years 
been  convicted  of  a  felony  in  any  state  or  federal  jurisdic- 
tion, or  within  that  period  has  been  released  from  con- 
finement where  such  person  was  serving  a  sentence  for  a 
felony  conviction,  or  (b)  has  been  confined  to  any  hospi- 
tal or  institution  for  mental  illness,  except  where  the  ap- 
plicant shall  submit  with  the  application  an  affidavit  of  a 
registered  physician  that  he  is  familiar  with  the  appli- 
cant's history  of  mental  illness  and  that  in  his  opinion  the 
applicant  is  not  disabled  by  such  illness  in  a  manner 
which  should  prevent  his  possessing  a  firearm,  rifle  or 
shotgun,  or  (c)  has  within  the  last  ten  years  been  con- 
victed of  a  violation  of  any  state  or  federal  narcotic  or 
harmful  drug  law,  or  within  that  period  has  been  released 
from  confinement  for  such  a  conviction;  or  is  or  has  been 
under  treatment  for  or  confinement  for  drug  addiction  or 
habitual  drunkenness,  except  when  he  is  deemed  to  be 
cured  of  such  condition  by  a  registered  physician ,  he  may 
make  application  for  said  card  after  the  expiration  of  five 
years  from  the  date  of  such  confinement  or  treatment  and 
upon  presentation  of  an  affidavit  issued  by  said  physician 
to  the  effect  that  the  physician  knows  the  applicant  s  his- 
tory of  treatment  and  that  in  his  opinion  the  applicant  is 
deemed  cured,  or  (d)  is  at  the  time  of  the  application 
under  the  age  of  fifteen,  or  (e)  is  at  the  time  of  the  appli- 
cation fifteen  years  of  age  or  over  but  under  the  age  of 
eighteen,  except  where  the  applicant  submits  with  his  ap- 
plication a  certificate  of  his  parent  or  guardian  granting 
the  applicant  permission  to  apply  for  a  card,  or  (f)  is  an 
alien,  or  (g)  within  the  last  ten  years  has  had  in  effect 
against  him  or  has  violated  any  protective  orders  or  re- 
straining orders  issued  pursuant  to  sections  18  or  34B  of 
chapter  208  of  the  General  Laws,  section  32  of  chapter 
209  of  the  General  Laws,  civil  protective  orders  or  re- 
straining orders  issued  pursuant  to  chapter  209A  of  the 
General  Laws  or  any  violation  of  said  chapter  209A,  or 
sections  15  and  20  of  chapter  209C  of  the  General  Laws; 
provided,  however,  that  if  the  order  is  a  temporary  one 
which  was  issued  against  an  applicant  without  notice  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  said  section  34B  of  chapter  208 
or  said  section  4  of  chapter  209A  and  said  applicant,  pur- 
suant to  said  sections,  later  received  notice  and  an  oppor- 
tunity for  a  hearing  regarding  said  order,  and  if  after  such 
hearing  a  court  found  that  the  temporary  order  should  not 
have  issued  and  vacated  the  order,  the  issuance  of  such 
temporary  order  shall  not  be  grounds  for  denial  of  an 
application  for  a  firearm  identification  card;  and  pro- 
vided further  that  if  the  licensing  authority  denies  an  ap- 
plication for  a  firearm  identification  card  under  this  para- 
graph (g),  and  the  continued  employment  or  livelihood 
of  the  applicant  is  dependent  on  his  having  a  firearm 
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identification  card,  the  applicant  may  petition  the  district 
court  for  relief  as  the  court,  in  its  discretion,  deems  ap- 
propriate, which  relief  may  include,  without  limitation, 
imposing  conditions  on  any  firearm  identification  card 
issued  to  the  applicant.  In  making  its  decision,  the  court 
may  consider  the  applicant's  continued  employment,  the 
interest  of  justice,  any  relevant  evidence,  and  the  totality 
of  the  circumstances,  but  nothing  contained  herein  shall 
be  construed  to  require  a  court  to  grant  relief  to  any  par- 
ticular applicant,  or  (h)  is  determined  by  the  licensing 
authority  not  to  be  a  suitable  person  to  be  licensed  to  have 
a  firearm  identification  card.  To  make  such  a  determina- 
tion as  to  suitability,  the  licensing  authority  shall  cause  a 
search  to  be  made  of  the  records  contained  within  the 
statewide  domestic  violence  record  keeping  system  es- 
tablished by  chapter  188  of  the  acts  of  1992  and  also  may 
cause  a  search  to  be  made  of  records  maintained  by  any 
of  the  courts  of  the  commonwealth.  The  licensing  au- 
thority shall  review  the  resulting  data  to  determine 
whether  the  applicant  has  a  civil  or  criminal  record  in- 
volving domestic  or  other  violence. 

The  licensing  authority  may  not  prescribe  any  other 
condition  for  the  issuance  of  a  card  and  he  shall  within 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  application  either  approve  the 
application  and  issue  the  card  or  deny  the  application  and 
notify  the  applicant  of  the  reason  for  such  denial  in  writ- 
ing. Pending  issuance  of  the  card,  a  receipt  for  the  fee 
paid  shall,  after  five  days  from  issuance,  serve  as  a  valid 
substitute,  unless  the  applicant  is  disqualified.  Written 
notice  of  denial  of  the  application  shall  void  the  receipt 
and  require  its  immediate  surrender.  A  card  may  be  re- 
voked or  suspended  by  the  licensing  authority  or  any  per- 
son subject  to  his  direct  authority  for  such  period  as  he 
may  set  only  upon  the  occurrence  of  any  event  which 
would  have  disqualified  the  holder  from  being  issued  the 
card.  Any  suspension  or  revocation  of  a  card  shall  be  in 
writing  and  shall  state  the  reason  therefor.  Upon  revoca- 
tion or  suspension,  the  licensing  authority  shall  take  pos- 
session of  said  card  and  receipt  for  fee  paid  for  such  card. 

Any  applicant  or  holder  aggrieved  by  a  denial  of  an 
application  for  or  the  revocation  or  suspension  of  a  card 
may  within  ninety  days  after  notice  is  sent  to  him  appeal 
to  the  district  court  for  a  review  of  such  action. 

Said  card  shall  be  in  a  form  prescribed  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  the  department  of  public  safety  and  shall  con- 
tain an  identification  number,  the  name  and  address  of 
the  holder,  his  place  and  date  of  birth,  his  height,  weight, 
and  hair  and  eye  color,  at  least  one  fingerprint  or  thumb- 
print of  the  holder,  a  contemporaneous  photograph  of  the 
holder,  and  his  signature,  and  shall  be  captioned  "Fire- 
arm Identification  Card"  and  shall  be  laminated.  The  ap- 
plication for  a  card  shall  be  made  in  multiple  on  a  form 
prescribed  by  the  commissioner  which  shall  require  the 
applicant  affirmatively  to  state  under  the  pains  and  penal- 
ties of  perjury  that  he  is  not  disqualified  for  any  of  the 
foregoing  reasons  from  possession  of  a  card.  Notwith- 
standing any  provision  in  this  act  to  the  contrary,  false 
statements  on  an  application  shall  be  grounds  for  denial 
of  the  application  or  for  the  revocation  of  any  firearm 
identification  card  issued  pursuant  to  such  application. 

Said  card  shall  be  valid,  unless  revoked  or  suspended, 
for  a  period  of  not  more  than  five  years  from  the  date  of 
issuance  and  shall  expire  on  the  holder's  birthday  occur- 
ring not  less  than  four  years  but  not  more  than  five  years 
from  the  date  of  issuance.  Any  holder  whose  card  will  be 
expiring  and  who  wants  a  new  firearm  identification  card 
issued  to  him  must  submit  a  new  application  and  pay  the 
fee  therefor. 

All  firearm  identification  cards  issued  prior  to  the  ef- 
fective date  of  this  act  shall  expire  in  1994  on  the  holder's 
birthday.  Any  holder  of  a  firearm  identification  card  is- 
sued prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  act  whose  card  will 
be  expiring  and  who  wants  a  new  firearm  identification 


card  issued  to  him  must  submit  a  new  application  and  pay 
the  fee  therefor. 

The  fee  for  an  application  and  card  shall  be  twenty-five 
dollars  which  shall  be  payable  to  the  licensing  authority 
and  shall  not  be  prorated  or  refunded  in  case  of  suspen- 
sion, revocation  or  denial.  The  holder  shall  notify,  in 
writing,  both  the  licensing  authority  and  the  commis- 
sioner of  public  safety  of  any  change  in  his  address.  Such 
notification  shall  be  made  within  thirty  days  of  occur- 
rence. 

Upon  receipt  of  an  application  for  a  card,  the  ficensing 
authority  shall  forward  a  copy  of  such  application  to  the 
commissioner  of  public  safety,  who  shall  within  twenty- 
one  days  advise  in  writing  of  any  disqualifying  criminal 
record,  if  any,  of  the  applicant  and  whether  there  is  rea- 
son to  believe  that  the  applicant  is  disqualified  for  any  of 
the  foregoing  reasons  from  possessing  a  card.  The  li- 
censing authority,  when  in  doubt  about  the  validity  of  the 
applicant's  negative  or  positive  statement  relative  to  past 
hospitalization  for  mental  disorder,  may  also  make  in- 
quiries concerning  the  applicant  to  the  department  of 
mental  health  for  the  purpose  of  determining  eligibility 
for  the  firearm  identification  card  and  shall  receive 
prompt  and  full  cooperation  from  such  department  for 
that  purpose  in  any  investigation  of  the  applicant. 

Notwithstanding  the  requirements  of  this  act,  any  per- 
son may  submit  an  application  to  the  licensing  authority 
for  a  special  firearm  identification  card  solely  for  the 
purpose  of  possessing  and  carrying  chemical  mace,  and 
the  licensing  authority  shall  grant  said  card  to  each  suit- 
able applicant. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.
